ilumeofthisHiftory withthe "f"^' '^ 
Death of Hmry the Vllth. f^-

VlUth, then about Ei^teen Years of 
Age, April ^^ riA. 
Gfeat Care had been taken of this King's u:, Ed» ' 
Education, by inftruding him in all Parts of "(wb. 
Learning neceflary for a Prince defign'd for 
an Ecclefiaftick, if his Brother Prince //r/ifcr had lived- 
Having in his Youth, as Lord Herbert afferts, applied 
himfelf niuch to Learning, fo that he made a good 
Vot. H, a Fn>^ 
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Progrefi in the Sciences ; and herein he was great- 
ly forwarded by Mr. Wolfey, Dean of lincoln j 
infomuch, that, as Hiftorians agree, for feveral 
Years in the bc^nning of his Re^n, no Affairs 
diverted him from converfing with learned Men, and 
encoura^ng Learning, which feems to appear by the 
Choice of his Counfellors. 

The Day the King afcended the 
iw^Staffbrd or- Throne, the Lord Stafford^ Brother to 
refttd, iut/ixm the Duke of Buckit^bam, was com- 
difihargtd. mittcd to the fewer, but was foon 

after difcharged. Lord Herbert feems 
to think there was no Colour for his Commitment, 
becaufe he was immediately created Earl of ff^tlt/hire, 
made bne of the Knights of the Garter, and conti- 
nued to his Death in great Favour with his Majefty, 
which happened about fourteen Years after his Con- 
finement, when he died without Iffue. 

Hb Majefty early took Care to fettle

in fo much Freedom, that the Courtiers pad the 
Refpeft to him, as to one looked upon in the high 
Road to Preferment. 

The King, after fettling his Council, '*"' if"*' * 
iffuet^ a Proclamation, wherein is fet P^^^"^**- 
forth, " That his Majefty, being in- 
" formed his good Subjeflrs had been oppref- 
" ed imder the fpccious Pretence of preferving 
" the Prerogative of the Cro.wn, gave them Leave 
" to bring in their Complaints, and promifed them 
*' Satisfaftion :" And withal the King confirm*d his 
Father's general Pardon, granted before his Death, 
excepting, as Stow fays, all Perfons guilty of Mur- 
der, Felony, or Treafon.

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" But, to conclude, I once more beg l.eave to 

" fay, that it is in your Power, great Sir, by ex- 
*' cufing and pardoning your poor VejutianSy tp a-

" brighteft Viftories; the Glory now in your Pow« 
" to cloath yourfelf with will pafs down to the Jateft 
" Pofterity without any Diminution, being above the 
*' Reach of, and independant on, any Accident. Suc- 
" ceeding Ages will celebrate you as the moft gra- 
*' cious of all Princes, and, as fuch, will rmfe your 
" Memory above that of any Mortal : As for us, 
** we will eternally found your Praife, and, muft e-

This Speech not only demonftratcs, that the Ve- 
netians defpaired of faving their Republick from 
Ruin, but alfo affords fair and confidcrablc Preten- 
fions for the Empire in general, and the Houfe of 
Jujiria in particular, to the ftrifteft Frtettd/hip from 
that Republick ; and, if we Ihould lay Fealty too, we 
believe it would be no EJror. Hence it is, that 
the Venetian Hiftorlans would periuade the World, 
that this Speech was foiftcd upon them, and cry 
loudly againft Guicciardin, as the Author and Forger 
of it. But, that Author affurcs us, he writes nothing 
but Truth, and pofiiively declares this Piece to be 
authentick, and delivered by him without any other 
Alteration, than that of turning into Italian, what 
yuftiniatii delivered in Latin ; tho' Gion Baptifia Z^eni 
has took great Pains to invalidate the Veracity of 
Guicciardin'% Relation. 

' The Venetians alfo fent the Cardinals Grimni a.nA 
Contaro to attend his Holinefs, who, being admit- 
ted to an Audience, requefted, in the moft' re- 
fpedftil Terms, in the Name of their Country, 
a Remiflion of their Cenfures, on the RepubUck's 

having 
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having reftored, within the Term of twenty four 
Days, all they had pQlTeQed bclon^ng to th« 
Church. 

Jttlms received them with a good deal of Difdain, 
ftiffly dented their Requelt, and abfolutely refufed 
to fimer the Six Ambafladore to come into his Prefence, 
whom the Republick had fent to alTift (he Cardinal^ 
upon this Occafion, allcdging, *' That the {^(ruHans had 
•* not offered the Satisfaftion due to him ; that, b?- 
*' fides the Territories of the Church, which they had 
** unjuftly poflefled themfelves of, they ought to have 
** reltored all the Frgits and Profits of them, which 
** they had received during their Poireflion -, that, fw 
** the full Accompli fhment of this Monitory, they muft 
" fiirther give. Satisfaction for the inconfiderate At- 
*' tempts they had made upon the Ecclefiaftical Ju- 
** rifdii^on i and that they were not to expeft any In- 
** dulgence or Relief from Rome, till they had execq- 
'* ted the Conditions of his Bull in every Point." 

hi fhort, the Senate received in one jj^ Venetian* «- 
Pay not only the mortitying News *-nw iaJ Nnat 
that their Ambafladors they had fent -^'y^ '^''' ^*- 
both to the King oi Spain and the Em- "'•'■"''■ 
peror, were returning home without fuccecding in 
their Commjflions, and alfo 4n Account of what had 
paffed at Rome. 

Bembo tells us, that the Senate were fo touched 
with the Pope's Behaviour, that they flew out into 
the moft bitter Jnveftives againft him. Mark Lora- 
danOf the Doge's Son, moved, in the Senate, " To 
" fend Ambafladors to the 0//(7«m» Court, to requeft 
»* Succour and Aflift^ce againft the Pope." And 
his Motion was fp ipuch applauded by many of the 
Senators, that he had Uke to have carried it, had 
not fomc of the wifer Sort mitigated Matters, and 
broqght their 3rethren into a cooler Way of thinking, 
(which proved the Safety of this Republick) and at 
k&f Pafiign and Heat being banifhed from that Body, 
C 2 , . v,',,w.^ithcy 
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they camtf to Refolutions equal to the Emeigency, 
with the greatcft Integrity, Speed aijd Secrecy } and 
the Execution of them, tho' often committed to Pef- 
fcHis that had given their Opinions againft them, was 
performed with Fidelity and Expedition ; particulaf- 
ty, they one and all ^reed, however moitifyii^ k 
might be, to give the Pope all the Satis&£Hon he 
demanded, which they thought, as Af^n then ftood, 
was their wifeft Courfe to take: And therefore the 
Doge, fent Letters to his Holinefi, exjMeffing ati 
entire Submifljon without Referve, ** He be^cd 
** that the Ambafiadors, fent to humbly impforte 
*' Abfolurion from the Ecclefuftical Cenfures they had 
" incurred, might have the Honour to kifs his Feet, 
" and give him the utmc^ Acknowledgment he 
" could defire." 

ThcfelxtteishadthedcfiredEffiift, 
^P^ffvmr, ^^^ ,p35 (1^^ caufe of abating his R^- 
fentment, and bringing him to refiecb 
on the dangerous Confcquences of the League he had 
fwmcd which put him upon anfwering the Doge's Let- 
ters in a Strain becoming a relenting Father to a peni- 
tent Son, and calling 3 Confiftory, wherein he propcrfed 
the Admiflion of the Venetian Ambaffaitors, and fpcte 
of that Republick in Terms cwitrary to the Strain be 
had before ufed -, and all the Cardinals greatly coni- 
mended his Holinefs's Lenity. 

In the meantime 5ijyair^f,'Archbi(h(^ of Tork^ 
the EngUJb Ambaflador, was very diligent to gain from 
the Pope what the Venetians had fo much at Heart : 
His Holinefs Ihewed fo much Deference for this Mi- 
nifter, that at his Inftance he was prevailed with fo 
refufe Maximilian the Gallies of the Church, which 
he demanded in order to make an Attempt upon 
the City of Venice^ paving Lewis'% Confent to employ 
thf ^'-frh Troops in that Siege) which Refufal leems 
Vi hav2 V^cn pardy the Prefervation of that Re- 
public);. 
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. The Pope's Change of Behavioyr pitt new Life in- 
to the Vemtians^ and nude them begin to ratle up 
their Heads again : And, certain it is, that great; 
Affliftions make fmaJl Comforts very acceptable. 

All diis while inglorious Maximi- 
lian refided at .rrenty fuU of In ^'J^t''^^, 
dolence and Security •, pcrfuading /yetTtt^.' 
himfelf, tiut his Allies would take 
care to preferve thofe Conquefts they had made 
for him » and therefore thought it enough to fend 
GovempuR to the conquered Places with but a hand- 
fill of Men, 4S we have before related ; and thefe Of^ 
ficeis, tho' weakly backed, had the Folly to commit 
cruel Extortions every Day. The People of Padua 
were the firft that privately Hiewed their Dcfire of rer 
turning to thejr Obedience under their old Mad^rs ; 
which W3s no fooner known at Venice, but the Senate 
met to confjdcr of fome Method to affift them ; '1 he 
Doge, Z.ortiinw, vigoroudy oppofed this 
Enterprize,* by reprefenting, " how ^X^.'^^'T

to this noble Venetian the Rcpublick owes ajl they 
now poffefs in Itatf., expept the Dogade. Akirem 
Gritti took upon himfelf the Charge of this Expe- 
dition, and marched diredlly to Padua, with an Ar- 
my of 5QOO Foot, 400 Men at Arms, and zoop 
Albanians, and, on the 1 8lh Day of June, he became 
Mafter of the Place by the Favour of the Inhabitants. 
This happy Succefs produced incredible Raptures 
pf Joy in f^CT«« ; in every Church they returned 
pubiick Thanks to the Almighty j {and they ftill

private Credit was thereby reftored. 

The Venetians^ having poffeflcd themfelves (rf this 
gallant City, the Territory belonging to it cwne of 
courfe under their Obedience. They likewife found 
Means to recover LegaagOy which gave them fee* 
Paflage over the Mige. 

This Succels induced ^e Senate to make 

n*Ssniat 3 noble-^irited Aft, by which they o- 

It'A'^ bliged themfelvcs to exempt their faithful 

Subjects fix>m all publick Charges, and to 

' make good all the Loifes they had fuftaincd, or Ihould 

fuftain, during the prefent War. 

But, foon after the Vinetians had pofleflcd them- 
felves ' of Padua, Maximilian arrived in Lemkardfy 
with fuch a Number of Troops as would have render- 
ed their Deflgn impradHcable, had they not luckily 
been beforehand of heavy Genius. 
Lewis XII. <^'- Lewis the Xllth conffituted Mon- 
naibiiGtneral fieur Ja Pdiffc, Commander of the 

w^ OrdlT' ^'^"=" '" ^^ f'" **'* Abfence of 
ftroT I r m. f^^j^^ ChaumoMly the Governor) with 

Direction to obey fuch Orders as he fliould receive 
from the Emperor, and to ufe his utmoft Diligence 
for the common Intereft of all the Parties joined in 
tlie League, This Officer employed himleU' in pre- 
ferving Vicenxa and Verona for Maximilian ; but the 
Inhabitants invited the Venetians to come to their Af- 
fiftance, and take Pofleflion of thofe Places : To pre- 
vent this la Palfffe came up in time with his Troops, 
fruftratcd their Defigns, and obliged the VautioH Ar- 
my, which had taken the Field upon this Occafion, 
retire under the Walls of Padua. 

The Mortification, this Difappointment gave the 
Venetians^ was quickly recompenced by another Inci- 
dent that gave them much Pleafure, which was this : 

The 
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TIk Murqmfs of Mmtm <who had 
been one of Aeir Commanders, but 'SI^m^'^T^ 
■diflionoiinibly defeitcd chem) was mlntua'p^^r. 
goii^ GO join the French^ aod in- 
eamped at Ifola iella Sfolay without either Watch 
or Guard, believing himfelf far enough from the 
Enemy, to need any of the vfual military Prccau- 
tioas. Hearii^ this, the Garrifon of Legmgo march- 
ed out, furprized his little Army, and made them 
ftiibners ; but the Ma^uils m^de his Efcape by tite 
Favour of the Night, and hid himfelf fo fnug in a 
fkld of Corn, that the Garrifon thought it in vain 
to look after him : However, applying himfelf to a 
Country Fellow for a Guide, to condudt him to Ve~ 
re**, he was betrayed, and carried in Triumph ui 
Venice. 

The EnqxTor fccmed very cafy under 
the Lois of Pa^ comforting himlfelf Jtjjl'l^'i 
with a Projcft he had laid of bcfieging ^^ p^ua/" 
it ; the Talung of which Place would put 
him in a Condition to make other Attempts againft 
Vmce : For that Purpofe he marched for the Fken-' 
tine, depending on the Fidelity of that People, who 
had lately fworn Allegiance to him ; but he found 
himfelf obliged to dUpute every Step, for the 
Countiy People had taken Arms, and fo planted 
thdrifeives, as that his Men were atttacked in Front, 
.Flank, and Rear; lb that many of them deferted, 
having no Stomach to fight in a Country, where 
they had no Profoeft of Plunder. However, at 
laft his Imperial Majefty arrived in the Vicentiney 
with his Army very much weakned and diminilhed -, 
and here Maximilian halted to refreHi the Remainder 
of iiis Forces, and were joined by fome French and 
^etti/b Troops. 

In the mean time the Count de Pi- Pi^giiano w*/* 
-tiglioMy General of the Feneiiatt Ar- J^*^"-"/ P- 
-my, was a{^oint£d Govemor oSSaduOt 

and 
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and no Ids a Garrilbn was put into chat Place than 
the whole Army of the Republick, with die Addi- 
tion of a conTiderable Number of Ae beft Militia^ 
fo that the Garrifon confifted of near 25,000 Nfcn \ 
it was fiimifhed with all Manner of Scores and Prt>- 
vjfionsi all the Trades PetMjIe were employed ki 
work at the Fortifications, and every one was allowed 
to give in his Scheme of the Expedients he thought 
bell, for defending and faving Padxs j and the Mea- 
fures and Ccmduift of the Doge at that Time were 
not unworthy a Reman. 

The Venetian Hiftorians are full of Speeches, made 
in the Senate, relating to the beft Mediod of de- 
fending Padua., but moll of them are lb extravagant, 
that we did not think them worth inferring : And 
it's generally allowed, that the Hiftorians of the 15th 
Century, with a Defign to embellilh their Perfor- 
mances, have put a great Variety of fuch Speeches 
into the Mouths of their Heroes. 

However, this is certMn, that die 
7J* S^e finds j>)ge, Loredano, was as forward now to 
ttcr "" ' '' (defend Padua, as he was before for not 
attempting to take it ; he, in a fet Speech, 
begged of the Senate, that his Sons might be allowed 
to Ihut themfelves up in Padua^ and his Requeft 
was received with great Sati^adion ■, and 300 of the 
young Nobility, being fired with martial Emulatlofl, 
obtained Perminion alfo to accompany the E}oge's 
Sons, which they did accordingly. 

All Things being thus provided for 
ntLmptTm- the Defence of P^iaj, at laft die Em- 
PadoT '"'^ psror came and encamped within three 
Miles of it, and firft tried, tho' in vain, 
to divert the Courfe of the River Brente^ the En^- 
neers having miftaken the LeVel ; for the Chan- 
■'ncl of the River was found to be lower than' the 
neighbouring Ground, thro' whicli they intended to 
turn its Courfe. The vshole Artiiiery being come, 

he 
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Ik advanced and encamped before fadsM^ which 
he could not Inveft, t?ccaufe of the large Compafs 
of the Place. Maiimilitai had not a fufficient Army 
for his Enterprize ; fcM", including the Troops of the 
French and ^oHiardsy he coald not 'reckon above 
iTcxj Men at Anns, and 32^000 Foot ; tho' his Train 
01 Artillety was very finc^ and well appoiniedi 

The firft Batttiies he nufed were over-a- 
gaitift thofe Works that hy next to the Puibt /»j 
Gate of the Hofy O-ofs, believing that figtJ. 
to be the weakeil !l^rt, as indeed it 
wast fome time before the 5i^ ; but the Befieged 
had, for that ReafoDi made it the ftrongeft, as the 
Emperoi's Forces found it : Befides, ffofn the Works 
they had rajfed upon the Flanks, they fired fo furi-" 
fyi^y on the Attacks, that the BeQegdrs were forced 
to alter their Defign. On a Confultarion held, tho 
Emperor thought it advifeable to remove the At'' 
lack fiom thence &> the Baftion,- next to Vemcc 
Gate ; but the Strength of ^e Garrifon, and the Na-f 
ture of the Ground about it, made their Approached 
of very litde EfFeft, and gave dieni no fmall Trtnp 
Ue; diere bcmg fo many Springs, their Works 
were full of Water before they could finilh them j 
and the frequent Sallies ^e Befieged made, uid thti 
more trequent Alarms they gave the Enemy, often 
obliged the Pioneers, and others that wrought in 
the Trenches, to abaildon their Works, and run to 
their Arms. 

In fliort, no Day i»(fcd wirfiom A£li6n ; the Lighfe* 
faorfe of the Befieged had the BoidneE to enter the £!■< 
iKmy's Camp and carry off Prifoners ; infoniuch thaif 
if xhe Venetian Hiftorians may be credited, fuch was. 
the Nature of that Siege, and fo great was die Va- 
riety of the Motions while it lafted, that no Hand lels 
than that of Titus LiviuSt who was bom in 
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The BiUtion, that the Befiegen had attacked, vaft 
BOW laid quite open, fo that in a Council of War it 
Was agreed to make a general Affault : The Germans^ 
the French, and the Spaniards mounted the Breaches 
in three different Bodies, and the Aflaults were very 
■errible, and in a little tkne the Emperer faw his 
Colours planted on the Baftion ■, but the Artillery 
of the Place having full Command of the backfide of 
the Works, and the Garrifen making a vigorous Re- 
fiftance, the Befiegers were at laft rcpuJfed with con- 
fiderablc Lofs. 

MaximiUan, being a ^fan wha 
The Siegt raifid, and f^Q^ g^g^ wcarT of any Enterprizc, 

the Emperor rittrtt ,, ,,' '■ . ^ . r 

ftift Germany. and who could not wait kmg for 

Succefs, upon this t)ifappointment 
loft Heart, raifed the Siege 1 6 Days after the opening 
of the Trenches, and retired to VUettza ; from whence, 
having difbanded his Army, he went to Vervmh a™i 
from thence pnxeeded to Gtrmat^^ without taking, 
any other Methods for the Prefervation of his new 
Acquifiiions, than leaving the Margrave of BrMttdai^ 
tttfg with ibme Troops at Verms. 
- 'I'hcfe Meafures did not at all fuit the prefent Con- 
junfture, but the Emperor, acx:ording to his ufuaf 
PolitickB,- reckoned that all -his Neglefts would be iuf- 
■ficiently fupplied by the Favour of Fortune," and the 
Diligence of his Allies. 

■.. Before he had gotten as for as Trerit 

£,«?S"! ^^ ""^^ ^'^^ Eff'e'^ °f his Indolence v 
y Vicenaa. for the Venetians foon became Maftera 
of Vicenza, upon the Invitation of 
the Inhabitants ; and Verona would have followed 
their Example, had not the French General, wirft 
great Expedition, throwed 300 French Gendarmes 
into the Place. It was not in Lotnbar(fy only that 
the Campaign ended happily for the Venetians, for 
ihey retook feveral Places in Friali and Tfiria ; they 
■alfo attempted fifrrtfra, which, tho' it proved unfuc- 
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jcefsfld, was no lefs for the Reputation of their Arms, 
^han their former Advantages ; for, by that At- 
tempt, they fhewed to aJl Europe^ who beliewed thejr 
Re^Hiblickto be at its iafl: Gafp, chat they had not 
«nly- Forces fuffic^ent to defend themfelves, but to 
Attack others. ^ 

Before this Year expired a Difference arofe be- 
.twccn Liwis and his Hoiinefs, about the Nominatioo 
,to vacant Bilhopricks in the French Dominions, which 
was foon fettled, they readily agreeing, ' That the 
■* Pope fhouid prefer thofe he t!;oijglu fit to fuch 
■■* Sees as were then vacant, but for the future 
* ftiould collate none but upon the King's Prefenta- 
■* tion.' But this Agreement was one of the Caufes 
of the Qjarrel that foon followed between his Ho- 
Jinefe and Lfwis., and produced thofe uncommon 
Events, conlequent of the memorable League of 
Cambrof : And fuch was the Uneafinefe of the Pope 
*t this time, that he could nttt fee, without greax 
Concern, Maximiiiati and Letvis fo cloleJy united, 
efpecially as the Frexeh King was fo firmly fettled 
in the Dutchy of Milan, from whence it feemed 
impoffible to dillodge him ; nor did the Emperor 
^ve hitn leds UneaTinels, fince be bad Entrance into 
Italy through VeroTia^ and other Places he had got 
by this War \ nor did he know what to make of 
the powerful Aid the French fent the Emperor, to 
compleat the Ruin of the Venetiam : He alfo was 
iinder much Anxiety, left thefe two Monarchs had 
made 4 private Treaty to (hare ail Italy between 
them 1 and, for fear it fhouid be fo, began to con- 
flder how he could withftand fuch formidable Powers 
-thus united, inafmuch as ^«iff« was much weakened, 
and the King of Spain was not to be depended on, 
- -vrfio knew but too well how to make ufe of all Trea- 
ties for his own Benefit. NotwithAanding all thde 
. Difficulties his HoUnefs defpaired not, but refumed his 
PrtHeft of agceeiog with the Vm?tmi i of taking 
H2 ^, ...,.F^Kdi- 
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FerMiumd ofiF from "die l,eague of Camhray, hf in* 
vcfting him with Nc^iIes -, of ufing hb beft Endea* 
vours to fct the Emperor and the King of Fraiue at 
Variance j of twinging a Swifs Army into theMilaiiefoi 
and of perfuading Henry the VlUth to make a Direrfion 
in fratue-i that he might have the Opportunity c^ 
driving the Frttub out of Itafy ; and how iax he fuc- 
ceeded in thefe diffjircnt Funts muft be poftponed 
^ while» becaufe here we think proper to end the 
■year 1509. 

THIS Year was opened with the Fe- 
jigifrj tf netians renewing, with greater Ardour than 
I /,"o. -^fore, the Negotiation at Rome ; but Uvois 
the Xllth left no Art unefl&yed to prevent 
their fuccceding, and fen( j€ieTt Count de Carpi da- 
(her to aOifl; the Cardinal tit ^fih^ who had the 
Management of his Af&irs at that Court, whofe In- 
ftru^ions were to make the Pope fuch O&rs, as he 
thought could not fail of being agreeable ; to ac- 
quaint hjs Holinefs, that the King, being fiilly re- 
plved to be guided by his Council, humbly requcfted 
to know. Whether he ihould make an Expediticxi 
into Itaif this Year for promoting the common In- 
cereft ? and (o aflure him, tlut he defirod nothing 
more than the ftrifl: Obfervation of the Treaties that 
were ftill fubfifting. 

But after all the Count de Catfi's Induftry and Ad- 
drefe, who was eminent for that Faculty, he vru 
not able to incline the Pope to French Mcafures, his 
Holinefe being too far advanced in his Opnion, that 
(t was his Intereft to jctreat in his Alliance with Lewis 
^ foon as with Safety he could -, fo that all the King 
got by fhe Journey of his Count to RenUy was 10 
have him and the Cwdinal WimeOes to thf Pope's 
flbfolving the VeHetians.

read, which were, " That for the future

(5 as to the laft Rcfort.— That they fliould aftu^y re- 
'* tra£i: the Appeal they had made to a hiture Council 
**■ -~ Thar the Republick fliould lay no Tax or 
** ImpoOdons upon the Goods and Incomes of the 
*' Church. — That they fliould renounce all Rights 
" and Pretenfions whanoever to the Lands belonging 
" W the Church, and efpccially to the Right they 
" claimed of eftablifliing a Fidame,, or Judge, at Fer- 
" rara. — That the Subjedls of the Eccleliaftical Domi- 
" nions fliould be allowed to trade freely on the Airi- 
" atick ; and that their Ships of whatever Kind, or 
" loaded with what Goods foever, whether for them- 
•' felves or Strangers, fliould not be liable to any 
** * Search or Impofition. — That the Republick fliould 
** in no manner meddle with, or take Cognizance of,

The Veneiims no fooner received Ad- 

^ V"™^ vice of the Pope's Abfolutien, than with 

*'^ ** redoubled Ardour they renewed their 

Endeavours for maintaining the War, 

. railing an Army of 1400 Men at Arms, 4000 light- 
horfe, and 10,000 Foot ; The Pope having allowed 
iuch of his Subjeds as would to go into their Ser- 
vice, it conlritnitcd much to the complcadng their 
Troops i which Allowance, tho' a manifeft Breach of 
ihe League of Cambraf, gave high Sarisfadlion to the 
Venetians ; for the moft wraous and experienced Of- 
ficers in tlie Ecclefiaftical Dominions ei^aged under 

, the Banner of the Venetians. 

But what gave the Venetiam no fmall 
lZJl£fi% Uneafinels was the Death of their great 
CbaraSir. Gencxal, Pitiglianoj who died at Pa- 

diui the beginning of the Spring. He 
was an Officer of great Merit ; one who, in a Man- 
ner, had grown old with his Sword in his Hand ; and, 
whilft Italians fought with ItSiaits, was reputed a ve- 
ry daring General •, but after the Batde of Fomuovo^ 
in which he was made fenfible how much the Troops 
from this fide the /iips exceeded thofe of the other, 
be became fo wary and circumfped, that he paOed 
rather for a fearful, than a forward Commander, 

. being always againd hazardous Meafures, and thought 
the beft Way would be for the Italians to for- 
bear coming to Blows with the Enemy ; not un- 
like the flianvmaking Marches lately exercifcd be- 
cwcen the Sardinian^ Spani_fi>, and Neapolitan Troops 

, in Italy. 

After the Death of Pitigliano, the Doge, l^reda- 
m-t in Ptrfonj propofed to the Marquis of Mantua^ 
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to take upon him the Command of the Aniiy of the 
Republick, whofe Frilbner he then was, and he did 
not fail to fet ofT his Offer with all thofe Advantages 
of infuiuating Flattery, which the Venetians knew lb' 
well how to praftife, when they would allure Fo- 
reign Officers into their Armies. 

The Marquis, imparient to get out of Prifon, «»- 
drly promiled what was reqiured of him ; but, being 
dilappointed in giving the Security he propofed, the 
Senate began to think of another General, and re- 
folved upon one Fregsja v and he proving not only 
a Very indifferent Man, but a very indifferent Sol- 
dier, they did not employ him long, before they 
fent in his Place ASaJviTsU and Paul Bagliom fuc^ 
ccffively. . 

Whilft thefc different Matters were tranf- 
a^frig Maximlitttt was always difpofed to 4f''"'' ^ 
take die Field, but was fcldom or never <^"°«"/- 
in a Condition to do it. He was profufe 
as well as covetous,- and as many Chann<lls as there 
were to carry Money into his Coffers, fo many Holci 
there were in them to let it flip out ; but he reckoned 
npon two certain Funds, for fupplying the Charges 
of the Campaign he was dien going to open \ the 
firft was the Fin^ces of the King of 
France^ his Ally, and die other a Sut>- MaximUiMA*/* 
fidy from the Empire, the Diet of «^"''/^^£»- 
which he had fumnuMKd to meet at 
AugP>ttrg. But the Pt^ fent his Nuncio to the Diet, 
to traverfe fuch PropofaJs as the Emperor fhould 
make. The Venetians likewife fent their fecret Agents 
thither, to reprelenl to the Princes wid Minifters, how 
much it was for the Intcreft of the Emf«re, to oppcrie 
the Emperor's Defigns upon Itaiy. However the Ne- 
gotiations of the Nuncio, and the Endeavours and 
fccret Praftices of thofe Agents might retard the 
Deliberations <^ the Diet, yet they all proved »• 
borsive. 
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bortire, and the Diet at laft came to the RefolutkHt of 
Complying with the Emperor's Demands. 

Maximilian was powerfully feconded by the French 
Plenipotentiary, and the Credit of his M^ler in Get' 
man^ was very great. The Pienipotcndary was a Man 
of eminent Worth and high Reputaticm, and efpe- 
cially valued for his great Eloquence, which had 
ftrong Influence, and produced furprizing ESe& evot 
at that Time -, his Name was Lcviis HeUant a Na- 
tive of Verceily and Counfcller of Slate in France. 
This able Miniftcr delivered a Speech againft the Ve- 
nelians in the Diet, which at once Ihewed him to be 
as well the Sutefinan as die Scholar. 

As foon as the Diet broke up the 
yit Germans Count of Hartow, the Emperor's Laeuie- 
S ST'ni'w "*"* General in Itafy, alTcmbled an Army 
»a Italy. of 500 Spearmen and 15*000 Foot, land 

joined Marfiial Chaummt's Forces, (who 
had taken upon himfelf the Command of the Freuck 
Troops there, in the room of ia PaiiJ/it employed 
clfewhere) and thofe two Generals marched dl- 
reftly to Vicenza j but the VtneUan Army kept at a 
good Diftance before the other, and, not thinking it 
advifeable to defend that Place, entrenched themfelves 
at Breniellit as a Poit in which they could not be at< 
tackedv by reafon of the River that covered it. 

The Inhabitants of Ficenza, findii^ themfelves dius 
abandoned by the Venetians., feoc their Mi^.ftrates to 
prefent the Keys of their Town W the Count of 
ilanam, and to beg his Pardon, for having flirprized 
and drove out the German Garrifon the Year before. 
The pathettck Speech thofc Magiftrates made on this 
Occahon is related at targe by GuicciardiH ; by which 
the Count, as this Hiftorian fays, was nothing moved* 
being fwellcd with barbarous Infolence : And though 
Cbaument, by his IntercelTion favcd the Lives of^thofe 
in the Town of yieen-zay Count HaKoto gaVe a^ their 
EEFefts as a Prey to die ravenous Soldiers, and caufed 

the ID 
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thein to purfue the reft to the very Holes and Dens 
of the Mountainsj whither they had run to hide them- 
felves, iwd great part of them, having Ihut themfclves 
up in avaft andafmoftinacceflableCave^wercchoaked 
, » Death by the Smoak of Fires lighted at the Mouth 
thereof by his Orders. 

After the Sacking oiVicmzay moft ?5' Germans Aj*r/ 
part of the Emperor's Soldiers, who >■»'■'«»/?■'> 
leMom received any Pay, deferted, and by this Means 
the Defign of Befieging Pa^ua a fecond Time came to 
nothing: C^jawew/ therefore, being difabled from ere- 
. curing what he firfl:intended,refolved to retake Zejjw^o, 
the only Pafs the Venetians had upon the higher Adige. 
This River runs through the Middle of that Town, and 
die Part that iies on the left Side of the River is called 
the Port i round this the Venetians had drawn feme 
flight Works, and let the Water of the Jdige into 
them, on which Side Chaumeat intended to come as 
he came from Vicenza. The Day he encamped at 
^nerbiOi the Garrifon of Legnago marched out to re- 
connoitre the Ejiemy's Troops ; but tlie French In- 
fantry, having drove them back to the Brink of the 
firft; Ditch, Mid forced them to fwim over, it fo dif- 
hcartned the Italians^ that they retired in the greateft 
Confufion, and fuffered the French to enter into thePort 
■ without Oppofirion ; Then Chaument, having ordered a 
Body of Men to advance from the other Side of the 
Aiige:, they attacked the Town of Legnago fo 
warmly, that, in a few Days, the Garrifon J-^8:™S*' 
. abandoned it, and endeavoured to fave their 
Lives thro' the Water that then overflowed the neigh- 
bouring Grounds j and the Caftle, being left almoft de- 
fencelefs* was forced to capitulate. 

It was at this Place that Chatment CaroVu*/ d'Am- 
received the melancholy News of his ^c£fa„ 
Uncle, the Cardinal d^Jmboif/s Death, 
which was not only a great Affliftioo to his Family, 
but fetal to Frmce as A^rs then ftood. This Pre-

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late's great Virtues flifpalTed cvtn the Brightnefi rf his 
Parts and Extent of his Kncfwledgi: ; His Patience -wsis 
fuch as made him eafy to wsit a proper Seafdn for aci- 
complilhing what he defigned. His Course made Daii- 
'ger appear mere Inconveniences^ which might retard, 
but not prevent, the Execution trf" What he had prop<f- 
Ted. He was endued with fiich Jlefolution and Firninefi 
of Mind, tliat Jie could never be diverted from his PliN 
' pofe by all the Entreaties of his Friends, or Menaces of 
his Enemies. HisPerfeverance wasProofagainftDckys 
of Time, the Slownels of Men, and the impertineric 
Difcouragemertts of Courtiers. So great was the Confi- 
dence his Mafter repofed in him, that it is very proba- 
ble he would have prevented the open Rupture between 
France and the Pope, had he lived a little longer ; 
though at firft fome thought hisDeath would be ft 
Means to reconcile the King to the Pope, who ex- 
prefled an infinite Joy on this Change j but it bad's 
contrary Effeft, by multiplying Grounds of Qxarrel 
between thofe two Princes. The Pope demanded the 
"Cardinal's Trealure, which amounted to 300,000 
" Crowns of Gold in Specie^ to which, as he conceived, 

■ he ought to fuccced. The King refiifed to give it 
him, which rdfcd new Difcontent, and a frefh Com- 
plaint. 

So little Care did the Emperor take 
^^iP^-^J of his own Concerns, and especially af 
/Urtf " keeping up an Army in Jtafy, that 

Cbaamont was forced to put a Frenib 
Garrifon into Legnago^ thoi^ in the Name of his Im- 
" peri^ Nfejefly, which, by the Treaty oi Cambra^, was 

■ indeed alTigned to him. 

Whilft Chaument was preparing to return to His 
"own Government, he received Orders frofn the King, 
to continue longer Jn the Service of the Empe«>r, 
there having been a new Agreement made between 
Lewis the Xllth and MaxinaUaat by which Lewis 
'lent that Prince 100,000 'Crowns of Gold, and bU 
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.^nny, upm Coc^lition that he fhould haye Vovwa 4f 
« Pledge, till he was. ftUly rcimburled. 

In the Beginning of Juae, the Duke of iSfoJiditj^

peror with by the Treaty of Caniray i and ^ foon 
fi this Anpy had clfVm a fact of the German Gar- 
filbp out of Verona, It marched to Mot^eliciay wh^ch 
u a little Town qetween ^f and Padua, and made 
A«mfelves Mafters of it- 

After the Talking of Menfelicia^ Cbaumont left 400 
Spearmen and ijQq Spi^i/h Foot, tliat were to the 
lUng pf T^rdifff's Pay^ to fecure the Emperor's Con- 
(jueffs, and ordered another Detatchment to be ready 
to fuccour the puke of Ferrara, in cafe the Pop? 
S3f»il^ attack him, which he had thrcatjied (upop 
the Duke's refijfjng tp break the Le^pje of Camirerf) 
and marched the ie& (jf the Troops into his Goveni- 
roent of Mi^.

« once ordered the .Cardinal SAuJcbt l}\e' Frencb 
Ambailador, to l?e confined in the Caftle of St. Ah 
gtk, and his Army to t^gin the War, by &Uing upoa 
the Duke of ferrara. 

This Army advanced » the very Ga^es of Ferrar^y 
having in its March taken all the little Places in tl^t 
Country that lay in their Way. Upon the News of the 
Motions of the Pope's Forces, Cbaumont's Succours 
•arched to die Di^e of Ferrara's Afliftance ; wid, 
» fowl as t|iey cime up, the Pope's Troops retired, 
(not liking to deal with the Frenck in the open Field, 
though jiiey >vi^re /upetior in N^nUier to ^ir £ne- 
■ J 2 ' - -' ■'■' my) 
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my) leaving behind them a Part of their Artilleiy, 
which had advanced too fer to be brou^t off. How- 
ever, notwirhftanding the Precipitation of tfieir Re- 
treat, they found Means to enter Medaia^ through 
the Favour of the Rmtgoni^ who were as powerful in 
the City as the Sov^ign himfelf, where we ihalj 
leave them. 

During thefe Tranlaftions a Matccr 
•ni Swift Jl- happened, that in the End proved very 
F^'i pr^uflicial to Lewis the XHthj the At 
fira. hance with the Swifs^ omcludcd at Im- 

cem^ in 1500, for ten Years, e^qiiring, 
(by which the King was to pay each of the ten Can- 
tons 1000 Crowns of Gold yearly) they demanded 
double the Sum ; but Z.ewis would advance no more 
than 2000 Crowns, and that only becaufe the Peo- 
pje of Bajil and Scafihaufen, who had formed them- 
iclves into Cantons, after the Treaty of Laceni, Ihould 
come in for an equal Share with the other ten. To 
this Offer the Swifs anfwered, very haughtily, that 
France ought not to haggle ^tji fuch brave Men, 
who had done her too great Service to have any 
Terms put upon them, and that they muft have 20,000 
Crowns of Gold a Year, or nothing. 

To this Leivis refufed to comply, being vexed, 
that a People, whom the King ot France (to ufc 
Philip de Comine's Exprcfliofi) had brought into the 
Light of the IVorld, Ihould prefume to diftate the Con- 
ditions cf a Treaty, inflead of courting his Favour ; 
and therefore, the more to mortify them, he took 
fome German and other Troops into his Service ; 
■ though this was not a proper Time to fave his Money, 
or to ftand fo much upon the Point of Honour.

But this Artifice was eafily feen 
through, fince that Canton, which was one of the 
Icaft States of the Helvetick Body, was not able to 
iiimiih a fixth Part of the Troops that were going 
in»> Itai^. 

In ihort, the Swifs were eager to fight the French^ 
(who had touched them to the Quick, by hiring 
German and other Infantry in their Place) and for 
that End foon aflemblcd an Army of 40,000 Men, 
Thefe Forces fct out on their March for the Mila- 
nefij which was fo little ejq)efl:ed, that, when Chau- 
moTU heard oi it, he was at a lUnd what to do, being 
but juft returned from the Expedition we have been 
fpeaking of; and, having left a Number of his 
Troops, to aOift both the Emperor and. the Duke 
of FerrsTAt he could mutter no more than 1000 
Spearmen and 7 or Sooo Foot : However, he divided 
this Body in two Farts, becauf^ he was not fure 
what Rout the Sviifs woyld take -, but, by their ren- 
dezvouzing at Bellinzmty his Doubts were removed, and 
he then faw plainly, that their Defign was to fall down 
into the Dutchy of Milan-, properly fo called.

For, to return .to the Marquis of 
3'u^'^^" A^»'««. he was releafed from his Con- 
re&afid"^ Bnement by the Interceffion of ; his old 
Friend, the Grand Si^nior, Bt^azefyVith 
whom the M<u'quis had kept a conftant Correfpc^i- 
dcnce, with a Dcfign to obtain his Protcftion againft 
the Venetians. This formidable Protcftor of the Ahn- 
tmn fent for the ^£»f/f'»i AmbalTador, refiding at the 
Port, and told him, in Terms very explicit, that his 
Mafters muft forthwith fet at Liberty his beft Friend, 
the Marquis of Mantua. No fooner had the Senate 
(who generally took care to. keep fair with the Perte) 
ieen their Ambaflador's Difpatches, but they fet the 
Marquis at Liberty : However, the Venetians, who 
knew how to improve every thing to the beft Ad- 
vantage, perfuaded him, that the Favour, they had

About the Banning of Omier he ^^ ^^^„ „ ^. 
fct out from Reme^ defigning to lay juge Peuara, 
Siege to Ferrara. Tlys Enterprize was 
far from promifing Succels -, yet the Venetians, in 
order to flatter the Pride and Arrogancy of the 
Pope, feemed to be eager for the Siege, though 
they were farisfied there was no likelihood of fuc- 
ceeding in it, becaufe the Seafon was too far ad- 
vanced, and for that Cbaumont had thrown a Rein- 
forcement into the Place. 

At kft ytilius himfelf was convinced _^ , 
of his Error ; however, he thought it ^ Modeti^' 
would look fiily to command his Army 
and undertake nothing, which put him upon order- 
ing his Generals to give Cbaumont Battle ; but thofe 
Officers knew better, inftead of fighting they repre- 
fented to him the great Odds there were between his 
Troops and thofe of Q>aumont -, and in the End, after 
■all his Holinefs*s Noife, both he and his Generals 
were glad to march otF under Pretence of proteft- 
ing Modena, which they accordingly did, well Icnow- 
. ing that Place would alfo be a Protedion to them. 
In the mean time the Venetian Forces retired into 
their own Territories, but promifed at parting, they 
would be ready to march to his Holincls's Afiiftance 
9t al' times.

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The VmHian Afi^ were not more proTperoui 
at this Time th^i thofe of the Pc^ \ they had

" for above loo Years without Interruptwn ? Thefe 
** were the Bentiveglj^ whom JuUus the lid had drove 
** out of Bologna" 

iTitir M ^^"^ opinion the GalUcan Church gave was 
ft^^. this, " That the King might, wirfiout the

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•* leaft Scruple, maintain his Qjarrel wirfi the Court 
" of Reme, and even aft ofFenfively againft his Ho- 
** linefs as an Enemy. That, Religion being no ways 
•* concerned in the Quarrel, the Pope ought not 
•* to ufc his fpiritual Arms. That, if his Holinefs 
** did not recal the Cenfures he had already un- 
** warrantably thundred out, or if afterwards he (hould 
** ifllie out any other, the Party injured might with- 
*' draw its Obedience from him, and make AppH- 
** cation to whom it belonged, by calling a gene- 
*• ral Council : And, finally, advifed his Majefty to 
" join with the Emperor, in order to ftrengthcn him

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was refolvedon, but five Cardinals, who were highly 
diflatisfied with Julius'^ Aftions, dcfeited him, and 
retired to Milan, fully refolved to oppoife his lucra- 
tive Meafures. 

In the mean time the P<^. relied himfelJF 
contented at Bologna, mihout feeming to be much 
diftuibed at the Meafures his Enemies were taking 
againft him, and, notwithftanding all the Dcfigns 
they were laying to humble him, abated nothing of 
his Arrogance ; but writ to the five Cardinals in the 
Sn^in of a highly provoked Mafter, who was fure 
of revenging himfelf on his undutifid Servants ; ancj 
changed the Monitory, he had publifhed againft the 
Duke of Ferrara, into an Excommu- 
®' ■^^' A^d'L nidation, comprehending the Auxiliaiy 
^Temia, iJc. French Troops, and particularly Chau- 
monty the French General, if he di(l 
not forthwith order them back into the Mlanefe ,* 
But Chaumont was not to be frighted with an Excom^ 
jnunicalion fo ill grounded. 

But, to proceed, after Chaumont had re- 
Chaumont jJeved Verona^ he marched his Army (which 
Modeaa '" ^^ confiderably reinforced) to Modena^ 
and in his Way came up with the Pope's 
Troops, fome of whom fell into hk Hands, but 
the far greater Part of them found Means to throw 
themfelves into Modena j (o that Chaumont did not 
think fit to befiege that Place, but was rather at a 
ftand which way to proceed. "The BentivogH, who 
were in the French Camp with all their Friends, 
took this Opportunity to propofe a very extraor- 
dinary Enterprize to Cbamnontt that of going to 
attack Bologr.a, where Juliusy who had kindled this 
War, was (hut up, with a numerous Court, but a 
very weak Garrifonj 

Chaumont approved of the Propolal^ 

■£l'''S'*"^' and marched upon this Expedition, 

"^"^ . and encamped at Crejfolano^ on which 
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Belei^a was ftruck with the greatefl: Conllematioii> 
the French being then but ten Miles from it. 

yiUius's Courtiers, on this Approach, were ftrucfc 
widi the utmoft Conftemation ; and his OfEcers, not- 
withftanding their habitual DifCniulation, could no 
kaiger foribear betraying their Fear i one Part of 
riiein , feemed to be ftruck dumb, whilft the other 
were buiy in making their Wills, 

Upon this, the Cardinals reprcfented 
to hw HoUnefs the Danger he was in, fj, ^rl^'Z 
and that there was no way now Icrt of Amu. 
to get out of that Place, but by a 
fpecdy Accommodation with the French. At firft 
he dUregarded their Advice •, for, inftead of fol- 
lowing it, he fent after the Vettetian Army to 
hailen to his Affiftance, and, becaufe they did not 
come fo foon as he expected, he fell a ftorming at 
die Venetian Ambaflador, which availed him but lit- 
tlej notmthftanding that, the neater the Enemy drew 
to the City, the more Julm'% Rage encreafed ; but, 
Trfien he Jaw Parties of the French advance Co far ai 
to kill the Centinels in the vary Gates of Bologna, 
he was fo frightned, that he thought it beft to feem 
to yield to the Cardinals Advice of treating with 
Chauffunt ; which Feint laved the City, for Cbaumcnt, 
inftead of purfuing his Advantage, fuffered himfelf 
to be amufcd by the Pretence of a Treaty, and loft 
a whole Day, which, if he had properly made ufc 
of, he might have taken the Town, his Holinefs, 
and all his Courtiers in it ; and tliereby have pre- 
vented all riiofe Evils that afterwards enfued to his 
Uia&cr from this War. Some fay, this Piece of 
Fineffe was owing to Archbiftjop B^nhridge, the Eng-' 
lilh Ambaflador, who, feeing the Pope in great 
Diftrefe, repaired to Chaumont'i Camp, and reprcfented 
to him, tlat the Pope was ready to give his Mailer 
all the Satisfaftiijn he could defire ; ar.d therefore, if 
he advanced further, a Ruppjre WQu!d certainly eti- 

fue 
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iue between E/tgland and i^tnu-;-, and his bhiftering 
Way of delivering this Reprefentadon lb terrified 
0>aim<mt, that he was in great Perplexity, and induced 
to confrnt to treat with the Pope, and grant him a 
CeQatJon of Anns for two Days, in hopes, during 
that Time, to conclude a Treaty with him : But this 
was far from anfwering the End propofed by Chaur 
mont, for in this Time the Pope lent away his moft 
valuable EiFefts into Tttfcam, and Courier after Cou- 
rier to haftcn die March of the Veitetian Forces. Ih 
Ihort, our Pontiff obtained what he defired by the 

CelElrion of Arms j and, to crown aU, 
SJ"S *^ Evening before it expired, the Van 
B^OTia. ^f ^c Venetian Army entered Bologm, 

and the Inhabitants, who before were 
difpofed to follow Fortune, took Arms in Favour 
of the Pope. When the Time given JuUtu was 
expired, daument drew his Forces nearer to Bologna^ 
thinking that his Prefence would make the Pope fign 
the Treaty ; but, as the Succours were arrived, his Ho- 

linefs threw off the Mafk, and reSafed 
Chaomoiit rr- jq jjg^j ^^y longer. Then it was Q^au- 
s^t""' ^'^^ ^^^^ "^' without great Confufion, 

that his Defign was fruftrated, and he 
xibliged to retreat, which accordingly he did j and 
this he got by being amufed with * treating inftead of 
Fighting, efpecially with Enemies that as fi exceeded 
liim at Intrigues, as he did tiiem in warlike Ex- 
ploits. 

All Q>aumont had now to do, was to co* 
alfe ^fyr ^°"'' '"^ Retreat with fome plaufible Pretext, 
// which he endeavoured to do under Pretence 

of the great Refpefl: he had fca" the Repre- 
■fentftlion that had been made to him by the Eng^^ 
and other Ambafladors, againft his advancing to Bo- 
logna 1 and that, as it was the Month of December^ he 
thought it proper to end the Campaign, which caufed 

him

His Hojinefc now talked of nothing but 
Batdes and Sitges, and immediately fent £!^,f J^ 
Ordcre to his General, having been rein- q^^^^ 
&rced with a confiderable Body, to with- 
draw his Army cut of ModenOy and march to attack 
CoKorda^ which he obeyed, and the Town yielded 
upon the iirft Sununons. 

From Coneorda the General marched his -^"^ Minm- 
Aimy to Mtrandola, into which the French ^°^- 
bad precipiutely thrown fome Infantry. It waa 
now about the latter end of December^ ^d the Sca- 
fon proved m<»e fevcre than ordinary : However that 
did not deter valiant Julius from ordering his General 
to forbear befiemng the Place, who had refufcd to 
fiirrender ; on the contrary the Siege was formed, but 
it went on fo flowly, that the Pppe was highly difli- 
cisfied with his General's Cgndu£t, and reroTvea to go 
and command his Army in Perfon ; being got to nis 
Camp he rook up his Quarters under the Cannon of 
Mirandela, without theleaft Regard to his Ag^ or 
Dignity, even exercifuig not onh all the Offices of a 
chief General, but even thofe of a Soldier ; he was 
on the Batteries Night and Day for a good while ; but 
at laft was forced, by the B^ur of die Seafon, to 
retire to Concorde, tho' very uneafy, when he heard 
the Town made ftill an ofaffijiatc Defence, This put 
him again on returning to his Army ; .and, tho' the 
Snow covered the Bxsads, and made it very difficult t<t 
pals, he found Means to get to the Siege, and took 
up his Quarters in a little Church near the Walls of 
the Town : Still nothing was done fpon enough, he 
was always calling in a Fury to the Captains upon 
Duty ^ nor iiad hk any Regard to the honuble Cold- 
nefc of the Weather. Here fcvejal ttf his Servants 
being killed 1:^ the Cannon of the City, he thought 
it aoi'ifeatit to remoye frpm jfacncc so » Place fur- 
ther 
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iher off; and, notwithftanding his utmoft Efforts^ 
the Siege went on but heavily: For Alexander Trivttlca, 
(Nephew to the Marefchal of that Name) the Gover- 
nor, tho* his Garrifon conflfted of no more than 400 
Men, defended the City with incredible Refolution 
and Bravery, in hopes 01 loon ieeing Chaumiml come 
to his Relief ; but he was difappointed, tho' Chaumont^ 
upon receiving the News of this Siege, came to Ru- 
iiera, in order to reaffemble his Army, but, before it 
could be effefted, there was a Breach made in the 
Place, and the Ice in the Ditch being ftrong enough to 
bear over the Befiegers, there was no occalion for 
filling it up to make the Aflault j upon which the Gar- 
rifon, the 20th of January, capitulated, on being al- 
lowed to march out, leaving all the Officers Prifoners 
of War ; and the Pope entered the Breach in a tri- 
umphant Manner, difplaying all the Oftentation and 
Pomp that a young General could have done: And 
thm winds up fhe Year 1510, ag to the Affairs of 
fiafy. '^ 

. King Ferdinand of Spaln^ whJIft Affairs 

^l'^' ^ were thus tranfatfting in Italjy feemed very 
^10. intent in making great Preiiarations to pais

The King next remitted feveral Fines due to him 
fro;n his $ubje^, which g^ed him m^e and moip 
the Good-will of his People.

^ like, yet his more ferious Entertainments were the 
^ Study of Hiftory and School-divinity, in which 
*^ lie much delighted, as likewife Jufts, Toumeys and 
" Barriefs, and chat not in an ordinary Manner but 
^' wijh the Two-handed Sword and Baltic^ Axe ; thefc 
" ag^, were adorned and fet out with moH: coftly 
^ Pageants and oiagnificept Devices, and thefe fi> 
'' fiwjuently, that ttey did not only confiimc much 
** Time, but alio great Part of his Treafure, and in.- 
'* deed, never any King delighted more in Pomp and 
" Shew ; his Court was maiihallcd like a Camp, and

For this Reafon Lewis the XUdi 'ThtKi^^if Eng- 
djou^t it his Intereft to keep in with ^/ r,lf""^ 
the King of £w^iwt/, and qrdered his ^"^ ' ^ 
Ambaflidor, at our Court, to renew the Treaty of 
iitspUsy between Henry the Vllth and Charles the 
Vnith, which Minifter purfued his Inftruftions fo 
ibfely, that a new Treaty was agreed upon between 
iriwrcf and Ei^land^ bearing Date the 23d of Mirciy 
1510. 

The Subftance of which Treaty was, " That the 
-•" Peace between the two Kings Ihould laft to the firft 
" Demife of eifher gf them 1 that it fhould be con- 
" finned by the. Stares-Genera] of France and the Par- 
" iiamcnt of F^Caidi that each of thefe Princfs 
" fliould take care to obtain the Pope's Approbation, 
(* with a preyiqus Sentence, pf ^comniunicaEion a- 
" gainlt 
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•* gainft the iirfl: Vrokttr. LtwiSy by Lctiers E^tat^ 
** promifed to pay the Arrears of the 670,000 Cnnm^ 
•* fecured to the Crown of Et^land by th» Treaty of 
" EfiapUt, at 15,000 Uvres every fix Mbmlis, tU thii 
** whole Ihould ht dildui^ed.'* After «^ich the 
Peace was cadfied and fworn to by both Kings.

than ordinary Re^)eft to Dr. B^r/itMi^e 
at his Court, and, as it was an antient Cuftom, for 
the Reman Pcmtifis, upon the AccelTiOn of a King 
to the Throne of his Andeftors, to fend him foirte 
Marks of their fetherly Affeftion, his Holinefe fent 
'the King a Golden Rofe, which was delivered to 
"Archbilhop IVarham^ accompanied widl a Letter, the 
Subftance of which here follows :

The Archbifliop obeyed his HdHnels's InjunAion, 
jmd ddiveied the Gol^ RoTe to his Majefty, after 
felebtacing high Mais,-widi ihe CeFemonies ufoal on 
Ibc^ OccaCons. The Prefcnt was fo well deceived by 
©ur young Prince, that BayiAridge had Ordcfs to aflurc 
che Pope, the King his Mxfter was difpofsd to pro- 
tod: his Holinels againft all his Enemies ; which was 
no fooner known to his Father-in-law, old Fer^umd 
of Spain, than he began ills old Game of 
foving himfelf, under Pretence of his re»- ^^^I^ 
' dinds to aiEft his Son-in-law in any Enter- J*^. 
prize he fliould undertake, particularly that 
«f reccra«3i% the Countries &om Framxy itlut ha4 
been taken nrom his Anceitors ; but defired, jjiat tlw 
Meafurcs which he intended to take fhould be kept 
fprivate, in onder to attack Lhvis the more une)^ 
pededly : And, to compleat his Purpofe, on the &th 
■<Mf yaautuyt 1510, he commi0ioned his Ambaflador 
at ZiOK&a to treat with Henry about a flrifter Alliance 
.j^an at -pident fubfifted between Mttglmd and Sfam. 
Accoidii^y, a defenfive Treaty was 
concluded on the a4ih of JWij^ with 2* Sr?'i^ 
Pronufe of mutiEtlly-wding eadi other vxikh. 
upon Occahon. It feems rery odd ' 
indeed, that Hmry Ihonfd cnwr into fuch a Treaty 
with SpatK^ befoie eventhat with Frattce was put in 
£xecurion \ but it may be c^ferred, that both Ttea- 
des were egocludcd ^fc? -die Ad«oe <ff iKfow^'-s Mi- 

nilteiB, 
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nifters, which he conilituced of his Coundl upon hift 
Acceflion to the Throne, and without the Afliftancc oiF 
Wolfrf ; And Rapin fays, '* Never Prince committed 
" grofler Faults, or was more impofed upon than 
'* liimfelf, efpecially in die firft Year of his Reign." 
But we fhall prefently fee, when Wolfy came to b4 
ArcUjifliop or Yerk^ and eftabliflied in the Miniftry, 
that no fuch grofs Errors were committed, and that 
he never led his Maftcr into any dilhonourable Treaty, 
or afted in any manner that rendered Exgland con- 
temptible Abroad. 

For, agreeable to Monfieur /Jj^VsWords* (" Thai; 
" whilft Henry was wholly addi^ed to his Pleafures, 
" there was a Perfon gradually riling at Court, who 
" was one Day to have an ablblute Power over him, 
" and to manage all his Af&irs, as well .Foreign as 
*' Domeftick. I mean TlbomaS fFolfey.") before the 
End of November his Majefty was pleafed further to 
diftinguifh his Almoner, by making him one of his 
Privy Council, and foon after clefldng him his Re- 
porter of the Proceedings in the Star-chamber ; which 
iafl Preferment loon gave him a confiderable Weight 
at Court, and brings 'us to the ConcluTion of the 
Year 1510. 

: WE left the Pope entering the Town 

l£l«" °^ Mirandola in great State, from thence 
"1511. he foon after returned to i?OTw, leaving his 
. - . Nephew the Duke of Urhino Commander 

of his Forces i yet he faw with the utmoft Concern, 
that his further Defigns muft mifcarry, as long as 
the Emperor and the King of France were fo clofely 
united ■, therefore he fpent fome Days in confulring 
with his Friends, in oixlcr to find out an Expedient 
to diflblve fo formidable an Union ; and, knowing that 
Ferdinand of Spain would be a proper Inftrument for 
that End, his Holinefs began to fliew that Prince's 
Amballadbr at his Court more than ordinary Civi^, 
' ' and 
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and protnifed to gratify his Mailer in what he could 
realbnably defire, in Cafe he aiTifted him in breaking 
the Union between Maximilian and LeiOis : AceoRl- 
ingty the Ambaflador was ibon after dire^cd to let 
his Holinels know, that nothing Ihould be wanting to 
content him, and that his Mailer had ordered [art of 
his Forces in Ital)/ to join JhHus's Army, in .order to 
accomplifh his Puipofe ; aixi all of a fudden the Spa- 
mjb R&ufter was confulted by the Pope in his molt 
important Al^rs. Upon this great Intimacy the 
Ambaflador advifed Julius, as Modena was very ill 
proTided to fullain a Siege, and would, probably, if 
care was not taken, fall into the Hands of the French 
at the opening of the Campaign j to prevent which, the 
bcft Way he thought was to put the City into the 
Hands of the Emperor ; for this, he conjeilured, would 
pleafe Maximilian, and that he would return it to him 
again for the lake of Money was not to be doubted | 
whole Advice the Pope followed> and the Event 
anfwered what was propoled. 

His Holinefs, in Return for the Zeal Julius^rfl»// Fer- 
that Ferdinand now exprefled for his ^^f Jj,'/"l« 
Service, granted him die Inveftiture ' '^ "'' '" 
of the Kingdom of Naples, which before he had 
refuled. 

However, the King of Spain ftill thought it ad- 
vifcable to hold with both Parties, by having Troops 
in each Army ; for the Quarrels between his Neigh- 
bours was what he fomented with the utmoft Induftry, 
believing he ftiould thereby make his Friendfliip more 
conHderable ; and he took care to make thole to whom ' 
he meafured it pay dear enough for the Favour. 

The Seafon for Aftion advancing, Gbaumont., in 
the Month of February, drew his Forces togedier 
and took the Field, designing firft to poffefi himfcif 
of the City of A&dena ; but when he came there he 
found the Emperor's Standard placed, upon the Walls, 
which induced him to forbear commitring Hoftilides

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againft the Place, and foon after he retired n> 
CorregiQ, 

Here he fell fick, omng, as it was 
STw **^' '° Vexation, in having been fo ca- 
CharaSir. 'y^^i\ out of his Attempt upon Belogna, 
and oh hearing his Condudt was con- 
demned at the Court of France. Tho' this Over- 
fight of his had loft neither Army nor Province ftom 
his Mafter, yet the fettled Grief that preyed upon 
his Spirits became ib violent, that he paid the lafl: 
Debt to Nature in the Month of March, being but 
38 Years of Age. This gallant Man was a good 
General, and no ways unworthy of the great OfEces 
he bore ; and, notwithftanding the Slip or two that he 
made, was a faithful, fkilful, and brave OiEcer.* 

Upon Chaumont'i Death, Marihal 7W- 
ISS'''"" "^^^ ""^^ conftituted General in his Stead, 
and was direfted to go in queft of his 
Holinefs's and the Venetian Armies, who were now 
bufy in befieging of la Bafita in the Ferrarefi. This 
General loft no time, but put his Orders fo quickly 
in Execution, that he came up time enough to re- 
lieve the Place i and, what was more, the Befiegers 
quitted their Poft with fo much Precipitation, that 
they chofe to leave their Artillery and Ammunition a 
Prize to the French, rather than fight for the preferv- 
ing ^em, and retired to BUendeno. Trtvuka, having

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Prato, a Knight of ii&odW, the moft celebrated Officer 
in the VenetiaH Service, lay in Ambufh, with 150 
Troopers, near Mtrandoky to furprize feme of his

The Duke of NemourSy his Majefty's Nephew, (a 
young Prince who knew both how to command, and 
how to obey) was then in Trivuka'% Army, and 
pitched upon to command a Party, with Inftruftions 
to go in quefl: and engage this celebrated Commander, 
and the Soldiers no fooner obferved diis hopefiji young 
Prince at their Head, than they Ihcwed a more than 
common degree of Courage. 

The Duke executed his Orders fo well, ^•>^' 'f Ne- 
that Prato'i Party was entirely defeated, ^^^ ^^^' 
and himfelf killed in the A<5tion, (to the ' '"^^' 

great Grief of the Venetians) for whom the Senate 
erefted a moft magnificent Monument at Venice, in 
all likelihood, by the Honoyr they did his Memory, 
to excite the Fideli^ Mid Valour of the Officers in 
the Service of St. Mirk. 

■ Li the mean time Trivulca mifcarried In the Scheme 
he had laid, of beating up the Quaners of the main 
Body of the Pope's Troops at Bueadeno, who had 
the Duke of Urbino at their Head. Thb put his Ho- 
linefi's Forces into a little Hearty fo that they, 
with the Affiftance of the Venetians, thought of ma- 
king a fecond Attempt upon la Bajiia -, but the Duke 
ofFerrara's Fleet foon defeated that Projeft, for his gave 
Battle to that of Venice, (going up the Pe to favour the 
Siege) and beat them j ' wherein the Venetians loft no 
lefe than 45 Veflels, and the Remainder were forced 
to put into a Harbour near Ravenna, where the Pope 
had the Mortification to fee them enter, which put 
an End to hb Defign upon la Bajiia. Notwithftand- 
ing this Difappointment, his Holinefi, 
about the latter End of Ahrcb, made ^"^^ ««!'«''* 
a Promotion of Cardinals at Ravenna, Catdinai. 
in which Archbilhop Beynbridge was

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included, and the Hat was delivered to Kim with the 
ufual Ceremonies. As to the Armies, that which foon 
after followed put a ftop, for the prefent, to their 
fijrther Progrcfs. 

The Bifliop of Gurck, having fijlljr executed his 
Commifllon with the Kii^ of France, returned to 
the Emperor's Court, where he was received with 
great DiftindHon : At firft Muimilian was very cameft 
to have the' Treaty, that Prelate had concluded with 
the French Court, immediately put in Execution^ and 
for that End gave Direftions for calling an AiTem- 
biy of the Bimops of his Hereditary Countries, in 
order to difpofe them to meet at the enfuing gene- 
ral Council 1 but his ufual Inconftancy, and the natu- 
ral Avtrfion he bore lo France, ftill being upper- 
moft, made him of a fudden change his Mind, 
and countermand the Meeting of his Bifliops, being 
alfo willing to know firft: what fliould be prOpofed to 
him by the King of SpatHj who wa» now labouring, 
in Conjunction '9/ith the Pope, to fet Lewis and the 
Emperor at Variance, which they thought to eflfeS, 

undeF Pretence erf' holding d. Congrefs at 
C^^ « Mantua, to compofe the Differences that 
pr^^, had arifen in liafy. To cover this Defign 

the King of Spain ordered his Ambaffador, 
as if the Fropofai came from himfelf, publickly to 
fpeak of it to the Pope, who feemed readily to ac- 
cept of it i then he fent the like Propofal to the 
Emperor, accompanied with a long Reprefentationj 
wherein he fet forth, " That he (the Emperor) was 
*' going to engage himfelf in Affairs very- doubtful: 
'* That if the Calling a General Council ffiould fuc- 
*' ceed, it might ftretch it^s Authority fiirther than 
»* was "convenient for the Emperor; That the Em^ 
«' perors were in Poffeflion of the firft humiie Re- 
;' quejts, as they call theni, in the Churches of Ger- 
*' ffrflffy,' and of fiich Pren^atives, in the Eleftion 
(( of Bilhops, as put vacant Sees in their Difpofa) ; 
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** and of many other Rights very important to the 
*' Imperial Crawn, but bunhenfome to the German 
** Clergy : That this Council, being owned and My- 
" mittal to by all the Faithful, would probably abohlh 
" thole Rights, the adhial Exercife of which gave 
" him the moft folid Title : That his Imperial Ma- 
" jefty*s moft effential Intereft was, to oblige the 
** Venetians to give him due Satisfa^ion : That he 
** woxild hiipfelf undertake to procure that, without 
** any Danger or Difficulty to Maximilian : That, if 
*' the Emperor would fend a Minifter to MantuOt 
'*' he would undertake, that Julius fhould do the 
" fame 1 and that the Pope Ihould fpare no Pains, 
" to oWigc the fullen Venetians to give the Empe- 
" ror fuch Satisfaftion as might put an End to all 
** Difio^nces, his Holineis's Influence over them 
** being that ' of their Prote^or : That by this Means 
" riie Emperor might enter into PoffefTion of the Do- 
" minions allotted him by the League of Camh-ay, 
*' without the dubious Afliftance of the King of 
'* Francey or making that dangerous Attempt of cail- 
*• ing a General Council." 

j^^anmlian was highly pleafed with 
thefe Reprefentations, and immediate- f^f,^ 
ly refolved not only to fend the Bimop 
of Gurck to Mmtua^ in Quality of his Plenipoten- 
tiary, but to flop all his other Projefts againft the 
Pope, till the Iffue of this Congrefs was known, upon 
Condition his Holinefs fupcrceded all Proceedings a- 
gainft the malecontcnt Cardinals, and forbore harraffi.-ig 
the Duke of Ferrara, leaving all other Matters in 
Difpute to be fettled at Mantua. 

Julius, fcemingly with great Joy, agreed to what 
the Emperor propofed, not fo much out of Regard 
to the Quiet ot Itafyt as in Hopes, by this Fineffe, to 
engage Maximilian to his Intereft, and prevail on him 
to break with France, by rendering Lewis die Xllth's 
Affiftance ufelefe to him. 

The 
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The Emperor, having thus taken this fudden Relb- 
lution, communicated it to the King of France^ «- 
prefenting, " That, in order to render the Pope in- 
** tirely inexcufable, another OSer ihould be made 
*' to him, after which, in Cafe he refijfed to comply, 
** they ftiould not think themfelves obhged to obferve 
** any Meafures with him." And fiirther affured the 
King, " That he would make no Treaty wilJi 
** Julius^ unlets he would give all due Satis&£ti(xi to 
*• France ■" and therefore intreated him to fend a Mi- 
nifter forthwith to the Congrefs, to be held at Mantua. 
Ferdinand alfo wrote to the King of France on the 
lame Head, and infmuated " That nothing could 
*' be more worthy a mofi Chrifiian King, than to 
•* forego fome of his Rights, by confenting to a 
** Peace with the Pope, and thereby wipe the Tears 
" from his Holinefs's Eyes. 

Lewis, finding fo good anUnderftand- 
LewB *Iarm. -^^^ between Maximtliott and Ferdinand^ 
was not a little furprifed, and the more 
lb, becaufe Maximilian had lately given Leiuis yiA 
Grounds of Diftrufl: by the following Tranfaiftions : 
The SwifSt being Enemies to the moft Chriftian King, 
had already committed Hoftilides ag^fl him, with- 
out making a Declaradon of War. MaximilioH (who 
jUll then had looked upon them as a Parcel of Coun- 
try Fellows that had revolted from him, and murder- 
ed his Father-in-law) laid hold twi this Juo&ire tt> 
p-eat with them, and renewed the Agreement, for- 
pierly made between Sigiftnond of jh/iria and the 
Cantons j in which A^imilian confented to grant 
the Swijs free Paflage through his Country, a Fa- 
vour much to the Disadvantage of the French^ with 
whom they were at Variance. Yet the King 
of France was unwilling to give Maximilian any Pre- 
tence for a Rupture with him, which made him con- 
fcnt (as if he did it purely to oblige the Ejnperor) to 
fend a Minifter to Mantua, The Pcrfon pitched up- 
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on _ was Ste^ftH Bouebier, Archbifliop of Paris ; the 
Venetitau likewife coniented to fend a Miniftcr to 
the £tid Congrds ; upon which all F^es agreed 
Hoftilides Ihould ceafe, till the IfTue of it was known \ 
and Leiois himfelf, to be near at hand in cafe any thing 
ihould be therein propofed that might require kis 
Approbation, proceeded as far as Lyons. 

The Bilhop of Gurck was the firft that arrived at 
MoHtuoy who was foon joined by the Kfliop of Pa- 
ris and die odier Miniftets. The Pope, finding that 
the Plenipotentiaries were arrived, naolved to make 
his Advantage of their CondefcenHon, by endeavou- 
ring to feparate the Cermait from the Fraub Prelate, 
and get the former to attend him at Bolegtia^ whither 
he was gone to be alio near at hand upon this Occafion. 
Jerom de Vicby the Spattijb Ambaflador, undertook to 
manage this Matter. Firft -he communicated the 
Pope's Defire, of having but one Minifter to treat 
wim, to the BUhop of Gvfci, who ^eed to it, pro- 
vided the Bilhop of Paris confentcd. He Vicb 
was one of that Sort of Minilbrs, who did not 
ftick tt> endeavour ^ perfuade every one he had 
K> treat with, that what his Mafter was doing was 
purely for their Intereft. This cunnmg Ambaflador 
laid before the Bifhop of Paris^ with great Dexterity 
and much feeming Affeftion, how much it would be 
for the Advantage both of Maximilian and Lewis to 
be reprefented by one Minifter, and the more (b, if a 
Prelate was the Perfon, by Reafon of the great De- 
ference Sovereign Princes generally paid them ; and . 
afiiired him, tlSt his Holinefe would look on fuch 
Compliance as a high Mark of Refpeft paid him by 
them all. Thcfe Reprcfentations anfwcred the End 
jwc^fed, for the French Minifter was prevdled upon 
to confent, that the Biihop of Cw^ck ihould alone at- 
Knd the Pope.

a formal Speech, he declared " That his Nfefter 
** had chote rather to fend him into ttdy than art 
*' Army ■, not but that he was able to affert his fte- 
•* tcnfions by Force of Arms j but that, being a 
*• Chfiftian Emperor, he chofe rather to recover his 
*' Right by the milder Way of a Treaty, than by the 
" Violence of a bloody War ; infinuadng, that the 
*' Vettitians were to expeft no Peace from his Matter, 
" unlefs they reftored all they detained from the 
** Elmpire, and the Houfe of Juflria in particular i 
*' and that his Matter would not agree to any Treaty 
** with them, unlefs the King of France, and the Duke 
*' of Ferrara were included in it." 

The Ceremonial being over, and the Pope retired 
out of the Confiftory, he named three Commiflioners 
to confer with this Prelate : And the Bifliop of Gunk, 
thinking it beneath his Character to treat with any 
one but his Holinels, alio appointed three of his 
Gentlemen to confer with thoie the Pope had com- - 
miflioned. This Behaviour no way pleafcd the Pope, ' 
tho' himfelf fet the Example ; but, judging it necef- 
iary at this Time to wave PunftilUo's, he ordered his 
Commiffioners to proceed. 

The Pope, having moftly in View the obtaining 
a feparate Peace between the Emperor and the Repub- 
lick oi Venice, the Conferences opened on that Head ; ~ 
but the Bifliop of Gurck's three Gentlemen carried it 
as high in their Demands from the Venetians, as their 
Matter had done in the Ceremonial with the P<H)e, and 
refufed to abate one Jot of what the Bilhop had ia- 
lifted upon in his Speech to the Confiftory. 

Tho' this continued Julius\ Uneafinefi, he aflidu- 
.oufiy endeavoured to prevail on the Bifliop of Gurck 
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to abate Ibmewhat of his firft Demands, but to no 
purpofe. 

The Spanifi) Ambaflador, when he heard what the 
Pope infifted upon, feemed to be much difgufted ac 
his Holinds's Defigns, whidi, he pretended, were 
contrary to the intention of his Matter ; and in the 
mean dme, as nothing could be agreed on at tliis 
Meeting, the Bilhop, without further Ceremony, quit- 
ted Bologna, as did ^he other Minifters Mantua, as foon 
as the Refult of the Bilhop's Conferences were 
known ; and thus ended this pious Meeting. 

It*s remarkable, that, tho' the 
Pope and the King of Spam pre- 7J,EnsK(h.^'«y- 
tended fuch high Value for the iht Cpngn/i. 
King of England^ they dropped 
Cardinal Baynhridgej and neither confulted him in 
jelation to holding the Congrefi, or defired his Pre- 
fence therein. A very grateful Return, on Juliuses, 
Part, for his Deliverance at Bologna. 

As the Conference was broke off, Trtvulca took 
the Field on tiK firft of Aisy, with an Army of 
1 200 Spear-men, and 17,000 Foot, very impatient, 
as GittcciardtH relates, to fiiew his Mafter how much 
he was to blame, for not fending fboncr old and ex- 
perienced Officers to command his Troops, inftead of 
putting that Command into the Hands of unfkilfbl 
young Men, who had nothing to plead but Favow.*

From Concordat TrivuUa 
marched diredly to B«on-poria, on the Panaro, and 
encamped there with defign to cut off the PrpiaT 
fions the Pope's Army received from Bpkgffay who ftiU 
kept clofe i^ their Port at BtiendeHo, and tho* they 
were joined with the Venetian Forces, they did not 
care to fece Trivuka. He next endeavoured to lay a 
Bridge over the Panaro \ but, underft^nding the EJie- 
ny had poftcd themfelves on fhe Banks of the River, 
he refolved to march his Army up the River to find 
a more convenient Place to pals it. The Enemy kept 
Pace with them on the Right, while the French were 
marching upon the Left, infomuch fhat the French 
were obliged to advance higher than Ms)dena^ and to 
enter among the little Hills that lie at the Foot of 
the Jppennine Mountains. There are many Fords 
in the Panaro among thefe Hills, (and the Banks of 
it thereabouts are very low) over one of which Tri- 
vuka marched his Army, and encamped within thre? 
Miles gf the Enemy, for whom he had been too nini- 
ble 5 and they, not having the Affiftance of Nature 
any further, left them in the Pofieffion of iJie Field, 
and went and encamped at Cafiilechio. 

Trivuka was in great doubt for a time whether Jic 
fhould make an Attempt upon Bologna^ or take his 
Rout another Way ; but at laft he refolved to march 
on, being attended by the BentivogU. Upon the firil 
Notice of the French Army's decamping Julius left 
bologna, with a Defign to put himfelf at the Head of 
his own and the Venetian Troops, thinking that, by 
tiis Prefence, the Generals would be prevailed on 
to give the Enemy Battle-, but when he confidered 
the Dangers he muft needs be expofed to, (hould 
he go to the Army, and afterwards find hinjfelf 
.involved in the Conlufion of a loft Battle, J»e dcr 
■fermined to ftop and return to Bologna^ which Place 
he entered in great Confufign.

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Soon after he ihoi^t of retiring to Ravetma^ to

The 
chief Leader of that Body afiured his Holinefs of the 
People's Fidelity in the extravagant and prolix Stile 
cizftomary to the Bolegnois. 

On the 14th of A^, Julius quitted Bologna^ (where . 
Jie left the Cardinal of Pavia in Quality of Legate) 
with very great Relufbance, and retired to Ravenna ; 
but, by that timfe the Pope got himfelf off, the Alarm, 
that the French were in Bologna, caufed the Streets to 
ring with. Long live the Bentivogli \ Long live France! - 
Tho' their Army was yet a Day's Wfirch from the .. 
Town. 

The Cardinal of Pavia^ feeing this Change, made 
die beft of his way to Imola -, and the Soldiers of 
the Garrifon leaped down the Walls of the City to 
make their Efcape, leaving only a handful of.the bold-, 
eft of them (hut up in the Citadel. 

As foon as the Legate was gone the -. , . ~ 

Senate declared for the Bentrvogli, who /^BeotivoEii. 
were received yith the utmofl Joy ; and 
not a Man of #ie Pope's Soldiers could have efcaped, 
Jiad Irifulca kept Pace with the Bentivogli -, biJt he was 
'five Miles diftant, when he received the News that '. . 
his Holinefs's Party were fled. However, the Dili-, 
gence the French Army ufed, and the Difturbance 
the Light-horfe ihade, that had accompanied the 
Bentivogli, by charging them often in their Retreats, 
gave Trirvulea time enough to overtake their Rear, 
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who had left behind them the whole Baggage and Ar- 
tillery ef their Army. This Event happened on the 
2ift of M(^* and the Day following Trrvulca reftcd 
at Bekgna. The Citadel wherecrf", e- 
wi'di ^" i-eaedbyya/iBj.foonfurrendcred^when 
'^ ■ Viifroji^ the Emperor's Commiffary in 
Italfy warmly demanded, that it fliould be put into 
his Hands, being, as lie pretended, an Imperial Fief : 
But the Bolognois, fearing there might a Junfture 
happen, when they fliould be obliged to give him 
Satisfaftion in this Matter, immediately refolved to 
raze it to the Ground j and the People, believing 
they ihould lay the Foundation of their Liberty upon 
the Ruin of this Citadel, wrought fo hard on the Dc- 
molirion, that in two Days there was no Appearance 
of the Spot it flood on. 

From Bolegjia, the indefatigable, yet difcreet Ge- 
neral marched and orderly encamped at Cafiel Sm 
Pietro, 43n the Frontiers of the Bolognefe^ towards 
the'Dominions of the Church, and did not intend ta 
enter thofe Countries in a hoftile manner, till fuch 
time as he fhould receive frelh Orders from the King, 
thofe he had before only impowering him to re-efta- 
blilh the BentivogU in Bologna., (yet he alfo difengaged 
die Duke of Ferrara from hoif Fetters) according to 
what had been agreed upon in the Aflcmbly at 
laurs i for which Reafon he rcfiifed the Keys of ItmU.

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One would think, by this Time, his Holinefi bad 
ga a thorough Taftc, if not altnoft a Glut, of Mili- 
tary Operations : But iuch was the Ungovemablenefs 
of his S-pirit EitUfiafiick, that, once mounted on the 
Pinion of Ambition, it was not to be controuled ; For, 

Tho* the Lofs of Bologna gave Jul/us a good deal 
of Vexation, it being the fccond Town in the Eccle- 
fialtical Dominions, he valued himfcif for having re- 
uniied, yet he could not forbear projefting new 
Schemes of War with the Feneiitm Ambafladors : 
But there happened MxnxJcr in his own Coiut, 
that did greatly affeft him for a while. 

The Cardinal of Pavta, coming to "^ Cardinal f 
JltfUflUM, to clear himfelf from the ma- If^^J^'^ 
licious Report that was fpread of him, 
as if the Lofs of Bologna was owing either to his Neg- 
l^ence or Treachery, ' the Pope, on the Cardinal's 
Amval, fent him Word, that he would give him Au- 
dience after Dinner. The Duke of Urbino, the Pope's 
Ncjrfiew, hearing of this, way-laid the Cardinal, fell 
upon him, and killed him with a Dagger, from a 
meer Af^ehenfion that he had done him ill Offices 
mth his Uncle.*

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The Pope's Grief was inexpreffible when he re- 
ceived the News of thb Aflaflination, not only on 
Account of his Kinfmm's Crime, but for that he had 
loft a Man in whom he greatly Confided, who was 
intirely devoted to his Service, at a Time when 
he had the greateft Occafion for hinr. 

This ftiocking Murder of his mbft Eivouritc Or-* 
dinal made Julius's Abode at Revmna almoft infup- 
portable, and therefore- he- foon returned to Rome ; 
when, to compleat his Affliftion, he had the Mortifi- 
cation,., as' he went thro' Rimini^ to fee a Placard fct 
up for the calling of a general Council, to be held 
in Pi/j, in the Month of September following. 

On the other hand Lewis (hewed .grftat 
^^^Yl Conduft as well as a true Chriftian Spirit, 
' '■y"*" when he received the. News of the Defeat 
of the Pope's Army, on which he iffucd 
out Orders throughout his Dominions, ftriftly for- 
bidding all Expreffions of pubUck Joy, ufually ftiewn 
for V]i5tories obtained overman Enemy-, and difpatched 
an Exprefs to General Trivulca, not only to forbear, 
all further Hoftilities againft the Ecclefiaftical Do-. 
minions, but io march back the Army into the 
Dutchy of Milan. And here we cannot help re- 
marking, that the "more profperous this warhkc Prince 
was, the more Clemency he (hewed his Elnemies : But 
not fo mth Julius; for, as no Adverfity could a- 
batc his Haughtine(s, fo no Clemency could make- 
him kind ; and the more Deference the moft Chri- 
iHan King Iliewed him, the more infolent he grew.

pnd fent Celmna at the Head-^*pf his fhattered 
Araiy, which Trivukah Negligence had ^ven him 
Time to rcafiemble, %o han^fs the Tetiitories of Ba^ 
hgna : Coloma obeyed, but was foon obliged to re> 
tire; yrhich Aftion gives thi? finilhing Stroke %o hu 
Holinefs's Charafter. 

The Bilhop of Gurek^ when he left S-M s^'Gurck 
Bologna, went on to Milan, where he ^'^" ^ Ml- 
found the malecontent Cardinals, and 
they agreed that the calling a general Council ftiouM 
be no longer delayed ; and the Writs fpraffembling it 
at Pija, in die Month of September following, were 
ililpened all over Chrifimdom. 

Two Writs were published, Ma^ the 16th, for call- 
ing this Affembly, one in the Name of the Empe- 
ror and the moft Chriflian King, the other in the ■ 
Name of the malecontent Cardinals j and both con- 
t^ned almoft the fame Thing, declaring, " That 
** the Defign of calling the Council was to reform 
** the Church, both in it's Head and Members, and 
** to punilh thofe notorious Crimes, committed, by 
*' obftinate and incorrigible Perfons, for a long time, 
'** to the great Scandal of the Univerfal Church : 
^* That there was no Ground to hope, his Holinefs 
** ivould ever call one, he having not only neglefted 
^ {q to do, but often eluded the Morions made for 
** it, and broke all his PrOmifes relating to this Mat- 
^' ter." • Herein alfo die Pope Iiimfelf was fummoned 
to appear at the Council, in a high Strain, though 
very refpe^tful.

Before they entered Pifa^ one of them died, and the 
other four were but coldly received by the Magt- 
ftratcs, and much worfe by the common People, ms 
Holinels's Threats had fo ftrongly influenced tiiem. 
Never was General Council fo thin, nor had lels Refpeft 
ihewn them j infomuch, that they perceived it dan- 
gerous to remain there, wthout Arms ; therefore they 
determined to depart that City, which they did fooner 
than they at firft intended, on account of a great 
Tumult, occafioned by a Strumpet's being ill ufed 
by the French Soldiers. 

Tb fcmdS/Sm "^^^ fccond Sellion was held on the 
t/ihiCeu^ ^2^ of November^ when they adjourn- 
ed to Milan, to the no fmall Joy of 
the Florentines and Pifanj, and to the no lefs Ukiiw 
of the Prelates that follawed the Council, who did 
not a little diflike the Place, they being there unpro- 
vided

To this PIkcc they furnmoned the Pope 
to appew, and anfwer ro tJie Crimes laid to hia Chat^j 
and, on Failure, decreed fonhwith to fu^nd his 
Auriu)rity, His HohneG on hi& Fart treated them 
with the utmoft Contempt^ and fertf out thundering 
BuQs a^inft Framty excomiAunicated their King, put 
the Kingdom under an Interdift, and empowertd any 
Cflriftian Prince to crniquer that and Navarre. Then 
he ^ve Direftions to fummoti apother Council, to be 
heklat the lateranzt Rome, op t^e jd of Mxy:-, 1512. 

Lewis now conferred the Government of the MHa- 
jiefi on the Duke of Nemours, a young Prince, who, 
though not 27 Years of Age, had' greatly diftinguifhed 
himfclf by his Bravery, was thought worthy of this im- 
portant Fofi; : And Ttifaitka readily rcfigned his Com- 
mand to him, tfaiii General being provided for ell^- 
where. 

The Bifliop of Shn,. (w^pm the Pope 53* Swifs ax^ 
had lately made a. Canfinal) prevailed 'Mt^P^f. 
on the Switzers to raife an Army to aflift him m 
his Diftrefs, promifing to pay them a large Sum of 
Money on their entring Ttafi., and that a large Body of 
Troops fhould join theirs. Thefe Propofak they rea- 
dily accepted of and caufed an Army of no lefc than 
-1.6,000 Men (though in Novmber) inftandy to march, 
who foon arrived at the very Gates of ^£iaa. 

The Duke of Netmurs followed General Cbatmenfi 
Maxim, of chufing rather to watch their Motions

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than fall on them, which had the defired Effeft ; for 
the Swifst having the Mortification to be diiappoipt- 
ed both of the Money and Troops, and to meet with 
nothing but Hunger and Gjld, were Tery glad to re- 
turn home : Thus ended the fccond Swifs Expe- 
dition. 

After the Miniftcrs had broke up 
^j^flf Spun (he Meeting at Mantm^ the King of 
liii. Sfain kept a watchful Eye on what 

was tranf^ing in Ifgly ; and, as the Face 
of Things were there greatly altered, he flily redoubled 
his Military Preparations, which the neighbouring 
Rinces got Intelligence of. 

The French Ambaflador in particular enquired, for 
what Ufe Ferdinan4 was raifmg fo many Forces ? and 
was anfwered, That they were defigned to be employed 
againft the Moors in Africa i which his Holinefs then 
believing, and, as his Affairs were in a declining 
State, cxpreffed his 'Willingnels to enter into a N^o- 
tiation with Lewis, in order to end their Difputcs in 
an amicable Way, and for that Purpofe the Bifhop 
of Aiiirray, the Scotch Ambaflador at Remty a£ted tte 
■Part of a Mediator. 

Ferdinand was not a.littlc ftartled at this Turn, be- 
ing afraid, in cafe the Pope made a feparate Peace 
with France^ the Kingdom oi Naples might be in Dan- 
ger ; the' the holy Father had no lefs Reafon to fear, 
that Ferdinand, to fecure Naples, would forfake the 
Church, and expofe her to the Mercy of France \ 
and, if that fhould be the Cafe, knowing Ferdinands 
. Intereft in England, he could not tell whether he 
might not be deprived of that King's Afliftance alio. 
But thefe Clouds foon cleared up ; for when Ferdi' 
mnd heard, that Lewis'^ Army was got back to ^- 
lan, his African Expedition was no more talked of ; 
and that of fuccouring the Pope (whom we may now 
properly call poor Julius the lid) became the chief 
■ bifcourfe in the Court of Spain. 
■■ ■ > ■ As 
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As foon as the Pope was made fenfible, that F^r- 
Msami was folly rcfoived to fend an Anny to his A(^ 
fiftance, he again greatly careffed the Spanijb Ambaf' 
&dor, and a League, which had been for fome time 
fet on Foot, iaetween the Pope, Ferdinand, and the 
Vaulians, againfl FraHcty was now figned -, and all 
the Articles i^erc alfo negotiated ahd fettled, mth 
the King of England's Confent, by his Ambaflador 



The concluding this Le^ue foon made the Poptf 
change his Note ; for, inttead of agreeing with 
FrMce, or to what he firft propofcd to the Scotch 
Ambaflador, he added new Terms to the former, 
and plainly Ihcwed he was no longer for Peace. This 
more and more exafperated Levbis, which made him 
now defpair of agreeing with fo obftinate an Ejiemy, 
and therefore ordered his Generals to provide agairJt 
the worft that might happen. 

Mlximiliaa all this Time was at Injpruck^ unftable 
as ever, full ofvaft Projefts, but executing none; 
fometimes going to Rome to make himfelf Sovereign 
of the Romans \ fometimes for complcating his Con- 
quelb in the 7erra firma: But, had his Refolution- 
ocen fliong, his Finances rendered him iftcapable. 
However, he demanded new Succours from LnviSy 
which DemMids generally involved the moft Chriftian 
King in new Troubles •, by granting them, he knew 
he ihould drain his Coffers, and by refiifing them, he 
was fure to have Maximilian take fudden Meafures, 
which might ruin the Affairs of France i this obliged 
him to fupply Maximilidn, for fear of giving him a 
Pretence to change Sides, efpecially as he was ftrongly 
follicited by the Pope, the King of Spain, and the 
Vetieti^s ; But the Emperor*s not declaring himfelf, 
and receiving Propofals from every Quarter, became 
at latl equally fufpefted by all Parties-

1511. tinued^whichmadehimpurluehbformer 
Refolution of vifiting the holy Sepulchre, and for that 
End Robert Black-a-Toure, Abbot of D«mfermlingf 
was direfted to fet out to prepare Matters for the 
King's Reception in the Hofy Land; but the Abbot's 
dying on his Journey ftopt his Majcfty's Progreft v 
and Affairs, of much greater Confeqiience to his Peo- 
ple, foon fell out to employ his Majefly's Time, 
which were no lefs than the PrefeiTation of their 
Rights and Liberties. 

Henry the Vlllth thought proper at this Time to 
fee how King Janus flood afftifted towards him, 
and, if poffible, to remove any Pretence for quarrel- 
ling, in cafe he fhould determine to take the Pt^'s 
Part againft France, which was the more neccflaryy 
as the Scots had maintained a ftri<a Alliance with the 
French for many Tftars. For this Purpofe he fent 
Sir Thetnas Dacres, and Sir Thomas Drury into Scot- 
land, to learn Jameses real Intentions ; but this Pre- 
caution was foon followed by Matters of more Moment. 
. One j^ndrew Breton, a Scotchman, was about this 
Time baftly murdered by the Ptrtu^fe, and his Ship 

fiezed. 
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fiezed. On dds his Son, Axdrem, complaining to 
Kii^ James^ liis Majefty fent an Agent into PortU£al^ 
to denaand Sadsfat^ion for this Outrage; which not 
obtainkig, he gave £reton Letters of Mvque and 
Reprilal. Whereupon Breim equipped two flxmt 
Sl^is, put Co Sea, and in a fhrat time made himfelf 
fome amends, by taking and rummaging feveral Por- 
tt^al Ships trading to Flanders and England; nay, he 
became fo duing at Jaft, as to attack and take 
h^iiflt Ships. 

Of thefc Proceedings our Merchants -^ ^^ Scot 
complained, and thcP«V«ffl/Ambaflador, .-^^^^"8''* 
refiding at Z-ondent reprefented to the "*"' 
G)uncil, that, fince the King of England claimed 
die Sovereignty of the Narrow Seas, it was reafon- 
able he Ihould protect the Ships that came into the 
Channel. The Council immediately difpatched an 
Eiiprefs to his M^efty, then, in the CourTe of his 
Tour, at ZMcefier, to act^atnt him with the Portu- 
gue/e Ambaflador*$ Representation, and our Merchants 
Complaints. 

The King, juft before this Complaint, had rdfed 
Sir Edward Howard to the Dignity of an Admiral j 
his Majefty did not think it needful, on this Occa- 
£oD, to fend to his AmbalTadors into Scetland to 
demand Satisfedion, but ordered his Admiral to 
&i! with two Men of War in queft oi Breton* or any 
other that fhould prefume to difpute the Sovereignty 
of thofe Seas, or intemipc the free Commerce of his 
Subje&s ; which Coders Howard fo well executed, 
that he foon met with, and engaged Breton, who 
fought fo bravely, that, after he was mortally wound- 
ed, he encouraged his Men with a Whiftle to fight 
to the laft ; yet his Ships were taken and brought into 
Englandy where himfelf died of his" Wounds.

mufi, Henry, engage Henry m the League, he was 
forming with the Pope againft France, 
judging, as he was rich and powerful, fuch a Junftion 
would add great Weight to it, and extremely in- 
commode Lewis: And, as ufual, the Spanip King 
abounded wiihDifl3mulation, pretending, that he had 
nothing in View but the Peace of Europe ; that it was 
his Defire all the Princes of Chriftendom Jhould join 
in a War againft the Ivfidels ; and, under this Pretext, 
he demanded of his Son-in-law looo Englijh Archers, 
to be employed in the Expedition he pretended 
was going on againft the Moors : To which Henry, 
apprehending him in earneft, readily complied, and 
appointed 
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appointed Sir Thomas Tf^cj^ (on whom he confer- 
red the Title of Baron * ) to command that fmail 
Body of Men ; and wrote his Father-in-Law a very 
refpeitful Letter, wherein he bc^ed he would not 
hazard bis lacred FerTon in the Expedition, but fend 
feme able General to command in his ftead. Thefe 
Forces embarked the Beginning of A&y at Pfytneuib 
for Spain, and among other Ferfons of Diftinftion, 
who accompanied his Lordihip, were the Lord ^- 
ihotrf Grey, (one of the Marquis of Darfel's Brothers) Sir 
Henry Guilford, and William Sidney, Eft}; ■[ who all 
landed at Cadiz, June the ift, and were received by 
Ferdinand very kindly ; who immediately difpafched 
a Letter filled with many Compliments, and, in a moft 
religious Strain, tells hb dutihil Son-in-Law, " That 
" neverthcleis we confcfs ourfelves very much obli- 
*' ged to you, not only for the Army which you 
" lave been pleafed fo generoufly to adign us, for 
" this holy Expedition, but alfo for your moft pru- 
** dent ^nd afFciflionate Advice, which we fhould moft 
" readily follow, if our Expedition was of fuch a Na- 
" ture as did not require our immediate Prefence, 
" and might as well be condufted by any of our 
" Generals : And we are not ignorant, that many 
" are the Toils, and great the Danger, which we 
" muft encounter with, as well by Sea as Land ; 
" but when we confider the much greater Labours, 
" and even the Death on the Crols, which our Lord 
" Jefus Chrift (for whofe Honour and Glory we 
" have undertaken this Expedition) went through and 
" fuffered for us, nothing can happen to us in it, 
" which we fliall think- Labour, but rather our moft

Ferdinand beftowcd extraordinary Honours on dte 
Officers that commanded thefe Forces, partieularly 
the HtMiour of Knighthood on Sir I^my Gu^ora, 

• fFefion, and — Brown ; and garc idfo ta Sir 

Jfenry Cmlfori z Canton of Grana^t, and to H^/hn 
and Brown an Eagle of Sicify, for the Augmeneilion 
of their Arms -, but we do not find any odier Wc 
was made of ^ts fmall Body of TrooPSj than lltat, 
after he had detained ihcm fome rime m Spmit, they 
were at Liberty to return Home, informing their 
Commander, that very weighty Reafons determined 
him to lay afide his Moerifh Expedition ftw this Year ; 
but, before they departed, he ftiewed extraordinary 
Favours both to the inferior Officers and private Nfen j 
fo that all exprei&d their Satisfeftion at the Treat- 
ment they had met with : And it foon after apprar- 
*d, he never had any Thoughts of fuah Expedition 
againft the Moors \ for thofe very Forcas, which he 
alledged he had raifcd to go againft them, he em- 
ployed againft France. In Ihort, borii Officers and 
Soldiers, upon their Arrival in Fnghati^ took care t» 
blaze abroad the kind Treatment they had met with 
in Spain, which anfwered FerdinantTi End; for by 
that Means he became very popular in England, and 
was then efteemed one of his Majcfty'^s moft feith- 
ful Allies. 

During this Time both the Pope and 
\ljIilL "it ''^^ ^eif^'^s were ufing all Endeavours, 
j^B^Eng-'' to prevail with our King to join in a 
land. League againft Lewis the Xllth, and 

great Care was taken to render ail thi^ 
good Prince's Aftions in. the moft odious Light j the 
latter fent an Ambaftador to alfift the Sfamfit Ambafla- 
D, ., „v.iFwvn dor 
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dor in his Defign of drawing the young King into 
the projedted League i Monfieur Rapin affirms, that 
the Pope conferred the Dignity of Cardinal upon 
Archbiftiop Bapikrii^t^ purely on the Account of 
his labouring tt> fct Hmry at Variance with France. 
But the VeaetioHSy to cover their real Defign, gave 
out, that they fent their AmbafTador to England 
with no other View, than to thank the King for 
his Care to reconcik them to the Pope, which feem- 
ed probable ; for that Bt^bridge had had particular 
b^buftions to aSlft them in getting the Abfoiution 
bcfwe-mentioned. 

Now it was bitf too evident, that thefe three art- 
ful Powers £tw, dm thefe Propofals were favourably 
received in EagloMd, and that her Sovereign was in their 
Intereft, which they perceived by his Majefty's Decla- 
ration, *' That, though the Kingdom was in Tran- 
" quillity, he wKhed his Subjedts would be in Readi- 
" nefe to ferve hiei, as well i^nft an Invafion, if 
" any was intended, as in Defence of his Allies -," 
which could refpeft only the Pope, the King of S^at/ti 
«nd the yenetioMS. 

Ferdinand heard with Pleafure that the Scheme he 
had laid was in a fair Way of fucceeding, which put 
him more and more upon courting and commend- 
ing the Aftiona of our young Prince. 

During this Time Af^rs of State was principally 
condufted by the Council the King firft chofe i iho* 
Dean Wolfty was now every Day getting further into 
the Kin^s Favour, and atrended him where-ever he 
refided j and, being at Windfor, with his Majcfly, he 
wrote to his old Patron, Bilhop PoXy to acquaint him 
how Matters paffed at Court, which, as it will beft 
fliew his Sentiments, we Ihall here give an Extradt 
of it. 

" After my molt humble Commen- WdfeyV r^/. 
" darions wldi Defiie of your Health f^^ ^^f 
" and perfect Recovery, mav it pleafe

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** your good Lordfliip to underftand : The Am-

** than he could demand ; and the King, cur Me^er, 
** hath for his Part given to him the Thoirfand 
** Pounds, which at his departing his Grace lent to 
*' him. Thus the King's Money goes away in 
*' every Kind ■, and as touching the King's Aiode 
*' here, he intends not to depart hence till four or 
" five Days before Al-ballcw-tide. On Mmda^ next 
*' coming hb Grace propofes to ride to London to 
" fee his Ship, there to tarry two Days, and then 
** return hither again. My Lord Sha~ys is not yet 
" come to Court, but is expefted in three or four 
*' Days. My Lord Treafurer, Sifffy, widted on his 
*' Higlinefs this Day Scvennlght, and had fuch Man- 
** ner and Countenance Ihewcd to him, that on the 
** Morrow he departed Home again, and is not yet 
*' returned to Court. With little Help now he might 
*' be removed, whereof, in my poor Judgment, no 
" little Good would cnfue. Mr. Howard greatly 
" incenfed the King agajnft the Scots, by whofe 
'* wanton Means his Grace fpends much Money, 
*' and is more difpofed to War than Peace. Yoiir 
" Prefence would be very neceflary to reprefs this 
** Appetite. Other News we have none here, except 
*' that it is thought the Queen is with Child ; when 
*' other Affairs occur, I fhail let you know, hoping 
" God will prefervc your good Lordftiip in Happi- 
*' refs. At Windfer in hafte the laft Day of Septem- 
" kr, with the rude Hand of yoyr loving and hum-» 
" b!e Prieft. 

■•' As touchingthe Preferment of Mr. ^—w?, I need 

*• not write, for I fuppofe he has advertiled your 

''* Lordfhip at Length in that Behalf, and alfo de- 

« firccj your Counfel now th^t tlie King has Ihewed 

Dr., X.-vn'-i}i him 
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*' him lus Pleafure, how far the Expedition of this 
" Matter fhall be further ordered and demeaned. 
" Our Lord fend you Health and Strength." 

The above Extradt ihews, that feveral Matters 
were tranfafted, fince Henry's Acceflioh to the Throne, 
contrary to Wclfefs Opinion j and that he conti- 
nued carefully to pay his Court to his old Patron, and, 
that no Difpatches of Confequence came into JFolfey\ 
Hands, but he laid them before the Biihop, and ad- 
vifed with him concerning them, which certainly could 
not but be very acceptable to his Lordftiip, for 
Realbns before»mentioned. 

Soon after the King's Return from Wind/or, JVclfey 
was preferred to the Prebend of Bugtborp in tiie 
Church of Tork, and, upon the Death of Dr. Har- 
rington, was made Dean of that Cathedral. This 
laft Preferment feemed highly plealing to Cardinal 
B<^ahruige, who wrote him a congratulatory Letter 
thereon under this Superfcription, To my Right en- 
tirely beloved Brother, the King's Jlmoner and Dean of 
vff Church of York. 

But to proceed^ as to Spain, the kind Treatment, 
the Eitglifi) met with there, remained frelh in every one's 
Memory, and the good Opinion the English had con- 
ceived of Ferdinand, put him upon renewing the al- 
luring Propolkls, he had caufed to be made to Henry 
laft Year, of afiifting him in no lefs a Matter than 
recovering fixim France the Dominions the EngHJb 
formerly poffefled in that Country, which fo plcafed 
our King, that he told the Spanijh Ambafladci-, in 
cafe that was done, he was ready to engage with his 
Matter in fuch Undertakings, as fliould be further 
thought of, for their mutual Interefts. 

As foon as it was known at Rome, ^" ^"Z* ""^ the 
bow fevourably our Prince revived. ,^^1'^}^ .^"^l, 
evciy Propofal from old Ferditiand, iinLd'i Nf^o-Z'- 
the rope, in order to excite the King fr<iat. 
to declare in his Favour, wrote him a Letter filled - 
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with Complaints againft Zjmst xnA telb hii 'Ma- 
jefly, " That Lewis, neither eftccming God, good 
*' Fame, or Confcience, had detamed die Revenues 
** of die Church, and defied nothing Ids than to 
** vfurp all Itafy ; and therefore befought the Kii^ 
" in Pity to Q>riji* and in Honour to hii Anceftors, 
" who never forfook the Church of Chr0 when in 
** Dilfa-eJs, to alTift him againft the Tyraiuiy of that 
" Prince." 

Soon after the King had received this Letter, 
Ferdinand's Ambaffador became very Bufy in Eng- 
land, to conclude a League for the Purpofcs propo- 
fcd by his Mafter, which, upon the Face of it, iccmed 
only to concern England. But, 
Henrjr tad Ferdi- Whilft this Treaty was carrying 
T&nA ftnd Ambaffa- on, it was thought advifcablc, that 
*^ « ih€ French ^^^^ Pretence fliould be found to 
"'^' give a Colour for txincluding it s 

and at lait it was agreed, both Kings Jhould fend 
Ambafladors to France-, where being arrived they 
were admitted to an Audience, in which tlKy de- 
manded of Lewis, " To forbear- diftreffing or mo- 
^ lefting the Pope, for, if he ccmtinued fo to do, 
*' their Matters would look upon themfelves obliged 
" to aflift their Spiritual Father." The King plain- 
ly faw the Drift of this Emhaffy, and that, as riiey 
had already taken fuch MeafureSf it would be too 
late to julUfy his Conduft in Form, therefore judged 
it beft to return an haughty Anfwer } which was 
precifely what the two old Foxes wiihed for. 

Upon the Receipt of this Anfwer nothing remained 
to obftruft the further finilhing of the League, 
which our Prince had fo much at heart, and; on 
the 23d of November, it was concluded at Landan.

That the latter was the CorJequcnce of the firflr, 
on the Suppofition that the depriving of the 
King of France of that Province, was a good 
Means to preferve and protect the Church of God, 
the principal Aim of the Allies. If ever God*s 
holy Name was openly and IhamefuUy taken in 
vain, it is in the Preamble of thefe two Treaties. 
In the firll, the Pope protefted, that his fole Aim, 
in defiring Bologna and the other States that be- 
longed to the Church, was to reftore Itafy to her 
former Tranquillity, that all Cbriftians might join 
their Forces againft the Infidels, as he ever wiftied, 
and ftill did wifli, with all his Heart."

Warbam was proceeding with his whoUfime Severity 
againft feveral Perfons for holding Heretical Tenets, 
fo called, among whom, as the Reverend Mr. Collier 
relates, Cbrijiopber Grebel, and others, abjured the 
Articles in thefe Words following : " In the Name of 
" God, Amen, before you, the Reverend Father in 
" God, my Lord WiUiam, Archbifliop of Canterbury, 
" I Qjriftopher Grthel^ Layman, of the Dioccfe of

" ter the Benediftion made by the Prieft, than they 
*^ were before," 

Dr.. Crtbel 
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Grehel and his Companions were alfo, for thefe 
Offences, enjoined this Penance, to go Iwefoot, and 
pfFer a Taper at the high Alcar, and there make an 
Offering when Mafe was faid. But Stephen Cafiilme, 
who was cfteemed a chief Encourager of the People's 
embracing thefe Opinions, was enjoined this particu- 
lar Penance : To carry a Faggot before the Procef- 
fion, on the next JL.oid's Day, into the Church of 
Tenderden ; to be confined to a fort of perpetual Im- 
f rifonmcnt in the Monaftery of Leeds m Kenty there 
to feed on Pane daloris, and ./^ica angujiia ; and, in 
cafe he took the Liberty of going fartiier than a Mile 
. from that Place, was to be treated as a Perfbn re- 
lapfed. 

NotMng happened remarkable in 
^|/«./Irc jj.gi^^ (his Year, refpeding the Go- 
vernment ; but there were fo great 
Floods and Inundations, that Trees, Houfes, and 
Bridges, were overturned in feveral Places : Catrii O 
Chnnor, Prince of OJJaly., was murdered by his own 
Followers, near the Abbey called Mon^erpheoris in 
King's County ; with wMch unhappy Tragedy we 
fliall conclude the Year 151 1. 

THIS Year opened with holding 
^"ti^' ^^'^^^ Councils, in relation to affifting 
' the Pope, and carrying on the dcfigned 
War againft France, in which feveral fpoke to the fol- 
lowing Purport. 

'* That a fairer Opportunity never offered itfelf, 
" whether the King dcfigned to maintain the Authority 
*' of the Pope, or to recover his own Right in France \ 
'' that either of tliefe was ajuft; Confideration, but both 
*' together added ftill greater Weight j and thefe Dc- 
** figns would not only have the Affiftancc and Blef- 
** fingofhb Holinefsy but of his Father-in-law iBefdes 
" which, it ■vras probable the Emperor might join herc- 
f* inj however, he and I,<w« the Xllthlwi concurred 
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** in their Defigns:, That it was not unlikely the 
" King's Sul^e^ in ir«tr#' retained ftill x due M& 
." mocy not-only of tteir AJhigiance, but of the . Be- 
** nefiti receivBd from the Croyaof Si^land : - That 
*^ there turer wasKd in that Kingdom, diiirontcnted 
** Pcafonswho wouki join ;withJjis. Forces;' That the 
" King's Goffefs never were fo. full in any. Kmg^s 
** Time, and B> i^ch be could not doubt,. but. % 
** large Suj^iy would' be .given by Parliament, who 
".nererfeilEd in. their Con.tfjbutions, when there .was 
" a juft Oocafion. The.. Difficulties his. Majefty 
** could find in the Enterprise .were inconfiderable, 
*' Lewis the XUth being not only deeply engaged in 
** a War ui liafy^ but l^d loft his beft Meo there ; fo 
** that, before he could give Orders for his Afiairs at 
** home, he might be ve;y much put to it i and,when 
** he Ihould leave bis Puifuit in //a/)', to look to his 
" own Country, that woiJd yet free the Pope from 
" the Danger he was in, and consequently give 
*• his MajtSy the Honour of pcrforn^ing his In- 
*■ tendons." . . 

But others argued againfl: the War to the following 
Effeft : . - . 

" Suppofe it be granted, that as many Battles as 
" we have fought againft the French' have been al- 
** moft fomany. Viiftories, What was this Kingdom e- 
** ver the better for them ? Who can fay he made a 
** Fortune thereby ? Had we ever a more glorious 
*' Time (in rcfpeft to Viitory) than that of 'Edward 
** the Illd, and was ever the Country more weary 
" of War? -If you will not believe our Hiftorics, 
** look into our Records, and you will find not only 
** that the Treafure of our Kingdom was much ex- 
*' haufted, but even the People themfelves tired with the 
*' Conquefts on the Continent. Let us therefore, in 
** God's Name, leave off our Attempts againft TWrd 
" frma i the natural Situation of Iflands feems not 
*' to fort with Conquefts of that Kind. England k

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*' a juft Empire* If we want to enlace our Doiraf- 
** nions, let it be where it fcems more agreeable to us. 
** The JWi«, both Eafi and JVtft, are difcovcred,

** if Spain and Portugal fuSer us not to join with

But our young King, with whom Zeal to do the 
Pope Service, and Ambition to recover what his 
Predeceflfors enjoyed in Fratue., gready prevailed, ap- 
proved of die Opinion of the firft Speakers, urging, 
Firfit There were hopes of gettmg the Emperor over 
to the King's Intereft. SecMdlj/, That the Pope had 
promifed to take away the Tide of JV^ Utrtftim 
from the French Crown, and to confer it on the Eng~ 
lifii which would be a perpetual Glory to the Na- 
tion i and this their own Hiftorians confirm. 
IT declared ^^ ^^ breaking up of the Coundl, 
afah/Fntaa:. ^^ ^^ rcfolvcd to call a Parliament, and 
to fend Jebn Towig, Doftor -of Laws, to 
France-, to make two Demar^ of Lewis: Firft^ 
That heThouId defift from the War againft the Pope. 
Second^ To dehver up his Ma(lcr*s Inheritance of At' 
jouy Guiennty i^e. But Lewis abfolucely refufed to 
comply with either j whereupon War was declared a- 
^inft France. 

On the 4th of Fehuary the ParKa- 
^, f "^f^' ment met, and the King delivered him- 
%^ felf to the following Purport: "That

ceedings of the French King ; concluding with this

Means, NeCelH^ obliged us to leek ic by Force of 
Arms. 

The Parliament, agreeable to his Majefty's Speech,^ 
ipproTcd of the intended War i and, to enable the 
King to carry it on fvidi' Vigour,' the Commons gtant- 
ed the King two Fifte«iths,~ and the Cleigy likewif(£ 
allowed him two Tenths. The PaHiamienr ftlfo pair- 
ed thele Ux AftS,* aiid dieii bnske up.

James the H^th to Hand neuter, and fent Thomas 
LoM lyy^ty and Dr. Nicholas. Wejiy Dean of Wia^ 
fitr, into Scottand, to offer him Sadsfaftion for all 
^e Grievsinces, he could juftly pretend his. Subje&s 
had met with from the EngUJb. When thcfe Am- 
bai!adoi5 arrived, they found die King was making 
great Preparations for ^War, and that Courier after 
Coarier was pafling between SeotloMd and France ; 
they, however, in the Audience granted them, re- 
prefented, * That their Mafter was Ibmething jealous 
' of the Aimament diat he was making,, feeing, if 

* any Differences were fubfifting between his Majefty*s 
*'and their Maftcr*a Subjefts,. the King was rea- 
' dy ^d well-diipofed to make. them aH the Sa-

' *' judice.* In Ajifwcr to this our Ambafladors endea- 
voured to Ihew, ' That an Alliance with England 
*' was mcdi more natural than wi(h France, and the 

* more fo as the Royal Families of England and 
^ Scotland were fo nearly united by Matrimony/ 
But all Reafons proved inelTedua], and at laft the 
Ambafiadors difcovered, that James had actually, on 
the zid of Mpfy this Year, concluded a Treaty 
■with France^ to fupport that Crown againft England; 

■ and foon after Hmry got a Copy of the League, 
which fiiliy convinced him, that Treating with 
James was now out of the Queftion, and therefore 
recalled his Minifters, and took care to provide 
for the worfl: Events, by fending the Earl of Surry 
i(ito the Norths who, as foon as he arrived, imme- 
cUateiy fell to raifing an Army, and putting the Frofl- 
tiers in the bcft Pofture of Defence. 

Duiing thcfe Tranfadtiom Cardirad Ba^nbridge, the 
•- EMgUft> Ambafiador at ^me-, Was iiot deficient, in 
laying before Julius, purlbane to ha Inftmflions, 
' whai he expected' from Scotland. HisHoline^ there- 
■--ipoa direded- a-Monkbiy Brief to Jianei,. .irn- 
-tjoining him at this Juncture to :forbear making War 
'On England, under Pain of .Excomraunication. King 
/ydi»« was highly dilgufted,, when he received No- 
tice of this Brief, and direfted the Billiop of Mtf- 
*cy- to ufe his beft Endeavowrs ' to get it revoked ; 
i and, in cafe he 66uid; not, he. ordered the . Bifhop 
to darlare tu the : Pope,, that the King* his Malter, 
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*ould withdraw his Obedience j and that, if he was 
difpofcd to make War upon Engiamiy this procectt 
ing of the Court of Rome (hould not deter him from 
it. In fliort, whatever the Bifhop could do, his fio- 
linels would not revoke the Brief. 

Our AmbaQadors were no iboner returned from 
ScotlaitJ, than King James fhewed a particular In- 
lUnce of his AfiTcfHoni for FraBce, in AifTcring Slups 
to be built in Scethad for the Ufe of the Frettcb, 
and this very Year a Fleet failed from Scotland, un- 
der the Commind of James Lord Hamltvn^* to franctf 
which was fo acceptable to LkbIs the Xllth, that 
he made this Lord Knight of the Sbtp, f and granted 
him a large Penfion. 

Though War with Frmct was declared, -Affaht^ 
it was demurred what Part fhould firlt be ^"?|^ 
attacked ; bul^ becaufe King Ferdiiumd had ^ 
promifed to join us in this (Hefy} War, it was re- 
iblved, that a Body of Forces fhould land in the 
Spamfij Dominions, and there join the Spaniards., aivd 
as foon as both Armies united they were to invade 
Ctdennt. The Et^Ufii Forces named for this ^nd 
Expedition were 10,000 Vettrans, half of which were 
Archers, and the King was pleafed to appoint the

The Marquis's fine Attitude of Body, Graocfuhtels 
of Mein, aad fwect Difpc^tion of 'Mind fea&ed 
conjoined by Nature to render hini s Companion for 
lances ; was the happy Man that never liifoeniod 
with his Knowledge and Celebrated Virtues, for the 
riien falhionable Vices -, and ever ha4,thc Efieem 
of the Court, the Lore of his SoklKiSi and the 
Hefpeft of all that knew him. 

The Time being cpme for the Troops under the 
Marquis's Command to embark for Spahit (which 
they did under Convoy c^ Sir Edward Howard, Ijnd 
High-Admiral) the General was accompanied by bu 
three Brothers, Jehi, Attbeny, and Leonard^ (all edu- 
cated under iVolfey) by the Lords JfiHougbkf de Bnke, 
Ferrers^ and Burprd, Sir Siebard Coniwdl, and 
many other Gentlemen ; and he with his Forces 
fafely arrived at a Fort in Cuipefcoa on the 8th 
of June. 

The Marquis oiDorfet was no fooner arrived there, 
but he found a Courier of the King of Sfain w^t- 
ing to receive him, who paid him great 'ReQx^, 
and told him the Duke de Mva was taking the Field, 
in order to join him, which was very-pleafing to the 
Englijh-, after fo tedious a Voyage. It is true, the 
Duke immediately put himfelf at the Head of the 
Spanijb Army, but, mftead of joining the EngUfi>i who 
were encamped near Fmtarakia, with Defign to be- 
fiege the City of Ba^onntt ae had been rcfolved on, 

he 
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be kept at Legregno, on the Borders of Navarre, and 
intinuted to the Btglifi) Genera], that, the King of 
Nevarre being in Alliance with France, it would be 
vary dangerous to attack Be^omu, as that Kingdom 
was at their Backs ; and therefore he thought it He- 
ctShrfy before they engaged in any Siege, to try 
Co gab the King of Navarre to the Intereft of their 
Msfters. 

Thcfe Rcafons were fo plaufible, that the Marquis 
was eafily perfuaded to fend an Englijh Officer to 
the King of Nffvarre-, to require him to join with 
the Allies ; Ferdinand fummoned him likewife, bur 
more hau^tily, to fbrfake the King of France^ and 
come into the Le^ue, or deliver four of his Towns 
for their Security, both which that Prince refufed. 

During thefc TranIa£hions a French Army, com- 
manded by die Duke of LongueviUey approached die 
Frontiers of Beame % whereupon the Marquis com- 
plained to Ferdinaitdy that the Time loft in foUiciting 
the King of Navarre had given the French the Op- 
portunity of coming to defend their Borders, and 
withal prcffed him to declare, whether he would 
Attack Guieme, purfuant to the Treaty of London, 
or not. Ferdmmd anfwered, ' Prudence would not 

* fufier him to fend Ins Army to Fontarabia to be- 
' fiege Bayemu, and leave his Dominions expofed to 

* the Invafions of the French and Navarrois : That it 
.' was much more' convenient to pals thro' Navarre, 
' and fecure three or four Places, in order to hinder 

* the Enemy from making Ufe of that Kingdom 

* againft hJm : That therefore he wiflied the Fjfglift> 

* would join the. Duke of Alva, and his Army fliouid 
' make the Vanguard and be expofed to the firft 
■ Danger, hinting, that the Siege oi Bayonne would 

* wot thereby be retarded, becaufe, without all 

* Queftion, the King of Navarre would be glad to 

* be fomcthing preffed, in order to juftify himfelf 

Voi.. n. R " to 
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* to the King of Fratice^ when he fli(pild enter into 

* the League.' 

The Marquis, who did not yet fee into Fcr-r 
dauat^s DeOgns, having held a Council of War, 
repUed» * IThat by his InftrufHons he couU under- 

* take nothing againft the King of Navarre; and, 

* if the Duke of Jha would pafs through that JGf^* 

* JctKj he might ; but for his Part, Being a]rea^ 

* neat Bofimru, he could not think of taking fo great 

* a Compais to join him.* 

In the mean time the Duke of ji^ 
^^X^' befieged ;»<w^f/((B«, the Metropolis of 
petuMf" Navarre-, which furrendered on Capitu- 

lation the 25th ofjufy, and the King 
of Navarre retired into Franccy whilft the Duke oiJha 
continued his Conquefts ; and the Etigiijb Tfoc^)s, with- 
out ftirring from their Camp, fenred as a Coimtenance* to 
hisDefigns ; and indeed, thcwgh xheFrench, whodailyre^ 
ceivcd trcfti Supplies, law themfclves fufficiently ftrang 
to withftand the'Duke of /Gva, they dared not enter 
Navi^re, for fear of falling between the Engtifit and 
Spaxiardi ; therefore, the Englifli remaining quietly 
encampedj-f- between fitfymnw and 5jfoa;/ffr(», the Duke 
oi Aha fubdued almoft all JVaoarr*. 

Then it was that the Marquis of Derjit plain^ 
perceived, that Ferdinand afted with Infincerity, and 
that his Dcfign, from the very firft, was not to in^ 
iradc Gmeme, bijt to conquer Navarre-, Ferdinand 
was as fenfible hb Artitice would not laft long un- 
difcovered, fo, to prevent the Complaints the Englifi 
General might make rb his Sovereign, he fends an 
Exprcfs to England, to give Henry an Account of the 
Aftairs of that Country, and to defire him to order 
his General to' aft in Concert with hini. The King,

Whilft the Herald was an his Journey the Duke 
oi J&va became Mafkr of St. Juan de pie del Puerto^ 
and, prefendy afKr the Taking that Place, Ferdinand 
acquainted the Marquis, that his Army was ready to 
inarch into Cuimne^ and defired him to join the Duke 
of jSva without delay, which he refuted, being no 
longer to be deceived, well knowing, that the French 
Army was intrenched between Bayorme and Sahatierrdy 
with the River Biadojfoa in front, which he muft have 
paffed in View of the French Army, and that Ba^onne 
was fo well provided, there was no hkelihood of bo- 
ficging it. 

■ However, Ferdinand made this Advantage of the 
Marquis's Refuial, he caft the whole Blame upon 
him of their not invading Guienne., according to the 
Treaty -, and his General condnued his Exploits, laid 
Siege to Eftelby the only Place remaining co the King 
of Navarre, and took it. 

The Marquis, full of Indignation at thcle Pro- 
ceedings, and vexed at his Army's daily weakning by 
Sicknefs and want of ProviCons, defired Ferdinand 

■ to fiimifli him with Ships for their return to Englandy 
which with great Difficulty he obtained. 

As the ArmyTOgoingtoembark, n.l<^tlt.F^«. 
Orders came for its Stay, with a Pro- y^,^ ^,^,, 
mifc of a new Supply under my Lord 
Herbert i thefe Orders were communicated to the Ar- 
my, which were fo difagreeably received, that they 
threatned, in cafe they were not permitted to return 
home, to mafiacre their Officers ■, fo that the General, 
finding the Difpofirion of his Army to be dcfpcratc, 
in order to prevent the fatal Confcquences that might 
enfue, in cafe of a Mutiny, embarked with his Men, 
and Ikiled for Ejtgkndi where they in a ihort time 
arrived. 

R 2, Htniy 
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Henry at firft was angry vnch the Mirquis, fbc net 
obeying his Orders •, but, when the Cafe came to be 
reprefented in a true LJght, he ibon changicd his 
Mind, and highly comnjcnded the Marquis of 
Dorfei's Conduct, in quitting a Country, in which 
he had met with fo much Treachciy snd ifl 
Treatment. The Effect of this Expeditioa opened 
Henry's Eyes, and he fully law his Father-in-law bod 
deceived him \ yet, for fear of giving Ferdinand a 
Pretence to join with France^ and thereby leave him 
in Straits, thought proper to di^mble ills real Sen- 
timents, and prciend ftilt to place the highdt C(m&- 
dcnce in him.

Before the Year was eX[Mrcd, jRar- 
dinani found himfelf in fuU Fo0eflHin ' 

of i^avarre^ tho' the King of France 
had ufed fome Endeavours to wreft the Conqueft out 
of his Hands, by fending fome Forces to the King of 
Navarre's Affiftance j but mifcarrying in his Attempt 
againfl; Pampelwta, the unhappy King was forced Eo a- 
bandon the reft of his Kingdom as a Prey to the Sp^ 
ttiards, who had no other Pretence for keejnng it, 
than the late Bull from Pope Julius, with whom F^ 
dimnd was now the greateft Favourite. 

Whilfl: Ferdinand was thus deceiTing 
„i^n 7", his Son-in-law by Land. Admiral Haw 

mane a usjctns i/--tj n- -t »* 

M France. ^d lailed to BnttosTj with twenty Men 

of War, where he took, burnt, and 
plundered feveral Towns and Villages, and laid wafte 
and foraged beft part .of the Ctnintry ; and, tho' the 
French took the Field with 10,000 Men, it no ways 
difcouraged our gallant Admiral, who engaged them 
with 2500 Men, put them to Flight, and made a 
confiderable Booty, with which his Forces returraal 
laden to their Ships. 

This Aftion fo enraged the F«wA, tfut they fit- 
ted out a Fleet of 39 Men of War, in order to fcour 
their Coall of the Englifif ; upon which his Majd^ 

fen; 
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lent another Squadron to join Sir Edward^ which was 
met by the Prencb Fleet, and a furious Engagement 
enlbcd, in whidi the Englijh Vice- Admiral plied the 
Frettcb Admiral fo clofe, that he boarded him, buc 
rfie cowardly defperate French ict fire to their Ships, 
which blew up both the Admirals. However, this 
Aftion fo terrffied the French, that they made the 
heft of rirdr Way into Brefi and other Ports, leaving 
die Etigiijh Mafters of the Sea. 

The King hereon was more and more convinced 
of the great Ufc of the Navy to Eftgknd ; and we find 
that fFclJ^j juft now entring into the Miniftry, toot: 
particular care of our Bulwarks at Sea, who at this time 
brought into Ufc the Building of large Ships of War, 
one of whkh was named Henry Grace de Dieu, of the 
gseateft Burthea ever launched in England. 

About this time the King's antient Palace of We^ 
ma^ta; and the Chapel in the Tower of London were 
deftrojBcd by Fire. 

H^olfr^ was clofely employed in the ^rr ir 
A^rs of State, and continually tranf- ^,-j mmRrf. 
mittcd the different Tranfadions co the 
BHhop of IVinchefier, fome of which he w 
much difpleafed with, which may be gathere 
the following ExtraiSt. 

Wherein " he befeeches his Lordihip; not e 
*' him, that he had not written to him ; 
** Faidi, lays he, I could not till this Day, 
** fending }^ a Relation ; but, as he had lear 
*• ftrticuJars now, he thought proper to fay for 
" to bis Lordlhip : And firft as to the Affair of the 
** Troopa abroad, his Lordlhip, he did not doubt, 
*' had been informed by Letters from thence j how-

" Danger : But, as Af&irs were now altered, he could 
•* ppomife that both Armies would immediately join, 
** and go upon the Attack deligned i and that the 
** King his Matter fwears, he will never defift from 
" the War, nor leave his Majefty, till iuch time as he 
•• hath obtained the Crown of France for hmi." fVelfiy 
much fu^)e£ted thefe Froteftadons ; and he was noc 
out in his Sufpicion : However, he goes on, and tells 
his Lordlhip, ** we have received lamentaUe Tidings 
" of the Mifchance that happened to our People at 
*' Sea, on Tuefdof was Fortnight, when they met 
** with twenty French Men of War, (the bdl pro- 
** vided that any Ships ever were) and, after a 
*' defperate Engagement, the RegeiU boarded the Gar- 
** rick of Brefi, wherein were four Lords, three bun- 
*' dred Gentlemen, eight hundred Soldiers and Sea- 
*' men, four hundred Croft Bow-men, one hundred 
** Gunners, two hundred Tons of Wine, one hun- 
*i dred Pipes, iixty Barrels of Gunpowder, and other 
*' Ammuninon equivalent. In this Action our Men 
•* acquitted themfelves fo well, that they killed moft 
" part of the Men within the Ship i but as they were 
" fh-iking, the Carrick was on fire, which was Co en- 
" tangled with the A^^ that, in leis than threeHours, 
" they were both burnt i and Sir Tbomat Kitjvet, 
** who moft valiantly acquitted himfelf cm this Oc- 
** cafion, was killed by a Gun-fiiot j Sir John Carem 
** and others likewife loft their lives. My Lord, 
*' keep this fecret, for no Man yet knows it here, 
** fave the King and myfclf. In Ihort, you would 
** marvel to fee how wifely the King bcMveth him- 
** felf ; I have not fccn the like ; and thus, with hea- 
" vy Heart, and forrowful Pen, I conclude. From 
^ Farnbem, 
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^ Fanimih the 26th of Ji^, with die rude Hand 
^' of yo)ir aflured Chaplain." 

PoMcript. " The Refidue of the Frmb Fleet, on 
*f being chafed was put to Flight, and, like Cowards, 
^* fled into Brefi Harbour. Sir Edmard Howard has 
^* rowed to God, that he never mil fee the King's 
^* Face, till he has revenged the Deadi of that noble 
** and valiant Knight, Sir Thomas Kirjvet. 

By this Letter it appears, that Mr. fVolfy ftill retam- 
ed the higheft Refpcct for his old Patron, and that he 
was entrufted with the moft fecret Afiairs, which loon 
jnpcduced him to that wonderful Greatnefi, that every 
Thing feemed now to confpirc to raifc him to. 

la.JanuarytXh'zSpaitiardsjX^tVenetiaHSt ,_ . . . 
and the ifl^Troopswere all joined ready Tefa. ^' 
for Aftion ; the Viceroy of Naples was 
made phief General, inftead of the Pope, and the far 
mous Peter N^jorro, who condyfted the Spfinifti Troops 
to ItaJjy General of the tntkntry. At the Kequcf): of 
the Pope, iho' contrary to their own Inclinations, the 
firflUndertakingwas the Siegeof £0Z[>^,andthey made 
their Atpack, and r*ifed their Batteries on the fide of 
St. Ste^ien*% Gate j at the ikmc InlUnt, Navarre or- 
dering a Trench to be thrown up by the Gate of 
QtfiigUene, to fet the Miners to work, they foon 
inade a Breach in St. Stephen's Wall, and was pre- 
paring to make a general Aflault. 

In the mean time, the Duke of Nemours had 
4rawn up his Forces at Finall, upon the Frontiers of 
the Milanefet and fet out from thence t\vo Hours af- 
ter Night, with ii,QOO Foot, and 1300 Lances, ar- 
rived at Bologna in the Morning, and, under Covert 
of the Snow, that fell thick and in great Fleaks, he 
entered by the Gate of St. Felix, without being dif- 
covered by the Enemy ; and, had they immediately 
iffued out of the Town, and fell on the Enemy, in 
all Probability they had entirely defeated them ; but 
the Troops were fo m«cl| fatigued by their March, 
' that 
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that ic was not thought prudent to put dicmupon 
Action, before they had had fome reft. When the Ene- 
my learned that the Duke was got fafe into the TowHi 
they were greatly furprized, and, fearing a Vifit fiom 
him, they took the Advantage of the Night, and 
moved oflf their Artillery and Baggage, and before 
Pay the whole Army was marched for ^ia. In the 
Morning, when the Befieged looked out for the Be- 
fiegers, all was clear, and not a Soul of them to be 
feen ; and fa ended the Pope's fiift Proje^ with his 
new Army. 

Thus both the Enemies Army and Bekgna were 
fared, after each of them to Appearance had e- 
fcaped the great^ft Danger ; and this Siege was raifed 
the beginning of February^ after the Confederate Army 
had fet down nineteen I^ys before the To^mi. 

The Duke of Nemimrsy the Day he faw himfelf 
rid of his Enemies before Bologna, received die di&- 
greeable News of Brefiia's being furprized by the 
Proveditor, jindrew Gritti ; but it was fo well managed 
by the Inhabitants, when they faw the Venelians at hand, 
that the Governor, who had but a fmall Body of Sol- 
diers with him, was glad to efcape the Fury of the 
Town's People, and (hut himfelf up in the Caftle, fiom 
whence he fent the Duke the Account of his Misfortune. 

Bologna was near forty Miles diftant from Bre/cia, 
and the Way to it was over fcveral Rivers, and fome of 
them very difficult to pafs, yet theDuke's Soldicrsfliew- 
ed their readinefs to attend him, which he looking on as 
a good Prefage of the Succefs of his Enterprize, with- 
out more to do he fet out with his Army, leaving a 
fufikient Force under the Command of Lautrec^ (now 
■ become an Officer of confiderable Note, and at lafl 
had the chief Command of an Army) the Duke 
marched no lefs than thirty Italian Miles in one Day, 
and, meeting with Baglione, one of the Venetian Gener 
fals, who was carrying a large Rebforcement to their 
new gotten Town, the Chevaficr B<f}ari, by Older of 

th? 
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the Duke, fcUupenWin, »id entirely defeated him. 
TJiis Ne^ asmuchencpiffaged the Goremor in the 
Csfllie, as it diycouraged the Enemy, and ftiortly after 
(he Did:e «f Nemours airived at the Caflfe, and en- 
tered on ^e fide next the Councty. 

He gave his Army one Day's reft, and the next 
Morning he attacked the Enemy, and, afKr an ol> 
ffinate Defence, forced -Aar Traiches, and, in a fe- 
cond Engagement recovered the Town ; but the Fight 
«ss fe bloody, -that, according to the Italian Hifto- 
rians, no lefi than eight thoufand Vetutiaas periftied in 
the (everal Combats, and the French loft feveral brave 
Men ; the Provedkor, Andrew Gritti, was taken Pri- 
■ fimer ; BergamOy aJjd other Towns that had revolted 
to die Vmetians, fued for Pardon, which was granted, 
md they returned to their former Obedience. 

The Duke of Nevtwrs, having performed fo many 
gtorious Actions in lefs than fifteen Days, was re- 
puted one of the moft cnterprifing Generals of his 
Tune 1 and, as the Allies ftill kept their Army in 
die Field, he refolved to go in Purfuit of them, 
in order to come to a decifive Battle. He drew his 
Anny together at FiiuiU, which confifted of 1 8,000 
Foot, a numwous Body of Gcndarms, and fome 
Ugjit-horfe ; he made feveral Marches, and Coun- 
ter-marches, in order to draw the Enemy to an En- 
gagement, but they <arefiilly avoided it. At laft he 
befiegcd Ravenna, believing the Pope would not fuf- 
fer this Place to be taken without endeavouring to 
fuccour It, and he was not miftaken in his 
Opinion i for his Army had no fooner JJ^j^^ ^ 
attacked the Town, than the Confederates 
came up to its Rehcf, and approached fo near the 
Duke of Nemours'^ Camp, that both Armies canno- 
naded each other brifkiy ; but Peter Navarro was 
foongly intrenched, and with his Cannon deftroyed 
^ve 2000 of the Preneb, who neverthelefs fuftained 
ftc Fire above three Hours j and the Duke of Ne-

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pw«rjCannon alfo madegreatHavpckamongthc Enemy. 

The Viceroy, (nick-named by (he Pope JA^dam 
Cardom) feeing the Fury of the Engagement, run 
away, and ib great was his Fear, that he did not flop 
till he had got near ninety Miles from the Field of 
Batde. Carvail, who commanded the Enemy's Rear, 
took likcwife to his Heels, but was followed fo clofely 
by the Chevalier Sayard, that he difpcrfcd the Enemy, 
and took the NUrquis de Pefcaira Prifoncr, covered p- 
yer with Wounds, received in endeavouring to rally 
the Run-aways. 

Vidory now fcemed fecured to the Duke oiNi- 
mours, and nothing remained but the Intrenchments 
of Count Navarro to be forced, upon wljich enfyed 
a long and bloody Engagement, he having ranged hjs 
Men in Battalia armed with Pikes, who defended 
themfelves with great Refolution j but at laft the Spa- 
ni^ Infantry was entirely defeated with a very great 
Slaughter, and the valiant Navarro was taken Prifo- 
ner and fent' into France. . But what followed proved 
fetal to the French: There remained only one Regi- 
ment of the Spaniards that withdrew in good Order, 
whofe Efcape, intrepid Nemours^ cpuld not bare the 
Thoughts ot i therefore, not giving himfelf Time to 
encompafs them, marched at the Head of a few Gend- 
arms, m order to bre?.k through them j but the Spa- 
niards, in this defpcrate Cafe, faced about, and pre- 
fented their Pikes j and Nemours^, ralhly venturing to 
crofi their Ranks, met with jiis uphappy Deftiny by 
a ThruHintohisSlde, accompanied widi 
tiL^^iili four'^en other Wounds, of which he 
,^.- ■ ' immediately died, and gallant Lautree 

received twenty in defending him, tho' 
none of them proved mortal. 

Thus this noble Duke was buried ip his Vidory, 
having in lefs than three Months performed fuch great 
Exploits, as to entitle him to a Seat among the cele- 
brated Heroes, .by the diftinguifli^le Name of fhe 
^buftdcrboU "of Ita^. ' We 
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We cannot fum up this young Martial Prince's 
Charafter in fo fit Language as thAt in die follow- 
ing IJnes, from Mr. Mdifon'i Cemfaigtu :

And, as he was unacquainted with the Kii^s In- 
tentions, and had received IntimatioB from Trivid- 
eoy that the Swi/s were preparing to enter the A£- 
iane/tj returned to MUm with the gEKateft Pars @f his 
Forces, leaving 6000 Men, und^ the Conmiand of 
Gudinal St. SmriH^ to Tecure the Tonras in Ro- 
twagHa. Oh hb Arrival there, fis Ptaaee ms t&^eat- 
ned with xa Invafion from ^igUtHd and Spam^ the 
Kii^ fent him Orders, to caufe die greateft Fut of 
his Gendarms to repafs the J^ ; fo t^at ttus Ge- 
neral had not above lo^ooo In&nt:y and 1300 Hotfe 
left, at a time when the whole tottx ai the King- 
dom would not have been too much, Co fl^butt the 
Shock that fpon after followed. 

The News of the Battle of Ravetmd made very 
different ImpreflicMis in the Couits of Emrope^ parti- 
cularly at VottCt and Rime^ who received it with the 
ucmoll; .Conftemation, loddng upon themfelres to be 
endrely at the Mercy of the Conquerors ; and the 
Venetians was at firft for coming to any Termi with 
the French,, but the Spattifo AmbaAador prevented it 
by reprefenting, that, notwidiftanding their late Vic- 
tory, the French were in no Conditi<M) to undertake 
any further Enter|Hize, and that his Mafttt waa fend- 
ing to Itafy a frefli Supply of TroojM. At Rame the 
Cardinals run to the Pope, to conjure him not to- 
delay malting Peace with France., which threap feir 
he jeemed inclinable to ; but when he heard h Fa- 
liffe was marched with the Army for AiiisMy he re* 
covered his Courage^ and declared he would not de^ 
part from the League, raifed new Forces, made great 
Preparations for holding the Genenri Council, wbidi 
was foon to meet at the Lateran.

" in the Head as In the Members, &c." Lord Her- 
bert obferves, diat this Claufe was only to blind the 
Fublick, beaiufe nothing could be fiirther from the 
Pope's Thoughts, than ta fet this Council xapon a 
Rffermation, either of himfelf or the Church \ but, 
ta attend the Proceedings of the Council^ 

Herein the di9ercnt Sentences of Excommmiica- 
tion were confirmed, as well againit die Authors as 
Aftors in the Council of Pijdf and the A£b of that 
Council rcvcrfed. 

la a Letter from Cardinal B^hri^e to the King, 
dot Prelate ^ves his M^cAy an Account of what 
pa&d in the Council of LMtnm againft die Schif- 
madcks, aiid of the private Canveriiwi(Hi he had 
frith faU Holinei^, in tehidon to riic Cardinals that 
had deiCTted him ; and he therein informs his Ma- 
jefty, *' That what the Pope had done was to 
** m^ them aihamcd of their AAions -, though lus 
** Holinefi was determined to reftoie them, yet it 
" fbould be done in the Method to humble them." 

By the Return of the Preneh to A&an the Pope (who 
juft before wtas in the late King CbarUs the lu of 
Etiglaairt Conditian, wiiBn he uied thefe Words, 
^ jaeeti Hmm, »M itiet, wide cadet) was foon 
become the Favourite of Fortune ^ for now, inftead 
«f futn^ for Peace with Fr^Kt he renewed his Ex- 
commu- 
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communication againft Lewis^ and d^in put Fratice 
under an Interdict. 

Lewis was lb enraged at this Treatment, that he 
caufed Medals to be ftruck with the following In-^- 
fcripdon, Perdam Babylenem, which proves Rome was 
not firft called Babylon by Proteftants. 

The Pope's Pretence^ for escommunicaring Lewis 
at this time was, for that he detained Cardinal 
Mtedicit his Legate, at Milan; who, tho* a Prifoner, 
etercifed his L^atelhip, the Inhabitants of Milan re~ 
fiifing to own the Authority of Lewis's Council, to his 
no final] Mortitication ; though this was but trilling 
to the Misfortunes that enfued. After la Pali£e 
had quitted la Rtiuagna feveral of the Towns in 
that Country fabmitted to the Pope ; at the fame 
time Ferdinand became Mafter of Navarre % and 
Lewis was forced to fend an Army into Beame, ta 
hinder the Ejtglijh and Spaniards from invading Guietf^- 
ne i and the Emperor concluded a Trace with Ve- 
nicCi lecretly promiflng to withdraw from the French 
Army a Body of German Troops, fent for the De- 
fence of the Milanefe ; though upon the Aflurance of 
.this Aid it was, that Lewis recalled from Milan 
Part of his own Troops; where, la Palijfe findmg- 
himfdf much weakned, was <^liged to recal the 
Caniinal of St. Severin with his Troops, the Confe- - 
quence of which was the Lofs of all la Romagna. 

What made the French Affurs ftill worfe was,- 

the Sivifs continued highly enraged againft" them, 

and were waiting for an Opportunity to take a Re-'

£ridcDce thst nothii^coold ftay Men ^ War Irom 
AKving their Valour for inch Men, the Ufe cf 
Gold and Silver was made for : Z^^/f, that it was 
ncccnary. to convince the World, how indifcrept the 
frmcb King was, to prefer the Lance-knights Fooc- 
men to the Svaiiu^s. 

Thele Obfervadons had the ^lired Efic& upon 
ihefe People ; they one and all dccfered for the Cayfe 
of the Pope, 'as if it had l)cen their own % without 
:iiiDre ado they darted from their Houfes, with on- 
ly one 'Florin a Man, whirls they were not uf«d to 
march for the Service of the French Kiqg without Mo- 
ney in Hand, and Proroifcs of Prcfents among their 
Captains : And, tho* his Holinels demanded no more 
than 6ooo» yet no lefs than 1 6,000 voluntarily began 
their March about the end of Augufi. Inftead of 
•taking their direft Rood to the Mikmfe^ the Faffits 
-whereof dicy did not QueftiOTi were ftrongly guarded, 
they marched to Trffltf, where Maximilian received 
them, tho' this was an Enemy's A£t i but as he had 
not yet declared a^irft France, he was deCrous to 
.hide his Intenrions, by telling the French Ambafladof, 
that his Alliance with the Switzers fuffered him not 
to deny them a Paflage through his Dominions, as if 
his Treaty whh Ltwis the Xllth was to be lefs curv- 
ed, than that with the Switzers. 

In Ihort, he fuffered them to pafs unmolefted thro* 
Trent, {which ruined all Lewis'% Affairs in luly) and 
they foon proceeded to Veronay where they were joined 
by the Feneiianjy who marched in Conjunction towar;^.s 
MilaM : Whereupon the French (who, a little Time 
betbrc, had been dcicrted by the Germans^ under Pre- 
tence of their returning home^ had not above 10,000 
:.,., „v,;^.w.^,?^en, 
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Men, which rendered them wholly unprovided to en- 
gage the Enemy^nd had nothing to do but to put thofe 
Forces into the fortified Towns, in order to wafte the 
Enemy's Army by Sieges, t(U the King fent them 
SuppJrcs, or the M>pH)aching Winter ftopt the Pro- 
grefe of thefe deiperate Enemies^ but they found 
diac would not do, zx^laPaliffe, defpairing to fare 
the Miiantji, refolred to repa^ the Mountains, and 
Fcarc into Frmce. 

This Accident feU out luckily for the Cardinal deMe- 
<&/, whom they would have carried with them : tiis 
Prcfervation feems to be chiefly owing to the follow- 
ing Tumult : As they were cpndufting him into France, 
the Morning he entered the Bark at the Paflage of 
Pacft certain Feasts of the Village murmurred 
grcady at the Treatment the Cardinal met with, and 
one ReigaaM de LiMe, accompanied with fcveral 
of the Cardinal's Friends, rofc in Arms, and refcued 
him out of their Hands. Gvicciardin obferves on this 
Occafion, " That diey, whom many Adverflties had 
** made fearle6 of all Accidents, hearing the Noifc 
" of a Tumuli; which they were afraid to endea- 
** vour to fupprds, were the more careful x.ofy than 
** to fi^U and to lofc diat _ Priforicr by Oiwardice, 
" whom they had won in Danger of Battle." In 
ffiort, that may be api^yed to thefe greatly inti- 
midated Prenchmeity which ifortwf fays of the vicious

After die FrtWf* were thus fied, mariy Towns 
trf" the Dutdiy readily furrendered to the Switzers 
and Fenetitms^ and Parma, Placentia, and Re^io 
fiibmitted to the Fope. Chi the other hand, Jlexan- 
^ hmhiegUoy not dunking himfelf fiife in Bologna, 

Vol. IL T departed 
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<Jepartcd from thence with all his Family, leaving the 
City to the Pope's Mercy : Thus yKfiaj the lid, who 
onCe conceived himfelfat the Brink of Deftruftion, was 
airived at the Height of his Wifties. By this furprizing 
Revolution Raventtay Bologna, all {a R^ma^A, were re- 
ftored to the Church, and the French drove out of 
Itafy without {biking a Stroke : Infomuch, that the 
French had nothing left there, fave the Caftle of AShm, 
and Town of Crimotta j in the firft of which Cheva- 
lier tie Loiwain was Commander, and in the latter 
James de Aerhonville Governor, both which maintained 
their FoAs, and defended themfclves againft their 
Enemies with great Bravery. 

There remained ftill four Things for his Holinefc to 
do to compleat his Happinefs ; namely, to difpoffefi 
the Duke of Ferrara, to reftore the Sforza's to Mtlan^ 
the Medici to Florence ; and laftly, to expel the Ger-. 
mens and Spaniards out of Italy. 

Upon this extraordinary Event Gmcciardin makes 
the following Remark, " Conqueft draweth with it 
*' Ambition, Inlblence, and Covetoufnefs ; and with 
** Men triumphing in ViAory all Things feem to 
*' hold of Equity : That the Swttzersy being Maf- 
" ters of the Dutchy of Milan and Piemant, ftudied 
'' to make the moft of the whole Country, by Taxes 
" and exceffive Rates, being affured the French could 
** not podibly return this Year ; for, tho' Lewis was 
*' very uneafy at the Lois of the Dutchy of ASIaift 
*' yet Neceffity compelled him to hearken to the 
*' Councils of llich as advifed him to defer the Thoughts 
** of returning thither for the prcfent, and emplojf 
*' his Forces to defend his own Country. 

When the French had quitted Itafy, dw 
t£l'^ "^ -AJ'ies met feveral times at Mmttta, -where 
they could agree but upon two Articles : 
Firfi, That MiximilieK S/orza, eldeft Son of Ladevie 
the Mnor, fhould be reftored to A^lan ; fecondfy, and 
|he Houle of Addict to Florence: In Confequence of 
. " the 
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the laft, the Army of the Allies, approaching Florence^ 
compelled the Flsrentinti to confcnt to a Treaty, 
whereby it was agreed, the Medici Jhould 
enjoy their Counlry again as Citizens on- ^y***^!^ 
ly, not as Governors. But Cardinal ^ce. 
de Medici^ entering the City by Vertiie 
of the Treatyf whilft the Army of the Allies were 
at the Gates, found Means to introduce many Officers 
and Soldiers, and raifed a Party that anfwered his 
Defigns ; for ihortly aftct- he got the Government fet- 
tled upon the fame Foot as it was before their Banilh- 
ment, in the Reign of Quarks the Vlllth : Andi 
purfuant to the firft Part of the Agreement^ in the 
MoT\ih.oi November, Maximilian Sfor- 
za was put in Poflbflion of the Dut- Marim.lkn Sfom 
chy 01 Milan. 

It was a great Step for the Pope to have the Medp- 
ci reftored to Florence,, and Sferza to Milan, but this 
did nof content him, the Duke of Ferrara was ftiU 
Nfeftcr of his Dntchy, and the Council of Pi/a fitting 
at Lyons, great Grievances to his righteous Soul ! 
therefore, he now, as ardently as ever, laboured to 
procure a Peace between the Emperor and the Fene- 
tians, that Maximilian might without Difficulty a- 
bandon both France and the Council of Pifa -, to that 
Purpofc the PontiS* obtained a fecond Meeting at Rome, 
but found fo many Difficulties, that all of a fud- 
den he concluded with the Emperor a 
League ofFcnfive and defenfive a- ^' ^'"f"V. ""^ 
gainft Venice : Whereby the latKr ^„;„^ Vemc" " 
engaged, " to become a; principal 
" Party in the League of Rome, and agreed that the. 
" Pope ftiouliJ' beep Parma, Placentia, and ReggiOf 
" faving, however, the Right of the Empire ; pro- 
** mifed to renounce the Council of Pi/a, and forlake 
J"- the Ddce o(' Ferrara and the Bentivoglio." The 
xispc engaged on his Part, "* to aid the ErOperor 
*■ with aa his Povrer, to thro* out bis Cehfures agahiflS 
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" the Venetians^ and declare them excluded th* 
■ ** Le^;ue of Rome." 

Upon figning and ratifying this 
2«frK "' '^'^^' *^ Bilhop of Gurck, as the 
(™^"pifa '^" Emperor's Lieutenant, renounced, in 
the next Seffion of the Council of 
Lateran, the Aflembly of Pifoy and revoked whate- 
ver had been done by his Matter towawjs calling and 
fupporting it. 

Maximitian had as little Sincerity and Gratitude as 
Ferdinand. Lewis affifted him to conquer feme Places 
in Italy, after the League of Cambray ; yet no fooner 
was Lewis upon the Decline, but he deferted him ; 
nay, he even helped to hurl him down the Pre- 
cipice, 

This Qiiarrel between the Pope and the Vmetians 
took up fo much of Juiius\ 1 ime the baer Part of 
this Year, that it kept him from falling upon the 
Duke of Ferrara^ as he intended, who had made the 
King of Spain his Friend, and, before the Pops could 
put his Defigns againft this Prince in Execution, he 
made his final Exit. 

The extraordinary Changes, that happened this 
Year, in Italy and Navarre, are Events which will 
not foon be obliterated in Record : But what were 
they owing to ? why chiefly to Lewis's being fuch a 
Devotee to his Queen's SuperJUtiont Carejfes, IntrigusSy 
and Importunities^ powerful Influences ! * which fre- 
quently difarmed him, and cooled his Courage, when 
he Ihould have moft exerted himfelf; particular^, 
after the Battle of Ravenna, when Julius the Hd was 
upon the Point of leaving Rome, and lie had certain- 
ly abandoned it, if Lewis had not Ili3ered liinoielf to

fif Pi& ? Did net your Cenfejfor ttll you, that Wmm 
ore to he Jiknt in tb« Church ! But what could it 
iignily to fay this once to a Woman fo tenderly 
bdoved by her Hufband, as jinn of Britanry was ? 
who would not be difcourMcd at three or four Re- 
fulals 1 flic ftill returns to the Chaise, till her De- 
mands are granted. Thefe are Bids of the Bed, 
or the Night, whofe Warbling, it is much to be 
feared, will itill pcrfuade fooner or later: And we 
have not been without fome Inftances of it at Home. 
In Ihon, this confctentious Religious Queen would 
never let poor L^wis reft, till flie carried her Point, 
and forced her Hufl>and meanly to fubmit to what- 
ever the Court of Rome required ; whofe chief Ruler 
made ReHgiox fubfervient to his inordinate Ambition, 
under the Pretence of maintaing the Glory of God and 
the Good of the Church. 

And though Henry joined in the Le^ue with 
the Pope and Ferdinand, and made good his Engage- 
ments, yet, as foon as their Affairs began to mend, 
they took no hiore Notice of him, than if he had 
dwek in the Moon i for, when they thought the King 
of England could be no longer ufefiil to them, they 
immediately deferted him. 

Henry., though intirely fatisfied, that -^^^/Entt; 
his crafty Fatbcr-in-Law had deceived ^*^' . 
him, was again induced to crea: with 
Ferdinand^ at the Inftigarion of feveral Princes in, 
Ailiance againft Franee, who ftjongly fijUicited our> 

Prince 
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-prince not to fall into Lewis's Mcafures, afllirin^ 
him, that, as they had nothing to fear in Itafy^ thty 
wo(Ud join all their Forces to invade Fratki, in order 

to affiit him in recovering Guieme and Nermandyy 
which he fo moth defired : Therefore his Majefty 
. fent Ambafiadors to Brujfels, where he 
JiaiuT' entered into a League with the Pope, 
the Emperor, Ferdmand, and Charles of 
Atfiriai to carry on a War againft France the en- 
fuing Year ; and alfo figned the Treaty that had 

.been concluded at Rome the Year before^ 

■ The King of England imagined the Intention of 
this Treaty would have been executed forthwith, 
but he was miftakcn ; for Julius, Maximilian^ and Fer- 
dinand-, were far from defigning what he expefted : 
On the contrary, they only took the Advantage of 
Henry's Youth, by pretending ro be zealous for hinr, 
in order to make him dip into Henry the Vllth's 
Hoards. 

As Henry was ftill big widi making Conquefts in 
France he again this Year called his Parliament, in 
order to get a fijrther Supply from them. 

On the 4th of November, the Par-

" verdefcend but by Steps : The more Oiders are un-

*' think themfelves much concerned for the reft. Be-

" fee by his Eyes, or hear by his Eais only \ this 
" were to keep you in too much Darkncli and Sii- 
- ■ ' . " jeftionj 
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** jedlion : To prevent this therefore, be plcafed to ap- 
" point able Pcrfons, and fuch as may not know 
*' each other, by whom your Highnefs may be in- 
*' formed not only what is done, but even laid vul- 
" garly = Thus ihall your Highnefs take Order not 
" to be deceived. As for the more intricate and 
" doubtfiil Parts of Bufinefs, which require par- 
" ticular Scrutiny and Examination, your Highnels 
" may do well, in my Opinion, to have three or four 
*' confident Perfons, not yet of the Body of your 
" Council, with whom leparately you may advile, 
*' before thofe Difficulties may be brought into 
" them. 

*' This will enable you to fpeak thereof when you 
*' transfer it to the Body of your Council, and make 
" you difcem their Opinions only. If any thing be 
" determined, let your Favourite be the chief Aftor 
*' in the Ejtecution thereof: Then your Highnefs 
'* may pleafe to advifc, neither will I prefume to 
" nominate myfelf; otherwife only I will crave Leave 
** to fay thus much, that when your Highnefs will, 
*' out of your own EleiSion, think fit to ufe iny 
*' Service herein, I doubt not but fo to eftablifli and 
*' conferve your Highnefs's Authority, as to make

His Lordlhip adds fiirther, that this Speech fo far 
f«evailed on the King, that, without any other Ad- 
vice or Confideration, he ordered Walfe^ to difpatch 
his duefeft ASairs.

iind there are other EzprelHons in the Ixtter where-

This Year Mr. W^o^e? was made Dean WoityV y«r. 
of fljr^^aiid Chancellor of the moft '^^r^'^'^- 
txkk Order of the G»ter, 

His MjBcfty alio was pleafcd to ap- ^i^J^^^ 
point Dr. jB^/i<, Bilhop of Lifcbfield '^^^^^ 
•nd Gmentrft Lord Prefident oiWaltf^ 
which P(^ he, hetd to the Time of lus Death, which 
Itappened in the Tear 1524* ' 
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The Eail of KsUare employed moft (^ 
ij^l^ ^ his .Time the laft Year, in putting himfclf 
I c 1 2. '" ^ Condition to appear, formid^le againft 
the Enemies of die publick Peace, early 
this Spring, and undertake an Expedition into i/^fer. 
The Caftle of Belfaft^ which had been dcftroyed 
about mne Years before, was now ^;ain repared, 
but was foon rendered unable tQ rci& the power 
of the Deputy. 

It does not appear that Kildare met with much 
Oppofirion, or tjiat he had niuch more to do than to 
drive the Rebels before him, and deftroy this CaiUe, 
"which after he had done, and reduced that Part of 
the Country to Quietnefe, he returned to T>ublin. 

Whilft the Lord Deputy w^s dius employed, 
Itodter Rake^^ ArchbilhoJ) of DabUny held a Provin- 
cial Synod at Dublin j but what they did is uncer- 
tain, for the Canons are loft. Thjs Year the Earl 
built the new Chapel in the Cfioir of CSrhft-cbttrcb, 
'Dublin, where himfelf was afterwards buried : And 
the Cidzens of Dublin, having conceived a high Dif- 
^eafure againft Sir James Ormpttd, the lace Lorii 
Treafurcr, (and not the Earl iff Oftnpnd, as Hoir 
lin^ad relates) they aflaulted him in St.' Patrtek'i 
Church with dieir Bowsand Arrows, where, Jhooting 
at Random, inftead of hitting Ormsnd, they defaced 
Several Images, fffr. tho'' with much Difficulty Sii* 
"James efcaped with his Life. 

The Pope, on hearing this YJolepcc fn tiie Church, 
fept a Lc^te Into Ireland, to enquire into " that Af- 
fair on the Spot. The Legate, after his Arrival, fperit 
feme time therein, and at laft enjoined thb Penance, 
'that the Maimer cf Dublin Jhould go barefoot through 
the City before the Eucharift, en Coipus Chrifti Dafi 
which was performed accordingly : And here finiflies 
'■Bie Year 1512.

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THE Emperor was ftill purfuing his ■4?"'"" 9^ 
ufual Inconftancy ; for, though he had, j^f^"' 
cowards the Clofe of the laft Year, entered ,j, j. 
into a League with the King of England^ 
he feemed now to have foi^ot it, and fent to pro- 
pofe a frefli League with Zitwj, wherein he ofiered 
to affift him in conquering the Milanefey provided 
hems would aflifl: him in the War he propoled to 
carry on againft the Venetians \ and, to ihew he was 
for cultivating a good Underftanding betwixt them, 
demanded Renet^ Lewis'% fecond Daughter, for 
CbarUs of Aiftria, his Grandfon. 

Lewis hearkened to thefe Propolals with a fecm- 
ing Inclination to accept them, thereby hoping to 
create Sufpicions in the Switzers and Venetiam^ and 
incline them the fooner to join with him ; and, as 
die latter defired nothing more than a ftrift Union with 
France^ nothing could retard the Negotiation, except 
the Hopes of an Agreement with the Emperor-, in 
which Cafe they would have gladly renounced all 
other Leagues : But as for the Switzers^ it was very 
improb^xlc that Lewis fliould gain them to his Side, 
though he offered them more than at firft was de- 
manded ; for, befides their Hatred towards him, the 
Face of their Affairs were altered, fince the Refto- 
larion of Sferza to Milan. Whilft that Prince was 
in Exile it was doubtfijl, whether in good Policy 
they ought to engage in a War with France for his 
Sake 1 but, fince he was by their Affiftance in Pof- 
fcffion of the Dutchy, their Honour and Intereft re- 
quired their utmoft Endeavours to 'iiipport him. 
However, Lewis's Defire of agreeing with the Switzers 
not fucceeding, he was under a NeceiTity to join in a 
XiCague either with the Emperor, or Venite. 

In the mean time the Venetians fent and propofed 
a League to him, upon the fame Terms with that 
of the Year 1498, namely, " That they would affift 
^ him to recover the Mknefe, provided he would 
"'^' 'J refign 
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** refign Ormona and Gierrtidada n> them. '* Liwis 
.readily liftencd to their Offera, but they did not 
luAen the CbnduGon, by rcalbn of feme AfiairS' 
Aat afterwards fell out. 

The King of ^^panit, having gix)d jhtelligence of 
#hat pafled between Lewis and the Venttiansy inform* 
«d the Elmperor ot it, and advifed him to offer Vennd 
to the Venetaaa for 2 Sam of Money, which ^oved, 
for fbme time a fhutlefi Negooadon. 

Pc}pe JuUus longed for ue Seafon prober to uke. 
the Field j accordingly, in Fehvatyt he dotihled his 
Prepanaons for opening the Campiign mth the Sieg?^ 
of F^rrara^ but Death 6ifi bdieged him, who' .nerer 
fajly of carrying his Point i yet his HoUnefi had 
kindled a Flame, that was n6t ejrtinguilhed even by 
luj giving up the Ghoft 
^ , The Pope died ftn die «ift of F*- 

chmras^T ^'^ ^'' Inclination to War, nj Re- 
Ipcft to the great 7affi« Ctfar. " He 
•* was a Prince of incredibk Conftancy, &ys Gnie- 
•* dar^y but fo ftdl of Fury and itiiAilcd. Concep- 
V tions, that riie Reverence fiiat wias due to the 
** Church, the Mfcord of Princes, and Ac Condition 
" of the Times, did mare to ftay him from his 
** Ruin, than cither his Moderaaon or Difcretion % 
** worthy, no doubt, of great GlorJ*, if eidier he 
** had been a fccular Prince,' or if that C^ and, 
** Ineention, which be had to raife the Church ino^ 
•• temporal Grcamefc, by Means of War,' had been 
•* employed to exalt it by the Moderation of Peace.

" That hU R^ had no Bounds ^ainft Leiois, for that 
**-he had aftually made s Decree, to transfer the 
**.■ Kingdom of France, and the Tifle of Moft Cbrif 
"zJian, to the Kii^ of Engird; but, juft as he was 
**, upon the Point of publilhing it, he was called out 
"of the World. His Difeafe was a heftic Feaver, 
"icaufed, as himfelf feid, by die UneafmeS he was 
"wnder, that he could not bring the ^«(f/ia«j to a- 
**rffee with the Emperor." 

We fhall conclude our Account of Pope yulius 
with the follomng fererc lines, made on him,

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As Toon as it was known that the Pope was dead, 
the Vice-Roy of Ni^ks, having recovered his Spirits, 
. loft at the Batdc of Ravenna^ entered Placmtia with- 
out Oppofition, which he dcKvered, as well as Parma^ 
to MiximiliaK, Duke of Milan. 

Before the Death of Julius, Ferdinand was employ- . 
cd in framing a Plot perfeftly tallying with the reft erf 
his fly Pranks ; for, the beginning of the Year, he 
had fent tWo Monks into France, to make fome O- 
vertures to Lewis, in Relation to a Peace with him, 
by Means of Queen June, to whom they had Accefi : 
But, as Lezvis thought it not pofTible to make a Peace, 
or even a Truce, with Ferdinand, without leaving 
him in Poffeflion of Navarre, he at firft received them 
, very coldly; yet, at length confidering, he could 
hardly exped to recover the Dutchy of Milan, whilft 
the King of Spain was his Enemy, (who had excited 
the King of England alfo to enter into a War againft 
him) conceived it proper to agree to a Truce for a 
Year, on Condition Henry was included in it, and Ita- 
ly excepted, apprehending that, during this Truce, 
he fiiould be able to reconquer the Dutchy of Milan, 
after which he fliould be fulEciently ftrong to de- 
fend his own Kingdom agdnft the EngHJb. 
_. ,„ Nothing was further from Hemy't 

xilZ ^' Thoughts than fuch a Trace, which would 
have broke all his Meafures, and yet 
Ferdinand anfwered for him, as if he was furc of his 
Confent. This Affair was begun in January, when 
Letsis empowered Lautrec, to treat with Ferdinand* 
Commiffioners, and the Truce was concluded, at 
Orihez in Bearne, the ift of y^iU which runs thus: 
" That' there fliould be a Truce for a Year (in Itafy 
*' excepted) between the King of France, the King of 
" Scotland, and the Duke o^ Guilders on the one Part ; 
*' and on the other the Emperjr, thelCingofiS^pj/Sjand 
*' the King of England." But, as Ferdinand knew he 
fiiouid not eafily obtain Henry's Confent, he caufed this 
^ ' Stipulatioa 
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Stipuiarion to be inferted, *' That it (hould be ra- 
" tified within a Month by himfelf and Lewts^ byt 
" that the other Parries fhould be allowed two Months, 
** and that the Truce (hould take Place, as to them, 
** from the Day they figned." 

Never fure did any Prince aft in fo bold a Manner 
as Ferdinand did on this Occafion ; but his Affurance 
(as we may phrafe it) was ftill more palpable, in that 
he not only took no Steps to pcrfuade Henry to do 
what he bad undertaken for him, but even concealed 
the Truce from him, tho' at that very Time Henry 
was making mighty Preparations for War againft 
France^ and greatly encouraged therein bv Ferdinand 
himfelf. 

As foon as the Truce was figned Ferdinand took 
care to publilh to the World, that he had been very 
ill ufed by the Allies of the League in Itafy, inafmuch 
as the Pope and the Venetians had acquired many 
Places, when he {poor Soul 1) had gained nothing at all, 
and yet they refufed to fend the Supply to his Army, 
which they had undertaken to do, in order to get 
the remaining Places into their Hands, that the French 
poilefled in Itafy ; but thb was only to prepare Peo- 
ple to receive with lefs Surprize and Indignation the 
private Truce hehadjuft made with France^ without 
the Knowledge of his Allies. 

Now the Minds of the Pubiick were 
taken up with the Eleftlon of a new ^"^ '''^"' 
Pope,and, from among the various Can- , 
didates for that Dignity, Cardinal John de Medici was 
clefted Pope, March the i ith, who aflumed the 
Name of Leo the Xth, and was but thirty feven 
Years old, tho* he had been honoured with a Cardi- 
nal's Hat, at fourteen Years of Age, by Innocent the 
Vlllth. He had a noble as well as a very learned 
Education, and always loved ' and protefted Men of 
Wit and profound Literature. In his Youth he had 
iht Opportunity of great Experience, having been 
X 2 employwl 
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employed in divers important Afiairs. In his Tem- 
per he was not fo hot, nor in his Behaviour fo haughty 
a£ his immediate Predeceffor, butwas much more Poli- 
tick, and did not leave the Politicians long in Su^ 
Ipence -, for it doubly concerned hini to keep the French 
out of Italy: Firfty as a Pope, fincc Neighbours fo 
powerful could not but give him Uneafinefs : Second' 
fyy As Head of the Houfe of Medici, he had Caufe 
to fear, that, if Lewis recovered die ASlaneJiy he 
would undertake to reftore the Fhreatints to their li- 
berty. Next his Holinels wilhed to put an End to ths 
Council of Pifa j the ready Way to do which, he 
judged, was to engage Lexis in fuch Wars that 
Ihould compel him to make his Peace with the 
Church. 

Ferdinand had likewife had his Views to ke^ the 
King of France at a difiance from Navarre, Roif/H' 
ion, and the Kingdom of Na^es. 

As for the Emperor it was his Intcrcft to difabfc 
France from aflifting the Venetians ; tho' none of then* 
had any defire to carry the War into France^ but ott* 
Jy fo to manage, that each one's Divcrfion might b« 
made at another's Expence. 

They all caft their Eyes upon Henry the Vlllth, ai 
a Prince extremely proper to execate their EJcfigns. 
becaufe he had ready Money, warlike Subjects, couM 
with eafe tranfport Troops into fome J^rts of France, 
(remote from the Borders of ^ain and Italy) was ex- 
ceeding defirous to fignalize himfelf by illuftrious Ac^ 
tions, and fcrupled not to fliew it publickly : So each 
of them laboured with all his Power to fOTwaid him 
in his Defign to wage War with France, by put- 
ting him in Hopes of being vigorouHy fuppc^ted. 

Leo the Xth was no iboner in the Papal Chair, but, 
under Colour of notifying his Promotion, fent Henry a 
Ixtter, aflliring him, ** He was folly deteroaJoed fip 
•* adhere to die League foimed by his ]^ed«efl<jr, 

" ami 
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" and Tca^j to conclude a new «ie with Ettgland.'* 
Bqt at the ume Dmc he preiTed the Emperor to make 
a Peace with Fmce. intirely neglcdjng, or foigettin^' 
the Treaty his PrcoeceiTor had made with the JEmpe- 
Toragainft that Rcpubjick, to hinder thdr Union widl 
France^ and promifed the Vt?tetiau to ufe all his In- 
tereft -mth the Emperor, to obtain them honour- 
able and advantageous Tenps. All thefe Frames 
could not be managed fo privately, as to prevent 
the King of Frames gettii^g fome Intelligence of 
them i K> that he foon grew rery jealous of the 
new Pqje. 

Lee alfo at this Tiflfift prefented the King lie Ptf?t 
of Et^letid with a Sword and a Hat, and, Pre/ai t§ 
after the uTual Form of Bcnediftion, ac- f^^ 
quiunted Ihoi, " Tha^ in Teftimony of "^^ 
" the great Regard he entertained for his Majefty, 
" on account of his many excellent Qualities, ef- 
•* peciaily his great Zeal for RiUgion and the Qburcbt 
" he fent him a cojifecrated Hat and Swerd " the Sig- 
nification whereof ne explained by telling him, " it 
" denoted the two Powers Spiritual and Temporal, 
*' wherewith the Rtnum Pontiff was of Right inverted, 
*' wifliing him Succefi and Profperity in the Ufe of 
** them a^pditft the Enemies of the Church, as well 
** as his own." This Letter is dircfted to The nufi 
Chrifiian King, and Is the only authontick Inltrument 
we have met with under that Tide, which was pro- 
mifed and granted him by Julius the lid. 

Hewry did not want much Sollicitation to _. 
carry his Arms into France, his Thou^ts nJeciji^ 
being already bent that Wi^, efpeciaJly as 
the PcfK, the Emperor, and the King of Spain had 
promifed to aft powerfiilly on his Behalf ; therefore 
ieadiiy confented to form a new League with thefe 
Princes, and, that it wight be the more fecretly 
carried on, it was agroed, that it fliould be negu- 
tWted at Mechlin lietween Margaret of Jt^ria, (Go- 
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vemefi of the Lovo Cguntries, authorized by the Em- 
peror her Father) and the Ambaflador of liie King of 
ExgUmdy who foon concluded a Treaty againft/^rdsr/; 
and, though Ferdinand had figned a Truce with Lewis, 
he made himfelf the principal Party in this League, 
Ae Subftance of which follows : 

" That, within thirty Days after the Date thereof 
** eadi of the Confederates ihall proclaim War againft 
*' irtfjwi', and within two Months inrade him, wz. the 
*' Pope in Provence or Dauphiru, the Emperor where 
" he -thought moft convenient, the King of Spain in 
*• Bearne, Guienne, or Languedoc j the King of Eng' 
** load in Guienne^ NBrmand^, or Picardf \ and their 
*' Annies to be ftrdng, and weU provided with all 
** Things. —That the Pope fiiould ftrenuoully circu- 
** lal^ his Cenfures againlt all the Oppofers of tliis 
" League, and the Abettors of the contrary Party.— 
** That, towards the Expences of the War, the King 
** of£»^i»K/ftiould give theEmpcror 100,000 Crowns 
** of Gold, at three Payments, 35,000 prefently af- 
** ter the Declaration of the War, as much more when 
" theWarwasbegun,and 30,ooowithinthreeMonths 
" after. — That the Emperor entered not into this 
*' League, as Guardian to (3>arles his Gran^tHi -, but 
" upon his own Account. — That the Emperor and 
** King of England (hould ratify the Treaty within a 
" Month, and the Pope and the King of Spain within 
** twoMonths ;with this exprefs Reftri«ftion, that, in cafe 
** the Pope- and the King of Spain ihould not ratiff 
" the Treaty by the Time appointed, it Ihould how- 
*' ever be in Force between the Emperor and the 
" King of England. Laftiy, the Confederates re- 
" nounccd all Exceptions whatever, and particularly 
" tl\at which might be made to another's Ibpulating 
" for them." 

Never perhaps was leen more Infincerity than in 
this Treaty, fincei of all the Confederates, Henry alone 
intended to keep his Word. Lee did not ratify it, 

^ '6'F'r- 
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Terdinaad Clowned his Ambafiador, the Emperor re- 
ceived the firft Payment from Hewrj, and never trou- 
bled himfelf to perform his Engagements. How- 
ever, in the mean dme, the Treaty being brought to 
Londetiy Ferdinands AmbaOador approved and rad- 
fied it, ./^/theaSdi. 

It may be thought ftrange, that an Emperor, a 
pope, and a King of Spain fhould thus join to lay 
fuch a Snare for a young Prince of but 2 1 Years of 
Age, and fo nearly allied to Ferdinand by Marriage ; but 
certain it is, that where Self-inttreji hes near the Heart* 
Ties of Blood or Friendlhip are too often forgot. 

Henry, relying upon the Diverfions his pretended 
AUies would make in the Places aforefaid, flattered 
himlelf he. might cafily extend his Conque{ls to 
Picardf ; full of thefe Conceits we ihall leave him 
making extraordinary Preparadons by Sea and Land, 
for his intended Expedidon, and return to Affairs in 
Jtafy. 

The Fenttians, not being able to conclude a Peace 
with the Emperor, who pretended to fubjeft them 
to very unrealonable Terms, fbllicited a-frelh the Ne- 
godadon they had begun with France ; and now Lewis, 
to whom Time was precious, readily accepted their 
Propolals, and a League between them was quickly 
concluded, on the lame Foot as that of the Year 14981 
which was tranfafted by jlndreio Gritti, then Prilbner 
in France, who hereon was rekafed, as well as the 
brave General Ahiano, who alio had been a Prifo- 
/ ner there ever fince the Battle of Agnadel -, but, at his 
Return, hi$ graceful Matters made this great Soldier 
General of the Republick's Forces. 

When Ijwis had concluded this Treaty, he ordered 
his beft Troops to march into Itafy, depending on 
the Truce concluded at Oribez, and Ferdinaad'i Un- 
dertaking for Henry's coming into it. The Com- 
mander of thefe Forces was the famous M^rfhal la 
TrmpvilUf and they foon arrived at the Borders of 

the 
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^le h&Mtft ; on which Duke MaximiliM quitted hU 
Capitol, atid retired among the Switz, who were a 
Body of 10 or ii,ooq ^fen fhut up in Como and 
Navarro, wherft they expeacd Supplies from their 
own Country. 

The Duke of Milan, having only the Smtztrs to 
Oppofc the French, Milan and the reft of the Towns 
of the Dutchy, except Cwu and Nffvarra, fubmitted 
to la Trimoville. 

Whilft the French were making thcfe Conquefts, 
^viano, the Venetian General, took Pefckiera, Brefcia, 
and other Places, but failed in his Attempt uptHi 
Vsrena, 

About this Time the Faftion of the Aiemes^ who 
in Gensa fided with France, found Means to become 
fupcrior, and put the City again under the Domi- 
nion of the French King. 

irtc/j was now in Poffeffion of the Milanefe, ex- 
cept Coma and Navarra, which fo flufticd hb Genc- 
rais, that they threatncd nothing but Fire and Sword 
agdnft thofe that Ihould of^fe them \ but their 
Alertncfs was but of ihort Continuance ; for the 
Glory of this War was refcrved, to the no fmall In- 
famy of the French, the Germans^ the Spanijb Regi- 
ments, and the Venetian Bands, for the Sivitzers only, 
j^iainft whom the French Army, having firft left fof- 
ficient Garrifon in Alexandria, drew near to NaVarra, 
boafting of what Enemies they had fubdued, of their 
having taken Prifoner, in this very Town, Ludevico 
5/orzd, Father to the prefent Duke of Milan, and 
that they would alfo take and fend him to their Maf- 
fter J before which Town they were no fooner fet domi 
but they begun the Siege, and did great Executions 
Upon the Walls with their Artillery. As for the 
Sioitzers, they contemned the French fo much, that 
they would not fuffer the Gate of the Town to be 
feut, that opened towards the Camp. After the Be- 
fiegcrs had beaten down a liifEcient Space of the 

Wall, 
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Wall, they made a general Aflauk, but were fepulfed 
with great Lois. Upon this Difappointment, and 
hearing the Switzers expected a large Reinforcementj' 
the FteHch loft Courage, all their late Dcbonnair was 
Vanifhedj and they very filently retired two Miles 
from the City, comforting themfelves with the Hopes 
of ftarving the Enemy out ; But they quickly found 
the contrary, for Melin, a refolute Swttz Captain, cal- 
ling together his Soldiers on the Market-place, en- 
touraged them to take this Opportunity to attack 
the French, before they fettled in a new Camp, and 
not tarry for the Succours expected the Day tbllow- 
ii^ ; athiing, *' That the greater the Danger, the 
" more Honour ; that, in cafe they fucceeded, they 
'' ihould be greatly enriched by the Spoils of their 
" Enemies : And, faid he, where Honour, Booty,- 
** and perpetual Praife are. to be acquired, what cart 
*' be wanting to provoke fucli as we are to fight ?" 

At this Speech the Bands of Soldiers much re- 
joiced, every one approving the Captain's Advice by 
holding up his Hand; Thett he ordered them trf 
take Refrefhment ^nd reft themfelves i but not to 
fail of being ready when the Drum beat. 

The Nation of Switzers never made a more brave 
nor mott refolute Appearance than upon this Oeca- 
fran, being but a few in Number, without Horfe- 
tnen, without Anillery, though going to engage ar^ 
Army mighty in Men, Ammunhiony Horfes, and 
all other Things for Defence. 

On the 6th Day of Jaw, about Mid- '^' Smtz/«r- 

ing Minds leis affected to Safety,- than ^j,, 
to Glory,' dieir whole Strength being 

.about 9000 Men* 7000 of which were appoint- 
ed to chat^e the French Artillery, riiat Was guarded 

. by the Lance-knights ; the Rcfidue were to confront, 

with their Pikes upright, (he Men at Afms. The 

Voi. II. Y Frertck' 
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French Anny, who expefted no fuch Attack, or af 
Icaft kx)ked not for it fo foon, had made no Forti- 
fication to their Camp ; fo that the fiift Alarm, their 
Ccatineb gave of the Enemies Approach, being fo 
unexpected, with the Darknels of the Night, throwed 
them into Confufion, and it was with great Diifi- 
cuky that they got themfelves into any Order of Bat- 
tle ; however, at laft they made fliift to difcharge their 
Artilleiy brifkly, which did great Execution, as was 
perceived by the Crying and Noife of the Wounded. 
Neverthelcfs, fuch was the defperate Refolution of the 
Switzers, that, not ^fcouraged with the Slaughter erf 
their fellow Soldiers, dead at their Feet, they ftiU 
perfifted In riieir Attack, and, at laft breakmg the- 
Enemies Order, they ran as faft as they couJd upon the 
Artillery, when the Lance-knights and they had Kige- 
ther a bloody Medley, the one fighting againft the 
other with an unappealable Fury, which in themi 
both was fo much the more redoubled by Hatred 
on the one Hand, and the Defire of Glory on th^ 
other. Now the Sun began to fliew Itfclf, and 
the Diverfity of the Fight appeared j fometimes 
one Sidfc feemed to yield, fometimes the other ; but 
very defperate on both : In Ibort, all Parts were ftifl 
of dece^ed Bodies, wounded Men and Blood, and 
nothing was lefs feared than Death, nor any thing 
more abhorred than Fear, and the Greatnefs of tire 
Peril made both Parties more furious and refolute. 
But, what was very furprizing, the Men at Arms" 
among the French ftood ftock-ftill, for neither Atr- 
thority, Perfuafions, Exclamations, Threatnings, nor 
the Examples of their Generals could move the Horfe- 
men to engage in the Battle, ifiey were fo much feized 
with Fear, that, they feemed to ftand and abide 
the Danger, which by fighting they might have avoid- 
ed i and it fufficed the Switzers to keep them im- 
paled in their Raiks, and to hinder thens from mi- 
niftrtngt 
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niftring Succours to the Footmen. Such was the 
Calamity of that Fi^, that thofc found moft Peril* 
who ventured moft for their Safety ; and fuch, whofc 
Fear was greater than their Valour, Fortune threw 
moft into Security. In fine the SwttTxri won the Ar- 
tiUery, and turned them upon their Enemies, who 
were foon put ro Flight ■, and to the flying of the 
Footmen was joined the breaking and running away of 
the Men at Arms ; except the Lord Robert la Marcb, 
who, moved -with the AfFeftion of a Father, entered 
the Swifi Army widi a Squadron of Horfemen, to 
refcue Fkrango and Jianes^ his two Sons, Captains of 
Foot, both lying on the Earth grievoufly wounded i 
by whofe uncommon Valour, to the no fmall Surprize 
«f the SwilzerSj they were carried off. 

After the Batde had ccmtinued fome Hours, Vic- 
tory every where declared for the Stoifs. There 
was flainof the Switzers only 1500, of which Num- 
ber was their valiant Captain MoUn, who received his 
Death-wound by the Thruft of a Pike thro' the 
Throat : Far greater was the Lofi of the Frescb, of 
■whom, fome fay, were left dead no leis than 10,000, 
the moft part of the -Lance-knighjs glorioufly dying 
"in the Fight. The greateft Execution and Slaughter 
befc] the French and Gafcoigne Footmen in their 
fliamefiil Flight, but, giore was the Pity, almoft all 
the Horfemen went away in Safety, who puflied off 
ib fwiftty', that the Switzers were not able to fol- 
Jow them. If the Switzers had had Horfemen, in all 
Probability, they had made their Calamity equal, 
if not worfe, than the Footmen, their Cowardice be- 
ing fo inexpreflible, and their Diforder fo uncommon. 
All the French Baggage became a Prey to the Vic- 
lors, with twenty two Piec^ of great Artillery, and 
all the Horfes affigned for the .Service of the fam^. 
jfl^ong the Wounded was the Marftial la TritnovilUy 
and the Father of the Marlhal de Fleuranges^ who 
Y 2 ceccived 
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j-eceived, as the Marlhal fays in his Memoirs, forty fix 
Wounds, and yet recovered. The .Stc'/Vafrj returnesi 
into Navarra, crowned with fo much Viftory, and 
loaded with fo gre^t Spoils, that to their Renown, 
the Magnanimity of their Entcrprize, the evident deT ' 
■fpifing of Death, the Refolution they fhewed in the 
Fight, and the happy and honourable Conqueft, run 
"through all Europe, " There were many, fays Guic- 
f' ciardin, who did not ftick to rank this ^ttle and 
f* Viiftory with fome of the moft magnified among 
?* the Greeks and Romans'* 

The Remainder of the French, after this exceeding 
,£)verthrow, fled to Piedmont-, where la Trimoville loon 
heard the News of new Troubles in the Milanefe ; for' 
the Viceroy of Naples, upon the late Defeat, fent 
fome Forces to Genoa, upon which that City revolted 
from the French, and ^as reftored to its anuent Form 
of Government. 

Maximilian, Duke of Milan, who had been ex- 
pelled his Dutchy, took Pofleffion of it again ; fo 
piat by thefe furprifing VicitTitudes, in the Xing of 
France's Affairs, Lewis got and loft Genoa and Milan: 
|n lefs than a Month. 

The Venetians, hearing what had befel the French, 
haftily retired into their own Territories, and formed 
the Siege of Verona. The Viceroy, of Naples purfucd 
and fell on the Venetians, and obliged them Co raife 
the Siege, then beat them in a pitched Battle near 
Vicevza, and after that entered the Venetian Territo- 
ries, took feveral Towns, and even ravaged the Coun- 
try within fight of Venice ; infomuch, that the Re- 
■publick was fallen almoft into the fame Condition it 
had been in formerly, to which Lewis had reduced it, 
after the Battle o^ Agnadel, as to its Poffeffions on the 
Continent. In which unhappy Condition we ihall 
once more leave them. 
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But thf Swifs were not ccmtentcd in 
driving the Frmh out of (he Mia- ^^^^^ 
jufCy they even followed them into Fj^nce. 
their ovn Cowntry, ^d the Opportu- 
nity was favcturable, by reafbn gf the ieveral before 
mentiojaed Junftures ; to improve which they ia- 
ftantly levied (5/100 Men. Here tlie Emperor was 
ready to join, in hopee of fharing the Plunder j and 
accordingly ordered the Nobility of French Comte, aai 
fome Gfrmas Horfc, under the Command of the 
Duke cf Wtrtemberg, to afflft the SwUzers. 

This Army antered Butjundy, 4nd encamped before 
Dijon, where the French GeneraJ, then lately returned 
from Italy, hadt in his Turn, Ihut himfelf up with 
fome Troops ; but the Race was fo weak, that there 
was no hkelihood of keeping It ; tfao' la Trimoville per- 
ceived, that, if it Was given up, France in general 
would be in great Danger ; ijierefore without w^t- 
ing the King's Orders, ne bound himfelf to pay the 
Swifs 400,000 Crowns, part of whi(^ he paid down 1 
and likewife, in his Matter's Name, promifed, that he 
&ould dcfilt from all his pretenflons to the Dutchy 
of Milan. 

No fooner wxH"e thefe Articles figned, but the Sivit- 
^sers, being welt pleafed with their Expedition, re- 
turned home, taking with them four Hoftages, who 
were to remain with them tjU the Articles were per-, 
formed i but, a^ foon as the Hoftages heard, that 
X^foij rcfijfed to ratify the Articles, they found Means 
to make their Efcapes ; and with this Incident we 
Ihall quit, for this Year, the War abroad, wherein 
England was not immediately concerned. 

Henry, whilft: the Land-forces were Mairii>f'Ea%- 
getting ready, ordered a large Fleet to ',-,, 
be fitted out for fcouring the Seas, and 
protefting the Coafts. The Command of this Fleet 
he gave to Sir Edssard Howard, Lord high Admiral, 
which cwifilted o{ fwty ^o Une of &ttle Ships, 
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and they failed to the Coaft of France^ and found the 
Frmcb Fleet fnug in the Harbour of Brefi. The Ad- 
miral, neverthelels^ refolvedto attack them, andfent 
J^otice thereof to the King, and defired his Majefty 
would come in Perfon, to have the Honour of the 
A£Uon, Whatever might be the King's Inclinationp 
he was dilTuaded there&om by his Council ; fo that 
the Anfwer the Admiral received was, in general, to do 
his Duty. Whereupon he landed 1500 Men againfl: 
Bnfii burnt the Country in fight of the Caftle and 
10,000 Freashf who were drawn up tc^ether, and 
thought fit not to oppofc them. 

The Fleei being now in fome want of Provifions, 
for the prefent the Admiral flopped his Progrefi dU 
a frelh Supply arrived : But, having Notice where the 
French Galues Jay, he refolved to attack them, and he 
himfelf entered one of the Row-barges in Purfuit of 
them, tho' they lay between Rocks, whereon were 
placed feveral Pieces of Ordinance. About four 
a Qock in the Aftemocai he entered the French A4- 
miral's Galley Sword in Hand, attended by Sir 
"John Walhp* and feventeen Englijb jolly Tars at his 
Heels, who foon drove out the &iemy 5 but, the Tide 
being far fpent, the other Barges could not come up 
;to his Afliftance, which the French perceiving, they 
re-entered the Galley, with Spikes and Spears, begun 
a new Fight, and the Row-barge being driven away 
by the Violence of the Tide, his Men were moft of 
them killed by his Side, where he, ftill m^taining 
tn. c in. ij the Fight, was with a Spear thrown

tairal drotmicd. over-board, and drowned; with much 
Difficulty Sir John JFallop efcaj)ed, and 
our Fleet, having thus loft their ijioft gallant Admiral, 
returned home.

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Thus died our valiant Sir Edward Howard,* rather 
bj' his own Intrcptdity, than the Condudt of his Ene- 
mies. His Ralhnels indeed was blamed, as the Caule 
of his unfortunate Death, but his Honour and Bravo* 
ry* muft ftill furvive in the Recoids of Fame ; t^ whota 
it TDSCf be truly ai&med, that his whole Ijfe was buc 
one Scene of noble, generous, and magnanimous Ac- 
tions, which begun even in his Infancy. He was f&- 
«md Son of Ithomas Howard^ Earl of Story, a valua- 
ble Defccndant to that illuftrious Houfe ; for whether 
we view die great Endowments of his Mind, or the 
Eztenfivenefs of his Genius, we fliall be equally and 
agreeably fnrprifed, efpecially in War, for which he 
was fo well qualified, that never was he fo weU pleafed, 
swhen attempting the moll dangerous EnterprizeS} 
for thofe Dangers which would raife Tremors in others, 
put him into Repofe and a natural Temper. 
■ By Land he jways led the Van of the Army, and 
Biflied into the hottcft Fire of the Enemy. At Sea 
he defpifed Danger, and fliewed Course even to a 
Fault, mth whom this was a Maxim, 'That a. SeamoM 
was good fcr'iutbing, andfcarcewerlhbaKgif^f that was 
mt refelutej even to fome Degree of Madnefs. 

The French^ thinking to take Advantage of the 
Admiral's Death, took it inR> their Heads to land 
fome Men in Suffix, where they met with fuch a Re- 
ception, as induced them to return on Board, without 
doing much Damage to the Country. 

The Nation fiifhining a very great Lots, by the 
Death of this &mous Admiral, in fome meafure b> 
r^»ir it, the Kmg was pleafed to confer the Command 
of his Reet on the ILord Thomas Howard, eldeft Bro- 
ther of the Deceafed. No fooner had he received his 
CcHnmiffion, but he repaired on board the Fleer,

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and fo fcourcd the Seas of the French, tint they wen! 
no more to be feen on the Engiyh Cdsft, 

Now his Majefly became more atlentiTc to thcf 
Trinfaftions of State, iti order to form himfelf for 
tJovemmentj and obtaio a further Knowledge of the 
Affairs of Europe. 

Slrype fays, " This War was undertaken out trf 
"*• Zeal to the Pope^ and that it might be juftly 
'" thought, as Ji^alfy was become gready in Farour^ 
** that he encouraged it, not only to fhcw himfelf 
** a true Churchman, but alfo to fer^c the private 
** Ends of his own Aihbition, when it Aiould be 
** known to the Pope, how he was die Ihftrnment 
•* of ftirring up the King to this chafgeabk Piece 
•' of Service." 

We can't agree witii the learned Mr. Strypt, in this,- 
that the War was gruttly encouraged by Mr. WoUey ; 
for, nothing appearing either in Print or Manulbript, 
to fupport it, on the contrary, it is moft likely, that 
this War Was projefted and advifed by the King's 
. Privy Council, prior to fFoif^'s coming into the Mi- 
niftry : And that it was a Spark c^ 2eal iit his Majeftj* 
as well as Bravery* that put him upon it, which riiay in 
fome rneafure be collefted from a Letter of the Kin^s 
to Sir David Owen, defiring him to atKnd him intof 
France with 60 Archers and 40 tiills on Fool» alBgn- 
ing thefe Reafons for the Expedition. 

" That it was acCMxling to his Duty 
2'/S D^id " '° *^°^ ^"'* ^'^ Church,; at the Re- 
Owes. '' "^^ ** 9Ueft *itl Deiire oi his Holinefs 
**' and other Chriftian f rihccs ; that it 
*' was for die Defence of the Pope and the Church, 
*' being by the French King oppreflod, and for cx- 
" tinguifhing the deteftable Schifm^ raifed by certain 
" perverie Cardinals, and m^ntained by the fame 
" King 1 and that, for God's Qjiarrtl as- Well aS 
*' recovering his- own Right* he wouM proifecute and 
•♦ cany on the War, and pcrfonally proceed him-

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** fclf into France with a Roya! Army." In the Con- 
clufion he advifcd Sir David, ** to liilfil the Command 
" becoming his Honour, and as he tendered the Ad- 
** vancement of that meritorious Voyage." 

Cardinal Baynh-idge, ftilJ Ambaffador Baynbridge'^ 
ax.Remey wrote to the King, wherein ^«"- <" '^« 
he informs his Majefty, " of the Opi- '"^' 
** nion then entertained of him there, in refpeil to 
** his defigncd Expedition to France: The Pope's 
** Holinefs, lays he, and all other great Men here, 
" look daily to hear that your 'Grace (hall utterly 
*' exterminate the French King, which I Ihall daily 
" befeech the molt bleffed Trinity to bring to fuch 
** pafs, as your Grace would defire, with profperous 
'* Puefervation of your moft high and noble Ellate." 
To this Letter the King returned a fuitable Anfwer, 
and affui;ed the Cardina!, " That he would profecute 
** the intended War with the utmoft Vigour, for the 
'** dcfigned Purpofe." 

The French had ralfed a Report at Rome, that 
the King intended only to go over to ranre in or- 
der to make a Peace with Lewis. But as ibon as 
this LiCtta- arrived, Baynbridge farisfied that Court, that 
the Repon: was falfe, and thereupon wrote to die King 
again to the fojlowing EfFeft : 

" My Lord, the Cardinal Hadrian doth now greatly 
" value himfclf, that, fince I did Ihew unto him your 
*' Grace's moft honourable Letters againft the Schif- 
" maticks, he h^i laboured extremely againft them, 
■" and brought the Matter into this pafs, than which 
** there is nothing more falfe : For it is here openly 
" known lo all Men, that all Things, which hath 
*' been done againft the Schifmaticks, hath been 
" brought about only by the Cardinal Scani Vilail 
** Sedunm^ and myfelf, all others, that have done 
*' any thing thcron, have done it at our Inftanccs : 
*' Though I am very loth to write any thing againft 
■" any Perfon to your Giace, I can't of Duty hold my 
Vol. H. Z " Peace, 
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*' Peace, the Ambaflador of Spain, being Refident 
" here, did lately come unto me at my Seat, which 
*' is a compleat Mile ftom his Home, to fhcw un- 
*' to me, that the Cud Cardinal Hadrian doth di- 
" vulge amongft the Cardinals and others, censun 
" Things againft your Grace's Honour: Firft, that 
'* your Grace would come over the Sea, not to in- 
*' vadc the ^emies of the Church, but to make a 
*' Peace at your Pleafure : Secondly, he Ihewcd unto 
" the faid Ambaflador, that no Man in Rome had 
" any thing from England but he, by realbn he had 
** a Faftor there, named Poliderus, who he faid was 
" Body and Soul to my Lord oi fVincbefier^ and from 
*' whom he had been informed, that your Grace 
*' would not in any cafe Perfonally proceed againft 
** the Frenchmen^ the which Relation did gready dif- 
*' comfort all fuch as be your Grace's Servants, and 
*' regard your Honour ; and greatly encour^ed all 
*' thofe who be your Enemies. When I did advCr- 
*' tize the faid Cardinal hereof, dcfiring him to make 
^' no Relation contrary to your Grace's Xxttera to 
^' me direfted, in which was never found a Lie, he 
*' did fwear he never laid any fuch thing ; though 
" not only the faid Ambaflador, but alfo fome of die 
" beft Cardinals at Rome, will prove it a-fore his 
** Face : Infomuch the fad Ambaflador of Spain hath 
*' writ at this time unto the Ambaflador of Spain, 
" now Refident in your Grace's Court, defiring him 
" to fhew the Thing in fuch Manner there, that 
" the faid Cardinal may be warned to defift from 
" making fuch untrue Relations, contrary to your 
" Grace's letter and Honour. My Lord of IVor- 
" cejier, your Grace's Orator here, hath and doth 
" daily lintoxvour Grace right good Service in all 
^i your Caules^^y reafon of the very good Favour 
V- he is in with the Pope's Holinefs. The Pope*s 
*' Holinefe is minded, as your Grace may perceive 
_" by his Brief, to fend a legate to your Grace to

*' it iliall neither be profitable nor honourable, that 
*' your Grace do admit any fuch Legate, and efpc-

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As to Cardinal Birfnhridge, it appears by his Letters, 
that he was a watchful Servant, and ready to ferve 
his Mailer, the King, in all Affaire. 

Tho' yuHc approached, no Emperor's Forces were 
in the Field, nor had the King heard one Word of 
his Father-in-law's being in Mbtion, purfuant to the 
late League ; yet that did not deter Henry from put- 
ting his Fart in Fjiccution. 

As the King had declared his Refolution of com- 
rnanding his Army in Perfon, federal Ohyeftions were 
raifed againfl it in Council : Some urged the AfFee- 
"■ tion and Concern of the Nation for his Safety -, that, 
" as a great Part of his People were ftill attached' to 
** the Houfe of Tbrk, and as there was one of that 
" Family in the Tower, it would not be very difficult 
*' to fet him on the Throne, in cafe any Difaflcr fhould 
*' be&l -his Majefty : That a War wfth France was noc 
" of fuch Moment to England, aS to hazard hb Mi- 
" j^fif^ facred Perfon ina Foreign Country ; and that, 
" if any Mifchance fhould happen to him, it would 
*' overwhelm the whole Nation with the greateft 
*' Grief." 

In anfwer to thefe Objeftjons, it was alledged, 
•' That to commit an Army, with the Flower of the 
" Nobility and Gentry to any one Sul^^eft, was not 
•* only unfafe, but might be prejudicial, beraufe of 
** the many Competitors for the Honour ; and that it 
*' was no new thing for a King of England to march 
*' at the Head of his Army in Foreign Countries." 
To this it was replied, "_ That, as the King had no 
** IfTue, it was againft all Reafon of State to hazard

** before, he ihould follow; its Dictates." 

The Council, perceiving that it was not eafy to di- 
vert the King from his Intention, advifed the putting 
of the Earl of Suffolk to Death, in or- _^ „. .^ . 
der to remove the firft Objedion, which ^^ b%i^J. " 
was ^reed to, and he was accordingly 
beheaded, not (Hily without being tried, but without 
having Sentence of Death paffed upon him. 

Ecbard fays, " The £^1 was of a tuihulent and 
*' audacious Spirit, and that his Head was ftruck off 
" by the Direction of Htftry the Vllth cai his Death- 
« bed." 

It feems to be fomewhat particular, as there appears 
no legal Ciufe for putting this unhappy Prince to 
Death i that neither Polydor Virgil, Monfieur Raping 
nor any other of fVulfiy's mofl: inveterate EJiemies, 
Ihould not palm his Death on him, by aUedging that 
he advifed the King to take away his Life, which 
they might more feaiibly have done, than many other 
ili-natured Adions they have laid to his Charge. 

To paliate this almoft unheard of MUrder, for, as 
he had no Trial, it can be nothing Ie&, becaufe it 
appears he was pardoned by Henry the Vllth i though 
fome have been pkafed to lay, " That Hertry 
** the Vllth did not pardon him, but only promif^ 
" not to take away his Life % and, in Imiution of 
" Dai^s Commands to Sokmon in refpeft to Joaht 
•* he direfted his Scm to do it." 

The French Writers aflert, " The Earl's ax)ther 
•* was at this Time in the French Service, commaod- 
" ed 6000 Men, and began to make a great Figure ■,"

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which its fuppofed was one Motive for taking 
him off to prevent any Inconveniency from the o- 
ther fide of the Water, by fomenting Commotions 
in the Kingdom during the King's Abfence, in order tcr 
deliver the Earl out of the Tower.-^-Pi. . forry Ejccufe 
indeed. 

The Earl of St^olk being thus removed, the King's 
going into trance was no longer oppofed in Council, 
and Wolfe^ was again ordered to haften the Prepara- 
tions for embarking the Army. Jiifl: as eVcry Thing 
■was ready for the Expedition, the King received an 
Account, that his Father-in-law had made a Truce 
for a Year with Jjeuns^ which put Henry into fome 
Commotion^ and caufed him to difpatch an AmbaHa- 
dor to Ferdinand, to fummon him to execute hb En- 
gagements. Ferdinand, in Anfwer, told the Ambaf- 
dors, " That the NeceffityofhisAiFairs had obliged him 
*' to accept a Truce for a Year ; that he adviied his 
*' Son-in-law likewife to accept of the fame ; that the' 
" Year following he would unite his Forces with 
** England, and vigoroudy attack the common E-" 
" nemy." 

The King had not long fcceifrcd this' Account, be- 
fore a Meflenger from the Emperor arrived, with a 
Letter filled with Excufes, and, among other Things, 
tells the King, " That his AiFairs would not pcfmit 
" him to fend an Array into Burgmdf this Year ; but 
•* afllired him, that he would not fail making amends 
*• the next Year, by bringing a much greater Army 
** into the Field than he firft intended i Mid proteftedj 
•* that, tho* he could not do what ht fiift propofed, 
** y« he would attend his Majcfty to fcrve in his Ar- 
** my as a Volunteer." 

Now Henry found, that the League, which had 
been ftiled hofy, was deferted by two unholy or unfaith- 
ful Parties, and he left alone to carry on the War j yet 
thb did not difcourage himj for, the King, as Hoi- 
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lij^flytefd iays, was refolutely bent to tame th'e lofty 
Frmcbmen. 

Henry the Vllth, in Confidcration of Sir Gilbert 
laHo^s feithful Service at the Battle of Bofivortby 
was pleafed to make him Governor of Calais, ajod

On the iSthof 7k^ his Majcfty with his Forces 
arrived fafe in his Camp before Turwine, and imme- 
diately took a View of the City, which was ftrongly 
fortified with Walls, Bulwarks, and lai^e Ditches ;

Here the King took upon himfelf the chief Command 
of his Army, having the Duke of Buckingham on his 
iRight Hand, and Sir Edward Pc^-nings on the Left ; 
Charles Brandon, Vifcount Li/k, commanded the Van- 
guard, accompanied by the Earl of Effex; Edward Guild- 
/orii,Efqicarried dieSiandard Royal; the Rear-guard wa<! 
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commanded by WtUiam Compton^ Efq; being com^ 
pofed chiefly of the Retinue of BHhop Fox 4nd Mr. 
Wolfey. After all came Sir /intbet^ Ougbtred, Ralph 
Fane, \ and John Nevil, Efqsj with 400 Spears. 

On the '27th the French Army came within Sight 
of the Englijby whofe Forces confifted of 18,000 
FooU and 4060 Horfe, commanded by the Duke of 
LBngueviUe^ la Palijfe^ Lord CUrment, the famous 
Chwalier Bayard, imd odier Officers of great Notg. 
And fooh after there was a Skirmiih between 
Earl of Effex's Men, and a Party of Ae Enemy, irt 
which the £njg!ijh got the betters and drove the 
French before mem ; for which Action the King pub- 
lickly ijianked the Earl. 

His Majefty with a becoming martial Spirit clofely^ 
attended the Siege, where theEn^iiJb Soldien daily gave 
frefh Proofs of their Courage in Sight of their Sove- 
i-ejgn, which was fo highly pleafing to him, that he 
then bellowed many Marks of his princely Favouf 
both to the Oificers and Soldiers.

In this Council the 
fiorming of the Town, and preventing its being fup- 
plied with Provifions was debated, and refolved to pre- 
pare five Bridges to be laid over the River, for the 
Army to pafs, as well for the better incommoding the 
Town, as to hinder any Supply of Provifions being 
carried into it. 

The Englijh paflfd over thefe Bridges the next Day, 
and Part of them fell in with a Convoy of Provi- 
fions defigncd for the Town, guarded by the whole 
French Army, Henry immediately attacked 
5smr'^ this Convoy, fo that a general and fharp 
' Engagement enfued, (and there was alfo 
prcfent the Emperor) which ended in the French being 
put to flight, and the Duke of LongueviUe, their 
General taken Prifoner, with la Palijfe, Clermonty 
Bayard, and leveral other Officers, befides a great 
Number of common Soldiers. 

This Engagement was called the Battle of Spurs^ 
occafioncd by the Confternation and Diforder which the 
French fled in, who made more Ufe of their Spurs than 
their Spears, their Horfemcn having no more Courage 
to ftand Fire here, than in their Engagement with the 
Swilzers in Itafy. ■ 

„ As foon as this Aftion was over, the Go- 

taim. vemor, finding himfelf diiappoinied of the 
Provifions he expefted, delivered up theTown 
to the King, Upon this • the Earl of Shrewjbury 
hoifted the Banner of St. George, and the King en- 
tered the City in great State, finding therein Plenty 
of Guns and Ammunition, Next, in a Council of 
War, it was refolved, to proceed from hence, in or- 
der to bcfiege the City of'Toumay, after the Demo- 
lition of the Fortifications aad burning the Town of 
Tunvine, theBifhop's Palace, die Cathedral, the Churches 
and religious Houfes excepted j yet it was not fo

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far- demolifhed, but the French ftiortly after re^- 
pairol the Fordficactons, and put it in a State of 
Defence. After the taking this City the Emperor 
paffed into Flanders. 

Some Authors fay, that Tarwine was deftroyed a.% 
the Requeft of the Emperor, who urged, that it could 
not be kept without ^at Expence, and only ferved 
as a Bulwark for the Enemy. Here again we muft ' 
couch on Mr. Aidtfon ;

*• the Nam,e of his Miftrefe in his martial Sports in 
•* Time of Peace)* march but one Mile upon the 
** Ef^lijb Bounds, in the time of an apjMtiaching 
" "Waragainft her Lord and Country." 

The Scotch King was eafily prevailed on to comply 
with this Miniftcr's Requeft, and, to give a Sanftion 
to what he intended, he called his Parliament, to ad- 
vife with them about a War with England j and, they 
■ being met, many oppofed it, but in vain ; others re- 
commended it, knowing the King was bent on it ; 
therefore it was agreed, that a Herald fhould be fent 
to King Henry, who was then in his Camp before Tur- 
wine, to require him to forbear carrying on a War 
againft France^ and to acquaint him, if he relufed, 
that his Mafter fhotild be under a Neceflity to dedare 
War againft him. This Herald being arrived at Hen~ 
ry's Tent, delivered his Letters on the French King's 
Behalf, which charged our Sovereign with Breach of 
Faith, particularly in the Cafe of Andrev} Breton. 
To which Henry aniwered. That he had heard no- 
" thing but what he had expected frqm his Mafter, 
** who was a Defpifer of the Laws both of God and 
*' Man i therefore he Ihould not defift from a 
*' War, began with lb much Jufticc, and fo happily 
,*• carried on hitherto, for any Threats i neither did 
" he care for that Prince's Friendfhip, of whofe Incon- 
** flancy he had fo often had Experience." With this 
Anfwcr the Scotch Herald retumed home, after having 
pronounced War againft England: But, before the 
Herald could reach Scotland, James had publiihed a 
Declaration of War, importing,

** King of Englaitd, our Brother-in-law, are well 
*• known. Sundry of cur Subjefts have been taken 
*' Prifoners, and Incurfions have been made up- 
** on our Borders i the Wardens of our Marflics have 
** been miftrably killed ; our Merchants at Sea 
*' have been Spoiled of their Goods, the chief Cap- 
** tains of our Ships put to Death, and all by the 
** King's own Commiflion ; and when, by our Ambaf- 
** fadors, we required Satisfaftion, we received no 
** Juftice worthy of him or us. 

" Befides thefe Outrages, Henryt King of Englandy 
** without any jufl: Caule, hath invaded the Territo- 
" ries of the King of France^ and hath rejefted our 
*' Requefts on that King's Behalf; And, if our Bro- 
** ther of England fliould extend his Conquefts in that 
** Country, to what an Extremity would not Scotland 
*' be reduced, in having lb powerftil and ambitious a 
'* Neighbour ? This is a good Caufe for us at this 
** Time to take up Arms, which cannot be butjuft, 
*' fince moft neceffary. 

" We are not ignorant, that here will be objefted, 
'* the Breach of a League between our Brother and 
" us. We have not broken that Les^e, for the 
•* Caufes and Reafons we have above afligned. A Na- 
** tional League is ever to bt preferred before any 
^ . Perfonal i and an antient to a new Ally. The League 
" between

** Er^latid, which we, as an Ally of the Houfe of 
•* . England, did contraft, and which yet we are moft 
** willing to keep ; for we declare, and manifeft, that^

** jefts, that we will difband our Forces, and are con- 
•* tent, that all Matters in Difference (halt be amica-

*' lafting Peace can be concluded."

" It's - no "Wonder, (obferves Mr. Drumond, from 
** whom we have extrafted this Charafter) amidft fo 
'* much Worth, that fome humane Frailty Ihould be 
** found : There is no Day fo bright and fair, which 
** at one Moment or other looketh not pale ; he 
** was fomewhat wedded to his own Humour, Actions 
'* of Raihnefi, and Temerity ; and fuch, even tho* 
" they may have an happy Event, are never Praifc- 
** worthy m a Prince. He was fo infected with that 
" illuftrious Crime, Defire of Fame, which the Am- 
** bitious taiie for Virtue, that he preferred it' to his 
" Life, and the Peace of his Subjefts. 

*' Though Virtue is fomerimes unfortunate, yet 
■" it is ever in high Efteem in the Memory of Men : 
** Such Love for him remained in the Hearts of 
** his People after his Death, that the lilce was not 
*' of any King before him. In fhort, he ferves for 
*' an Example of the Frailty of great Men on the 
*' Theatre of this World, and of the Inconftancy of all 
** lublunary Things." 

All Hiftorians agree, that James the IVth was one 
of the beft Princes the Scotch loft in the whole Suc- 
teflion of their Kings. His Body, it feems, bemg 
inclofed in Lead, for a good while remained un- 
buried, which King Heyiry faid was but a due Pu- 
niffiment for one who had peijurioufly broken his 
League. 

At laft tfie Body-was interred ; but, as James died 
under the Sentence of Excommunication before the 
Rites of Chriftian Burial could be performed, it was 
necefiary a Dilpenlation fliould be obt^ned from 
Rente, which I^q the Xth granted in the lirft Year of 
his Pontificate, and in the Letter he wrote to King

Occafi<Mi of which, as F«* relates, was this : A Ckigy- 
man claimed the Bearing-ftieet of //ks's deceafcd 
Child, as a Mortuary, which Him refufing to give, 
■he was liied in the Spiritual Cduit. Hmi& Counlel 
on- this advifed him to bring a PremuMtre ag^nll the 
Clerk, for fuing the King's Subjefts in a foreign 
Court. That the Bifliop's Court was foreign he pre- 
-tended to prove, becaule the Court fat by Autho- 
rity from the Le^te : But Fex fecms here to be doubly 
miftaken ; for, i/?, the Bifhop of London^ in whofe 
Court Httn was fuep, had no legatinc Commiflion, but 
aiHrd upon his oniinary Jurifdidtion : Befides, here 
were no BuHs or Inftruments procured from the Pope, 
or any thing made ufe of in the Name of the Sec 
of Rome. 2dly^ If, by a Stretch of Conftru£Hon, 
the Bilhop of L.onden fiiould be faid to be an Abet- 
tor of a foreign Jurifdiftion, becaufe he did not for- 
mally difclaim the Legadne Authority, it may be ob- 
fcrved, that the Archbithops of Canterbury have been 
all along ftiled the Pope's Legate, from the Reign 
of Henry the III down to the Reformation^ and yet 
dieir Jurifdi(ftion was never dilputed. 
. Whilft this Suit was depending Hun -ma queftioned 
■for Herefy and imprifoned, who being afterwards 
found dead in his Chunber, Dr. Horfy and the 
■Keeper affirmed he had hanged himfclfj but their 
^Relation being doubted the Coroner's Inqueft lat on 
the Body, and, acquitting him of being Feh-de-fe, 
laid the Murder on the Officers that had the Charge 
of the Prifon. 

E>uring the time the Inqueft was thus proceeding the 
Bifhop began a new Procefs againft //««, for other Points 
of Herefy. The Articles againft him are faid to be 
deduced out of Wicklig'% p^face to the Bible, which, 
being found in //a»'s Pofleflion, paffed for Evidence ;

The 4th Article objected to him was, his Defence 
of the Opinion of jfoaH Baker. 

Hun, in his Artfwer, denied the Objeflrions charged 
on him, as they are couched in the Articles : How- 
ever, he owned his haVing fpoken Words from which 
inight be drawn fuch a Conftrudtion ; for this he jwo- 
feffcd himfelf forry, begged God's Pardon, and fub^ 
mitted himfelf to the Biihop's Correftion. 

As to the Depofitions concerning Him's Murder,

Cafe happened, and anfwercd a Pamplet, called, 'H^e

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Supplicalhn of Se^ars, wherein Tie takes off the Im- 
putation of Guiitt chafed on Dr. Hor/^ and the Bi- 
fliop of London. 

For, the Author oF the faid Pamphlet advancing, 
that Dr. Horfiy purchafed the King's Pardon for rflur- 
dering of Hun, Sir fhemas Mere pofitively denies it, 
and lays, " There was never any Attempt made to 
•* procure a Pardon, but that, after a confiderable 
*' time, when the Nlattcr had been examined to die 
" Bottom, the King was fadsficd, that Df. Htrfey, 
" and thofe brought into Trouble with him, were 
" wrongfully charged with the Murder. Upon this, 
** when they were arraigned upon in Indictment, 
" and pleaded Not Guil^, Jie ordered the Attomey- 
" general to allow their Plea, and difcharge thetn." 

But, that TVoIfiy might come in for a fliare of the, 
Reflections tfirown on thofe .concerned in carrying on 
the Profecution ag^nd Hun, the learned Bi(hop Burnet, 
in his Hifiory of the Reformtim, tells us, " That Hun 
** having been fued in the Spiritual Court, for a 
•* Mortuary which he refufed to pay, and in Revenge' 
" profecuted the Qerk who brought that Adioil a- 
*' gainft him in « Premunire, for bringing the Kfng*^ 
" Subft^ before a Foreign Court, die Spiritual Court' 
" iitting by Authority from the Legate : This touch- 
•* ed the Clergy fo- to the quick, that they ufed aH 
" the Arts they could to fatten Herefy on him." 
His Relation of Hiin\ Death we (hall not repeat, 
but purfue the Profecutions againft thofe charged with 
with it : " The Bifhop of London (fiys Burnet) fitid- 
" ing that the Inqueft went on (againft Horfey and 
" others touching Hun's Death) and the whole Mat- 
" ter difcovertd, ufed all poffible Endeavours to flop 
" the Proceedings ; and they were often brought be^ 
" fore the King's Council,- wiiere it was pretended, 
*' that it proceeded from Malice and Herefy ;' and the 
" Cardinal laboured to ptocure an Order to forbicl 
" dieir gomg any further ; but the Thing was both 
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** fo foul, and Jo evideot, that it could not be done." 
To this Dr. FidSas replies ; " I tbjnk it incumbent 00

" tp Walfiy'i Diiadvantage, to make fomc tranfient 
" Remarks on thcfc feveral Particulars -, for the very 
" Maitter (jS Fadt, which is the Foundation of the 
" Story, is wrong ftated. 

" I- Him did not fuc the Clerk, who demand«d^ 
" 3 Mortuary for bringing him before a Foreign Court, 
" but for citing him into the Spiritual Court, for a 
*' Matter, as he pleaded, that was only triable ac 
*' Common Law. 

" IJ. That the Court, wherein Hun was profecuted, 
** did not fit by Authority from the Legate, the Per- 
" fon againft whom this fcemed to be defi^ned, if the

*' it was allowed by the Judges, at the Common 
** Law, ^at the Matter in Diiputc was properly cog- 
" luzable in the Spiritual Court. 

*' IV. That it was impoffible PFoIfey, as Cardinal,' 
*' couJd laijoyr to ftop their going farther into ihs En- 
" quiiy, in Relation to Hm's Death ; for then he had 
" not obtained that Dignity i and, as to the Spiritual 
** Court, where Hm was profecuted, the Chancellor 
** aded in Verpjc of the Bifhop of Lomhu's ordinary 
" JuriSifliion, without any Bulls, Inftruments, or 
^ other Procefe obtained from Rem. 

*' V. As to what the learned Bifhop fays of the 
*' Fouhefs and Evidence of the Murder., if we are to 
*' beheve what Sir Tbemas Mure has related, it feems 
** quite otherwife." 

To liim up this Matter jn a few WonJs, the Bi- 
fhop of Leaaon aflerted his Chancellor's Innocence to 
the laft J and it c^juip; be prelumed that the Bifliop, 
Ei e 2 from 
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from the Charafter he bore in the World, would have 
lb done, or any way countenanced his Chancellor, 
had he believed uiat Hun was murdered in the Manner 
Fox reprcfentcd it. 

Godwin, a Proteftant Divine of the Church of 
England, tells us, " That Richard Fitz James, Dr. 
*' of Law, was a Gendeman of an anrient Houf^ 
** learned and very virtuous. He was firft Biftiop 
" o^ Rochejier, in the Year 1496; tranflated from 
•' thence to Cbicbefier, in the Year 1504 •, and from 
** Cbicbefier to London, Ju^ft the 2d, 1506. This 
•* Prelate bellowed a great deal of Money in repair- 
** ing and beautifying St. Mary's Church at Oxford, 
** and alfo in adorning and beautifying the Cathedral 
** Church of St. PauTs, London -, and ai his Death 
** was buried between the two Pillars next the Steeple, 
" on the North Side of the Body of the Church, un- 
*' der a Marble Stone, over which was built a kind 
** of a Timber Chapel, which was cortfumed bv 
** Fire in the Year 1561. 

Whilft thefc Matters were tranfaft- 
Wolfey W/- Bi- • j)^ g^-f^ gifjj^j of Lincoln, died j 
whereupon his Majefty immediately 
bcftowed this BifhopricK on his Prime Minifter, ^ol- 
fey, who was no fooner named to fucceed this Bilhop, 
but he received the Compliments of the Prelates, 
Nobles, and Gentry, and every one at this Time 
feemed to vie with each other who fhould fhew him 
the greateft Refped:; on rfie 26th of March he 
was confecrated Bifhop thereof with great Pomp and 
Ceremony. 

The two UniVerfities of Oxford

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fed them. Soon after this die Univcrfity of Cam- 
bridge fent Biihop IVelfy an Inyitation, (by Lcner 
conveyed by proper Deputies) " upon Account of 
*' hb many and generous Qualities, which they cle- 
** gantly celebrate, to chufc him their Chancellor, and 
*' cameftly requeft him to accept that Office, tho' infe- 
" rior to his high Deferts ; *" which Welfey humbly 
declined, and acquaint^ them, " That nothing coula 
** be more grateful or engaging to him, than fuch a 
** Hgnal Teftimony of their Favour, which he had 
" neither Ibught after, or done any thing to merit j 
** but he was fo fenfible of the great Honour de- 
*' figncd to him, that he would make it his Endea- 
" vour to fliew his Gratitude, by doing, the Uni- 
" verfity in General, and the feveral Members, of it 
*' the bcft Services in his Power ; cxcufcd liimfelf 
*' for not writing in fo copious i. Manner as he prtJ- 
" pcfed, becaufe of the Multiplicity of publiclc Af- 
*' fairs wherewith he was taken up ; and therefofc 
" refers them to the Magiftrates, deputed from the 
*' Univcrfity, to wait on him for a more particular 
" Anfwer."t 

His Majefty at this time was pleafed by a fpecJal

The high Favour that ^affiy was now in with the 
King gave much Fleafine to KQiop Foxy who enr 
pfcll^ it br fendii^ him particular Cmnpkments 
on iiis new Promotiow i on the other hand, H^pljiy 
pxik. all Oppommities of ihewin^ his Gratitude xo £> 
great a l^tron, and contiooed fhU to advife with 
him upoD all AJ&irs of Importance : So that thdr 
Friendlhip, inftcad of diminifluDg, as Monf. Ra^ 
aind Dr. Kiiigkt would have it, every d^y eticreafed. 

" When any See was vacvit, (fays

To this HarmiT anfwersj " TH« Hiftorian here 
f* iMidertaketh to defcribe. the Way ^d Proceft to

" Dcfaiption of it, he hath committed feveral Mif-

Mr. Fuiman. hath aUb queftioned the Dace of 
the Rcftitution of the Temporalities of Uncoln, 
afli^ied by Bilhop Burnet to be the 4th <^ March, 
5 Hm. VHI. becaufe ^olfy was not confecrated 
rill the a6th of March. To this it was anfwered, 
" That it might be to give him a Right to the 
'* mcfne Profira, by reftoring die Temporalites before 
" Jjsij-itef^ though he was not confecrated till the 
•• 26th of Mxrcb;** but Jntbofvf Harmer, who ha9 
examined both Fuiman, and the Bifhop's Relaxion 
of this Matter, avers, " He knows not whether the 
" Anfwcr fubjcaned belongs to Mr. Fnlman or Bifliop 
*• Bttmet i but it proves. That neither of them knewr 

* the true State of this Matter \ for, whereas the 
•* Refldturion of the Temporalirifcs of Lincoln to Wol- 
•* fiy, before his Confecration, is here reprefented, if 
■* true, to be an extraordinary Cafe, owing to his 
•* great Favour and Power at Court ; the Truth is, 
** that at that Time, and for feveral Ages before, 
** Bilhops received their Temporalities from the 

* Kin^ immediately afccr their CcmHrmations, and 
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•* «vcn before Gonlccration ; and at their Confirma-' 
** tion did of courfe take out a Writ from the Arch- 
" bifhop to the King, fignifying their Confirmationi 
" and in Virtue of it defiring Refldtution of their 
•* Temporahties to be granted to them. fVelfey therc- 
*' fore, being promoted to the Bilhoprick of Lincoln 
*' by the Pope, on the 6th of February^ no wonder, 
^ as foon as his Bulls came into England, and had 
'* been allowed by the Archbifhop, he fhouki im- 
" mediately receive his Temporalities before Confc- 
** cration." Our great HiftoriMi, Burnet^ confeflcs, 
** That he is ignorant when BiDiops firft received 
** dieir Temporalities from the King, and renounced 
" the Benefit of the i^pal Bulls in relation to them, 
*' or any thing to be devifed from the See of RotiUi 
" and leaves it to the moft Learned in the Law to 
" difcover that Matter." To this Harmer replies* 
*' That he does not pretend to be learned in the 
" Law, yet he faith, the fmall Knowledge he hath, 
'' in the Antiquities of this Country, enables him to 
" difcoVeF this, if it is to be called a Difcovery, 
" that this Cuftom begun in the Year ,1272, when 
" a like Reniinciatbn was required of Robert Kit- 
" wardby, collated by the Pope to the Archbilhopricb 
"* of Canterbury -, and fliortly afier^ the Papal Bulls of 
" Provifion increafing, the Matter was fially fettled 
" about the Year. 1 300." 

Dr. William Smith, late Biftiop of 
R?^Sc£- ^*^^°^^ ^^ brought up at Cambridge^ 
r'lair, "' ^'^^ chofen Fellow |,of Pembroke-ball in 
tliat Univerfity ; firft confecrated Bifhop 
of Utchfield and Coventry in the Year 1492. Whilft 
he was Biftiop of Litchfield and Coventry, he founded 
an Hofpital for a Mafter, two Priefts, and ten poor 
Men i alfo a Frec-fchool for the Education of poor 
Children, and prevailed on Henry the Vllth to prefent 
to this School an Hofpital, called Denhall, with the 
Lands belonging to it. He fettled ten Pounds a Year im 
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I^md towards the Maintenanceof a School-mafter, where 
he was bom. He was a Man of great Eminence -, and, 
aiterhe had ornamented the See oi Litchfield and Csven- 
try four Years, was tranllated to Lincoln in the Year 
1495. Five Years he was Chancellor of the Univerfity 
rf Oxford, and founded the noble College of Brazen- 
nofe^ but lived not to finiih it in the IVlanner he in- 
tended. He was the firft Prejident of Wales, and go- 
verned that Country with great Reputation, from the 
1 7th of Henry, the Vllth to the Time of his Death ; 
and, having a great AffefticHi for Bifhop IVolfey, who 
fucceeded him, he bequeathed to him feveral va- 
luable Houfhold Goods and Effcifts. He lies buried 
in the Body of the Cathedral Church of Lincoln, 
leaving behind him the Character of a good Bllhop, 
a moft fincere Friend, and generous Benefactor. 

Erafmus had been fomc time in Eng- „ . ^ 
land, and was at Cambridge when JVolfey J^ Erlfmus!^" 
was made Bifhop of Lincoln ; where- 
upon he repaired to London to pay his Rcfptfts to 
him, and was extreamly well received by the Bifliop, 
who then gave Erafmus hopes of the firft vacant 
Canonry in Tvum^, and, as an Encouragement for 
him to conrinue his Studies, afligned him a Penfion. 
After this gracious Reception Erafmus returned to 
Cambridgie, where, it feems, he was Greek Pvofeilbr, 
and had a Salary allotted him by the Univerfity, 
and had further Allowances from Archbifiiop V/arham, 
Bifliop Fijher, and Lord Msntjoy, a very great Friend 
of Bilhop Wolfef%. 

This femous Scholar fpent his Time in compofing 
feveral learned Pieces, and, having prepared them 
for the Prels, fet out for London about the latter 
End of Jitne, when he was introduced to the King, 
who received him with high Tokens of Favour. 
Erafmus, defigning Ihortly to go abroad, and having 
(Obtained Permiffion to that End, vifited and took

' Erajmu/s Realbn for kzving EMgisai at this time 
was, to attend the Prels « A«&, li^eic he cho& to 
have his Book publifhed, vaatr the Cave of i^raUs, 
the binous IVinter. In his Pallage he fh^ped at Hsmmi 
near Caiais; from, whence he wtit to ias Friend 
Servetiust and tells him, ** That he had not left 
f* Exgltafd for want of Encouragement t for the King 
*^ and Bilhop Welfey had done him great Favours, \xt 
" becaufc he was <^igcd to attaid the Prcfs." 

On the 8 th of yK/y he wrote anotlier Letter to hit 
Friend jhnmomus^ then in London \ wherein- he iays, 
^' He had the Msfomine of falling into the Hands <^ 
** Cuftom-houfe Oflkers, whom he could hardly fori 
*' bear calling out of their Names, for their baibaroui 
*' Ufage towards him : " (For, it feems, thefe Officers, 
upon -fearching Erafmus, took away his Papers, and 
carried them to another Ship, which put him into a 
very great Fright, fearing he ftiould thereby lofe the 
Labour of fo' many Tears-, but he was foon made eafy 
by having them reftored him.) And concludes, with 
mentioning ^* how kindly he was difiniBed by the 
** King, and the Bifliop of Umoln, what Prefents 
** were made him in Money by the Biftic^ of Can- 
" ierbury, Durham-, and Rochejier; that he was gdng 
** fot Germatrj/j and, if Fortune favoured and Pci^Iq 
^ kept their Word, he fhould have an Eye agun p>- 
** wards England"' ^ 

Some little Time after Erafmus arrived (kfc at Bt^ 
where he continued about eight Months, and then re- 
turned to London., and from thence proceeded to Gmh 
bridge, (after he had paid his Duty to his Majefty and 
yifited Bifhop fVelfey, Sir J'homas More, and his other 
FriendsJ y/herc we (hall for the prefent leave him. 

On Lewis's Obedience, and Re-

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((ifriw 6ys, ". Thofe who were for .pulling down 
" the Oeatnefe of the French Kin^ began now to 
" fear his Powr would be too much weakened. 
, The Pope continued in his_ Opinion, that the Dut- 
thy erf" Mhm ftiould not be in the Hands of the 
Frtmb^ and ftitt endeavoured that Lewii might not 
reconcile himletf to the Emperor, (who was always as, 
changeable as the Catholick King) and contract his 
Paughcer with a Graidfon of one . of thofe Princes^ 
mid give her IvRUn in Dowry^ This his Holinefs 
endeavoured to thwart by reconciling the Switzers to 
Jfrance, and ufed the following Arguments with: 
tewisy . " That, admitting it was againft the Grair^ 
" to relign a Right, the Difgrace was much the lefs, 
** fince it had been promifcd without his Privity,. 
*^ or Conlent, and might therefore, be uigcd, it 
** was not his Agrcenient, but iiis General's •, that the 
" World well, knew the defperate Condition Fraue 
V was juft dehvered from, occafioned by that Agree- 
" ment.". On the other hand the Pope exhorted, 
the Swihurs to be fatisfied with a lefs Sum than 
what had been promifed by la TrimtntilU : ,And, iri, 
fllort, he prevailed on the King of France to piFer ^ 
Trace with the Swiizers fi>r three Years, and to 
qiake them, farther Satisfeftion, without deviating- 
from his Prctcnuons to Milan. WiiJi this many, 
(if the principal Swiizers would have been fatisfied, 
but the Pet^erefijfcd to atrate any thing of. the Ca-, 
ptulafion of Dijon ; and their Wrath, rife to fuch a. 
Pitch againft Fr^ncty Aat they threatncd ftiortly to 
ipakc a fccond Incurfran into hw, Dominipns to re- 
venge the Bre^h of that Treaty. And, notwith-: 
flanding ^! the Pope's Entreaties, they iUll remained 
mortal Enemies .to the Prencb. 

■ 'Whi3Q:t)v: French and the Swit:?xrs were in Treaty, 
if gave Ferdinand no fmall Uneafinefs, being afraid 
diey would dcfert_him, and ordered ^ptt^ia^ his Mi-, 
liiftcr at Pms^ to rervew wain fw a Year the -Tnic^ 

Ff2 , v.,.*^*,'- 
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with France^ upon the fame Fcotwith the former; otA^, 
by a fecret Article, Lewis promifed not to invade the 
Milanefe this Year. In the Publication of the Truce 
in France no mention was made of Milan^ but Fer- 
dinand publilhed it in Spain with that Article ; fo that 
their neighbouring Princes were at a Lois to know 
which was right, Lewis made no fcruple to pro- 
long the Truce, becaule he could not undertake to 
invade Milan and Navarre before helud made a Peace 
with England; befides, he was very glad the World 
fliould think the Truee would be followed by a 
Peace. 

This feeming a natural Confequence, it the rather in- 
clined our King Henry ferioufly to think of a Peace. 
But the Pope Itill plotted to break all Lewis'% Mea- 
iUres reJpeifting MHan, and laboured to the utmoft of his 
Power to procure a Peace between the Emperor and the 
Venetiansi thinking thereby t.\\cFrmcb would be debarred 
from returning into Italy, &i\<i its Tmnquillity reftored, 
ail agreeing, that whenever the French were in Pof- 
feflion of the Milanefe, Ilaly had never been free from 
Troubles ; but the Pope had further Views -, the a%- 
grandizing his Family feemed nearer his Heart, than 
the Peace of his Country, which was impracticable 
whilft the French retained their Pofleffions. 

We left the Venetians laft Year in 3 
i£c'% ^^^ unhappy Situation, and as they 

1514. were then hard preffed by the Emperor, 

(through the Afllftance of the Spanifit 
Army) it induced the Republick to propofe to make 
the Pope Umpire between them, which the Empe- 
ror accepted of: But it was very difficult to fetde the 
Piiference between thefe two Powers, becaufe, tho' 
the War was carried into the very State of Venice^ the 
Yemt'.ais had now ibmcwliat recovered themfelves 
from the Dilemma tlicy were reduced to, fo that the 
ieaft Siiccefs on either fide fet them on demanding 
new Terms J therefore his Holiaefs patTed a Provt- 
-' . _ , fional 
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-fional Sentence, ordering, that both Parties Ihould 
lay down their Arms •, that the Emperor ftiould de- 
pofit in his Hands Vicettza, and whatever was poflcis- 
cd by the Spaniards in the Territories of Padua and 
Trevifo ; that the Venetians ftiould do the like with 
regard to Crema, and pay down to the Emperor 
50,000 Ducats : And that it fliould be deemed void, 
if the two Parties fhould not think proper to ratify 
it ; but, in cafe they approved of it, he promifed b> 
pronounce a definitive Sentence within a Year. The 
Venetians did not think proper to ratify the Provifional 
Sentence, being perfuaded, that, in their prefent Cir^ 
cumftanceS, a Truce was much more prejudicial, 
than the Continuation of the War ; and, they remain- 
ing ftedfaft in that Belief, there was no Profpeft of hav- 
ing Italy reftored to its former flourifhing State, 

For as to Maximilian he found his Account in this 
War with the Venetians, for his Allies were neceflari- 
ly obliged to find him Men or Money, otherwife they 
were fure he would quickly change Sides, and, when 
France left him, Spain was conftrained to fight for 
him, notwithftanding all Ferdinand's Policy. 

This being the Cale, the Pope law no Way of 
bringing thefe two Powers to agree; and therefore 
gave over any further Negotiation as to that Matter, 
and left them to fight it out. 

Jn the mean time, as Ferdinand was become Ma- 
tter of Navarre, it was his Intereft to embroil Affairs 
in the different Courts of Europe^ and to chcrifli in 
Italy the Hopes and Fears of thefevera! contending 
Parties to m^e himfcif ncceflary, and thereby to fe- 
cure to himfelf the Conquefts he had lately made. 
.One while he atTifted the Emperor againft the Vene- 
tiaus 1 another while he folhcited liim in their Fa- 
vour -, fomctimes he excited the Pope and Switzers 
not to fufFfr the King of France to bcconie Mafter of 
Milan, and fomctimes he offered to afllfl: the fame 
Prince to conquer that Dutchy. However, his Po 

licy- 
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^cy began to fait hkn; hehad ib ft^ted his Rr-, 

Eitatlon with refped to Si»ctri/yt that he was no 
nger trufted j it «« ttienfy from a Dcfire to breed 
Sufpicion in their Enemies, .that the reft of riie. 
Sovereigns in Sjfrepe now ,«nceRd into any Treaties. 
with htm, being fiilly ccinvinced^ that he was not to 
be relied on. It is true, Ltwis the Xllih anient ly 
ionged to recover. Geiua. imd MiUai, but he fetfy. 
few he Ihould noC;be.^!e lo fecceed, unlefe the 
Allies were divided \ whiclr,'-he conceived was not 
in:^>raAicable, on offering io iotrie of them. Advan^. 
rages as great as they could nattnaQy expcA from, 
their Union ; efpecially as hp knew, that e»;h of. 
them was ready enough to raeriBce h^ Allies to his 
own private Intereft., -,_, „ .? -. 

This Scheme Lewii begun by fetfnig on foot a.

« dptt this ^pod King, {meaning Lewis the Xllth) 
** finding hi»'Princel« was very fond of rulii^, let 
" her quiedy govern her Dutchy of Brittottf, and 
*' undcfftanding that fhe was carrying on fome In- 
** trigues ^ainft his Inclination and Service, he would 
** not however refent it, faying to thofc that imrfled 
" him to it. Some Allowance is to be made to 3 
" ehafieH^omem." ■■ Rit however afBiftive the Lofi of 
this Queen mig^t at firft be to Lewis the XUth, it 
was foon removed, by his marrying a young and 
beautiful IVincefs. 

Henry the VlUth was now refol- F«nhtrjfa;n . 
Tcd to tiike the firft Oopormnity to "f E"S'^d. - 
agree with France^ the Didte oi JUngue- '^'^ 

nUe being tai^h Prifoner at the Battle ef SpurSy to 
iqair this L(rfs he undertook, during his Imprifon- 
ment, to brir^ off Heitry from his Confederacy with 
the Emperor ( nor did he find any great Trouble to 
perfuade htm to it ;' for he was weary of paying tlic 
Emperor's Troops, and of fumilhing him with 100 
Oowns a Day for his Table, therefore he only 
wanted a plaufible Pretence to get off, which he was 
not long without : For, 

Henry had a moft beautiful Sifler, who was, in 
jier F3cber*3 life-time, fo^mnly affianced toQ-aiks 
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of Jujiria, and the Contraft was confirmed but the 
lad Year, and a time fixed for the Solemnization of the" 
Marriage ; yet this Contraft was foon after negieft-' 
ed, and fo little thought of in England, that fome 
of the young Englijh Lords of the higheft Quality 
even pretended to court the Princefs, and the King 
gave way to it, though he had no defign to marry 
her to any of his Subjefts : Neverthelefs, as there is 
no Flail againft the Powers of Love, it is a difficuft 
thing for any one to hold out a Jong time againft 
them, when ftie makes it her Bufinefs to allure. The 
Princefs of Eitgland, after ftie had intangled in thofe 
Snares all fuch who could give any caufe of JeaJoufy 
to the King, herfelf, who had charmed fo many, 
was at laft fmitten with one whom her Brother had 
little Reafon to fear. 

Charles Brandon, Duke of Su^olk, was extremely 
handfome, well proportioned in his Pcrfon, and very 
aftive'Jn all manner of Exercifes ; he had an Air 
equal to his Degree, accompanied with- Sweetnefs of 
Temper and Dilcretion ; fo that he was welcome 
into all Societies, and particularly thofe of the Ladies. 
The King took him for his fccond in his Matches at 
Tennis, and made him the Confident of his moft f&- 
crct PleaRires ; conferred on him the Office of Mafter 
of the Horfe ; the Title he caufed him to aflTume (of 
Duke of Suffolk) was illuftrioiis for the Merit and 
Quality of the Perfons who had borne it for above 
200 Years. It was believed, that this new Title fa- 
tisfied the Princefs, that fte might beftow her Af- 
feftion on him ; for our Hiftories are full of Prece- 
dents of the Earls of Suffolk marrying the Sifters and 
Daughters of oiirJKings. In ftiort, the Princefs was 
fo iar in love with him, that fhe could not conceal 
it from being publickly taken notice of. The Duke 
on his Part made fuitable returns, and it became 
quite familiar to the Courtiers ; and the King 
too only laughed at the Bufinels, and made him- 

felf 
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felf meriy with the two Lovers ; not that he apr 
proved of it in the main, or had fo high a Value 
For Suffolk as to make him his Brother-in-law j 
(though he had a greater Kindnefs for him than for 
the reft of his Courtien, fave Woljey) but was in 
hope^s to draw fortie Advanage irom the Inequa- 
lity of this Amour, which he thought would ex- 
afperatc the Englijh Lords againft her, and cauie 
them, to defift from looking any more after her : 
BeHdes, he fancied ■ himfelf fo much Mafter of his 
Sifter and St^olk, that nothing could be afted be* 
tween them without his Cdnlent. 

However, all this did not difcourage the Duke 
bf Longueville, frorti propofing to the King a Match 
between the Printefs and his Mafter, and this he 
firft did as from himfelf, and his Majefty liflened 
to the Duke with fuch Marks of Refped as fuf- 
ficiendy difcovered his approving of the PropoJal i 
which was as lucky a Hit as Fortune ever could have 
aSbrded hini. 

Biit Vet the King, when the Duke fpoke to hini 
of this Match, anfwered, " That it was time enough 
*' to treat about it when he was impowered to de- 
" niand the Princefs in Form." 

The Duke of LongUfVille, giving a Ilirewd Guefs a£ 
the King's Thoughts, difpatched a Gentleman into 
J^fance, under Pretence of fending for his Ranfom j 
but it was to affure Lewis, *' it would be his own 
■** Fault if he did not make a. Peace with England 
" upon reafcfnable Conditions, and marry the Kmg's 
•* Sifter, one of the mcift lovely Women in £a- 
** rope. 

I^js, who was amorous in his Inclination, wil- 
lingly entertained the Propofal •, and the Portraiture 
of the Princefs, that was fent to him, %vas too poWer-' 
ful a Ch^rm to let his Affection for the female 
Sex lie dormant, flattering himfelf with the hopei 
of having a 5bn~^i which induced him to order thtf 
• V01-. 11. G g - Duisd 
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Duke of LenruevilU^ to demand the Prineds Mnj 
in Marria^ for him. 

The Duke no fooner received InftmfHons on that 
Head, than he applied to his Majefty, who rcfdral 
him to treat with Bifliop Hy/ey upon the Subjea of 
Iiis Commtfnun, and foon after he was priva&:ly in- 
troduced to the King, where he was fo well received, 
that ff^oijty was direaed to prepare a Draught of rfie 
Articles between the two Kingp. Whilft they weri 
drawing up, the King and the Duke had ano^er pri- 
vate Conference, wherein his M^'efty freely delivered 
himfcif, on what Terras both the Peace and the Mar- 
> riage fhould be concluded widi his IVbfler, and the 
Letter, which the King wrote thereon to Bilhop ffol- 
frf, wUl beft explain wiut pafied between them : •

The Bifhop of Lincoln^ in Obedience to the King's 
Prder, finiflied the Articles, which were afterwards ■ 
approved of by both Parties. 

The Princefe readily fubmitted to what the King 
was tranfafting on her Behalf, and endeavoured to 
fmother her,^ Love ; fo that the Zeal and Readincfe, 
which Bifhop Wolfey Ihewed on this Occ^fion, for the 
Benefit of the Nation, as it was then apprehended, 
was fo acceptable to this amiable Princefs, that fhc 
many Times exprcffed how highly Ihe was fatisfied 
with his Cpnduft.

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The French Minifters were" firft introduced to the 
Bifhop of Lincoln^ where the Plan, for an Accommo- 
dation between the two Crowns, was laid before 
them and difcuffed j an Account whereof was imme- 
diately tranfmitted to the French King, who foon ap- 
proved of them ; and, finding the Favour fVolfey was 
in with his Matter, he generally difpatchcd fuch far- 
idier Inftruftions, the irwrfi Minifters were deficient 
in to the Primter htmfelf ; which appears from the 
following Letter, that two of ihofe Minifters wrote 
to Bifliop H^olfey ; and runs in En^lifb as follows :

To this we reply. That his HoUnefs him'feif, 
as Rafin confelles, after L,ewis was reconciled to 
the- Church, recommended the King to make a 
Peace with France i fo that all the End propofed 
from the War as to that Matter was anfwered ; But, 
if ic had not, the King was juHifiable in concluding 
ithefe Treaties with France, (without confuiting hi? 
Allies) even from what Rapin himfelf has related 
touchii^ the Treatment he had before met with from 
them. 

It may not be improper here to take notice, that, 
though the Princefi A&ry had been folemnly aJHan- 
ced to Charles of Ji^fria, In the Reign of Henry tfie 
Vllth •, yet Lewij the XUth and Hemy the Vlllth, 
made no difficulty of agreeing upon this Marriage ; 
nay, they did not lb much as demand the Pope's Dif- 
.penfation, to abfolve Mary from her lirft Contraft. 

The Ceremony ufed by the Princeis, to fhew Ihfl 
did not hold herfelf to be bound by this Contraft, 
was no more than this, a few Days before the 
figning of the Marriage-treaty, Mary declared, in 
the Prefence of a Notary-publick and other Wit- 
neffes, " That flie had been forced to plight her Faidi 
■" to Charles, Arch-duke oijujiria, and that the faid 
*' Arch-duke had promifed to efpoufe her by Proxy, 
'* and per Verba de frefmti, as foon as he was 14 
" Years of Age ; yet he had broken his Word." 
The Princefs added further, *' That (he was credt- 
*' bly infonned, that the Cbunfellers and Confidents 
" of the Arch-duke was inftiUing into him, to the 
•*' utmoft of their Power, an Averfion for the King 
** of England, her Brother j and therefore upon the 
*' whole declared, foe was advifed, that Ihe was free 
*' from that Contrait, and at liberty to marry wiy 
*' otlwr Prince."

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After the Princefe bad made this pubJidc Dec]»- 
ration, the two Kings agreed on the Solemniiacion 
of the Marringe, which Ihortly afta- was peribimedy 
the Treaties were racilied by both Kings, and the Peace 
between the two Nations was publidcly prockimcd, 
whkrh were very accepcabic both to the PeOpIe of 
Etsland and France. 

Daring theft: TranfafKons Cardiflal _ jv-/b,™

His EJuca/hH, Dr. Chriftopber Baynhridge was bom at 
^h^^n HiUon,ntaxjippUhy;m JVeJlmoreland^znA de- 

fcended from an antient Family. He was 
educated at Queen's College in Oxford, (to which he 
.was a Eenefaiftor, by giving the W^nor o^Toot-baUont 
with other Eftatcs and Lands) and commenced Doftcw 
of both Laws. He was firft made Mafter of the Rcdls, 
then Dean of Tork, and afterwM'ds obtained the Pre- 
ferments we have already mentioned. His Death hap- 
pened in this Manner : The Cardinal, as fome laid, 
was of a very paflionate Temper -, and one Rinaldo 
de Modena, an Italian Prieft, had difobliged him to 
fuch a Degree, that the Cardinal ftruck him. The 
Prieft, in Retum for this Treatment, watched all Op- 
portunities to be revenged on his Mafter, and this he 
ihordy afterwards effcfted by poifoning him. 

This horrid Fa<5t made a great Noife ; the King at 
iirft direfted a particular Inquiry to be made into it. 
Pace was in the Cardinal's Service at the Time of his 
Death, who tranfmitted to his Majefty a full Account 
thereof in the following Letter. 

" That, the Prieft, after he had poifoned the 

" Archbifliop, his Mafter, killed himfelfj that the 

" Hfhop of Worcefter and one of his Chamberlains 

*' wefe 
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"' were accufed of being concerned in poifoning 
" the Archbifhop ; that Proceedings were commenced' 
" at Law, in order to make a full Inquiry into the 
" Authors and Aftors in lb black a Tragedy, that 
"they may be brought to condign Puniftimentj 
" that the Lawyers at Rome advifed the taking up 
" of the Bifiiop and his Chamberlain ; that, where 
" there was fo great a Sufpicion, the Law allowed 
; " putting them to Torture, in order to difcover the 
" Truth, without regard to the Dignity of the Party 
" accufed : That he had proceeded thus fer in making 
" the Inquiry, as well in refced to his Majefty, as 
" for his own Juftification, for that it might have 
" been thought, in cafe he had been filent, that he 
*• had been an Aftor in this almoft unheard of Cruel' 
" ty : That, as the Bilhop was the King's Orator, 
" he had not proceeded farther than to endeavour to 
" find out the Truth, waiting his Hlghnefs's Di- 
** redlions. Pace lamented the Reproaches thrown on 
" his dead Matter, by the Biftiop j for, fays he, no- 
" thing but the Love and Fidelity, which I bear to 
" your Highnefs and my Country, induced me to 
" aft as I have done ; and, though my Lord (fays 
*' Pace) had fome Failings, yet he took God to witnefs, 
*' that the Archbittiop was the moft faithfijl Mao 
" to his Prince that ever was bom, and ever watch- 
'* fill for the Good of his Majefly and liis native 
** Country, notwithftanding the Infinuations that had 
** been made to the contrary." 

This Letter was generally well received, and Pace 
was afterwards employed in feveral Affairs during 
ff^elfey's Favour with the King : It alfo appears, that 
the Bifhop aifVorcefter was continued in the King's Ser- 
vice ; fo that without doubt the Accuiation raifed againft 
the Bifhop was ill founded, though it does not 
appear how he got rid of the Profecutlon, that Pace 
mentions in his Letter to have been commenced 
?gainft him. 

Hh 2 H ^ .yPa^Uui 
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Paubiijorjius lays, " The Prieft, -vha poifoned the 
** Cardinal, was publickly executed -, and that he eaor 
** felJed the Fa6t at that Time." But Gacomusy in his 
Livts ef the Cardinals, relates, •• That the Murderei 
** was put into Prifen, and, to avoid a more (hamc- 
** ftU Death, he tc»k a Dofe of Poifon himfelf ; and 
** that his Body was afterwards cut in two, and placed 
" upon the Gates of Rome." 

The Cardinal was buried in the Holpital of Si, 
Thomas the Martyr^ in Romct in the 2d Tear of Pope 
Leo the Xth, with this Epitaph : Which fhews the 
^eat Efteem he was in at the Court of Reme.

When iFolfey was preferred to the See of Tork^

Vice-chancellor, or rather as then the Term was» 
Commiflary of the Univerfity of Oxford. 

But, to return to Lewis'^ Marriage, it was firft fo- 
lemnized by Proxy in EnglMd, according to the A- 
greement in the Treaty, whereof an Account was fent 
by a fpecia!

Buileyn. Of this Ihe complains in a Letter to Arcb- 
bilhop Wolfiy i wherein Ihe infonns him, ** The Day 
" I was Hurried my Serrants were difcharged» which 
** gave me no fmail UneaQnefs ■, I with inftead 
•* of the Duke of Norfolk^ who has been too con- 
*' defcending to the Freneb, your Grace had been cn- 
*' trufted to conduft me to France. 
Vit Piipe Maximi- When the Pope, MaximilioH, and 
IknWFwdinand FerJinatid hcaxd^ tiiit Henry and Lewis 
tmdtavaiir tf frt- wcre in Treaty, without con£iltiiig 
wnt the Peaet it- either of them, they ufed all imagin- 
& ^^ aWe P^ns to obftrua it, being ftiily 

.convinced that fuch a Junfture would 
turn to their Prejudice, 'By duowing the Burthen of 
the War upon them ; And though, at the Clofe of the 
laft Year, Leo the Xth fcnt to perfuade Henry to a 
Peace with that King, when he law it upcm the Point 
of being concluded, he forely repented his Advice t 
and, to crols the Negotiation at London as much as 
he could, he propofed a new League with the King 
of France. Lewis took a Fortnight to give him an 
Anfwer, during which time he pulhed on his Nego- 
tiations with England : But the Pope, not having Pa- 
tience to Aay fo long, concluded a defenfive League 
with old Ferdinand tor a Year only, thinking, in that 
Time, he Ihoiild better fee what turn the Affairs 
of Europe might take, principally in refpcft to France 
and England. 

In Ihort, the Pope, the King of Spain, and the 
Emperor, would at any rate have broke the Nego- 
tiation, which the two latter attempted at byfending to 
Lewis their Confent in form, for the Marriage of 
Qiarles of Aufiria, Grandfon to the Emperor, with 
Untee, Daughter of France : And Ferdinand went &r- 
ther, he offered to affift Z«y« K) re-conquer Afiiw- 
But all would not do, for they ha(j the Mo^rifiatioa 
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tD hear, net only that England had made up her 
DiSkrencesyfith France, but that neither of them were 
fo much as ipentioned in the Treaty of London. 
. Li^ Year Henry concluded a Treaty with Maxtmi^ 
HaUt and agreed to pay him a conHderable Sum of 
Money ) but. this Year we find no notice taken of it, 
the King now growing almoft as cunning as his Al-> 
lies, thieving tt proper to keep his Cafh at home* 
and flight them, as they had llighKd him. However* 
both MaxmUiatt and Ftrdinand feigned to be ex- 
tremely pJea&d with the Peace, though very likely 
in their Hearts were exceedingly vexed. 

It was now expeded that the King . , , . - 
of France^ being freed from the War ' "^ ■'" ' 

with England, would attempt to recover Genoa and 
l^lan, and the Pope was fo far perfuaded of iti 
that he wrote to exhort him to that Expedition, 
though he at the fame time ufed all Endeavours 
to break his Meafures; by fettiiig on foot again a 
Treaty between the Emperor and the Venetians, but 
to no putpofe ; for the Republick, thinking he was 
not in eameft, made this ufe of it, to inform Lewtt 
what his Holinefs was driving at. In 
ihort, before a new War could be ^,","'t,J cw- 
rekindled in the ATilanefe, Lewit ex- tvSer. 
pired, January the ift, amidft his long- 
wiflied for Biifles, the Enjoyment of fo fair a Lady* 

Dr. Ftddes takes noticfe, " That this Prince, in the 
" courfe of his Reign, had a Mixture of good and 
** ill Fortune, and, confidcred in his perfonal Charafter, 
** (though he had fome Failures) was one of the 
*' greateft Men of the Age wherein he hved ; his 
** Courage and Spirit animated him R» great Un- 
" deriakin^ in the Profecution of which he was vi- 
" gilant and active ; he had a martial Genius, an 
"■ iHidaunted Heart, and a politick Head. He had not 
" only die Pope, the Emperor, England., Spain, and 
" the Swifi at once againd him, but the Chaige oi

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** fupporting an unhappy dethroned King, * who 
** brought him no other Affiftance than the Jufticc 
" of his Caufe. Under all thefc Difficulties Ltwis 
•' the Xllth found Means to diffolve, the formidable 
" League ag^nft him, and he had the Satisfaftion 
** to rc-eftablilh his Affairs, and to put them upon 
*' a good footing before his Death i" which happened 
80 Days after the Completion of his Marriage, leav- 
ing behind him no Iffue Male : But that Efteem 
among his Subjefts, for his Care not to opprefi 
them with Impoftdons longer than his Necefflties re- 
quired, gained hiin the Name of Father of his PeepU ^ 
and his Memory is now fo highly reverenced in Frakct^ 
that a celebrated Writer f of that Nation fays, " The 
" AfFe(5h6n of Lntfis the Xlldi for his People wilt 
** he had in Remembrance as long as Frame endures :" 
And Q)Jlar dedaims, " Oiir Lewis rfie Xllth, tho' he 
" well defcrved the Title of Father of his People, 
*' was he not brought upwi the Stage in his ^tod 
** City ofParijy and reprefented as an infatiable Mifer, 
•' who drank in a great gold Goblet, without being 
" able to quench his unreafonable Third ? yet he prai- 
'* fed the Invention, and made himfelf merry widi it, 
•* and perhaps was glad that his Love of Riches, 
** which had never given the leaft of his Sub- 
*' jefts occafiofi to weep, fumiftied them With Mat- 
*' tcr of Laughter and agreeabk Diverfion." Hoe 
we plainly perceive, that Le^s was fo hr from re- 
fenting the Freedom that fome of his Subjefts had 
taken with hts Charafter, that he made himftM" as 
merry as themfelves with what they exhibited fecm- 
in^y againftliim. 

Fatl^r Daniel obferves, " That the King died at 
•' Paris, in the 54th Year of his Age, and the 17th 
•* of his Reign -, and that Hiftory fpe'aks of Lewis 
** as a Prince the bcft qualified for a Kingdom that 

*' ever 

^" Of NavarrK ' f Moif- P'o^^ir*- 
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ever governed, for Valour, Prudence, Application, 

and Judgment. ' Befidcs his other Virtue he had 

'* Piety ; he was a politick Prince, but withal a 

generous and Chriftian Governor ; an Enemy to 

Htlfe and perHdious Dealings, notwitUUndii^ the 

bad Examples of the Emperor and the King of 

Sfain, who, though feveral times his Allies, were 

in the bottom his mortal Enemies. In a Word, 

there are few Princes to be met with in Hiftory, 

that have equaled him in Royal Virtues, or have 

iet upon a Throne with Jefs Faults." 

The fatal Overthrow of the late King, ^I''" "/Scot- 

with the Flower of the Nobilityand Gen- ^f- J""^"^ 

try of Scotland, at Floddmjield, filled the ', 5 , ^, 

Remnant of the State not only with great 

Sorrow, butAmazementaiidPerplexity; for,bythisun- 

fortunate Blow, they expefted nothing Icls than that the 

Viftor's Arms would follow them, which might end in 

the total Ruin of the Kingdom. However, their Fears 

were foon over on that Head, by reafon the EngUJhy 

after the Batde, purfued them no farther -, fo that 

the Winter was fpent in Mourning, and performing 

their laft Duties to their flain Fathers, Brothers, 

Kinfmen, and Friends. But, after their Grief was a 

little affiled, the Reminder of the Peers aflcmbled 

at Sterling for proclaiming the late King's only 

Son their Sovereign, by die Name of James the Vth, 

then not two Years old, and declaring Queen Afer- 

garet Regent, according to the Direftions of her late 

Hulband's Will. 

Her Majefty*s firfl: Aft of Government was to 
write to her Brother Henry the Vlllth to the following 
EiFeft : " That fhe hop«i he would have CompaOion 
" upon the Tears and Prayers of an inconfola- 
" ble Widow, and his Sifter ; of an Orphan, and his 
** Nephew ; and that he would not only ceafe pur- 
" fiang the War againft Scotland, but have the Good- 
K k 2 ne|s 
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** ne6 b) defend her and facr Infant Son againft all 
** Enemies foreign asd domeftick." . 

To which Hir»f7genCTDuQyanfwered: " That with 
" the Peace^le he would make Peace, and with the 
** Froward and Turtiulent, War. If the Scats would 
** live peaceably they ihould have it ior his Part ; that, 
" if they would rather fight, he would not refirfe 
*' them. That her Hufband, the King's Father, by 
*' his own indilcrete Ralhnels, and Kindnds to Fratuiy 
** was the Occalion of his own Rum, and he ftill regitt- 
** ted his Faults and Hcu : For his Part he was willing 
*^ to prohibit all Hoftilities agamft the Scotch^ and 
*' grant them a Truce for a Year and a Day.** 

The Queen, upon the Receipt of this Letter, 
agreed to what the King her Brother propofed ; io that 
Iheeameftly fet to woik to reftoFc the Dilbrders that 
the Country was &llen into. The Guard of the Bor^ 
ders was committed to the care of Jebit Jeb^on* a 
Gentleman of great Courage and Spirit, who, by his 
Vigilance, kept Matters in that Quarter much quieter 
than they had hitherto been. 

The Earl of Kildare + was fo well plcal^ 
3"" ^ ^«^ fed with the Succe& which attended his 

1514. former Expedition, that, after he had 

made fuch Preparations as a new Ex- 
pedition feemed to require, he begun his March \t\ 
■^S^fii *5^3> againft the noted Rebels £^ and Gj- 
rol \ but at ylthy ^^ ^^'1 ^'^k? ^™1 from thence was 
removed to Xy/iWi', where, onthe 3d of5ep/fl»ifr, he 
died, and was buriedon Qirift-Churcb, Dublin, to which 
he had been a liberal Benefadtor, as before related. 
Thus were the future Defigns of this Lord defeated 
even in the midft of his Career,

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Gerard, Earl of KiUare, and Lord Treafurer, 
upon his Death, took upon himfelf the GoveniT 
ment of Ireland, as Lord Juftice, (being empowered 
by an Adl of Parliament, made in the loth of 
Hfftry the Vllih^ in Vertue of his Place of Trea- 
furcr. But it feems, 32 Hefi. VIII. there was a 
Statute made, entitled, ^ JSfer the Electing of 
the Lord Juftice, which reftrained tKe Council from 
elei5ling any one but an EngUJhman born, and not in 
Orders.- 

The Lord Slane-\ was, upon this Remove, made 
Lord High Treafurer, and Sir IVilliam Crompton, Lord 
Chancellor. Whilll thefe Matters were fettling Daniel 
Mac-ff^illiam, with a Party of H^ld fri/h under his 
Command, took the Caftle of Dunline -, nor did the 
reft of the ff^ld Irijh find any Oppofition during the 
Winter, infomuch that they deftroyed and ravaged 
the Country where-ever they came. 

The b^inning of the Year 151 4, the valiant Earl of 
Kildare, who was Heir to his Father's Courage as well 
as his Honours, grew impatient at the Infolence of 
thele Rebels, and in particular of O More and O Reyly 1 
therefore refolved to attack them fucceflively. He 
begun with O More^ and purfued him fome Miles into 
the Country, and beat that Rebel and his Party into the 
Woods ; which being done, he next went and took 
the Caftle of Opvaa, and, having killed Reyhf, and 
many of his Followers, he chafed the Remainder in- 
to their inacceflable ftrong Holds, and there burnt and 
deftroyed them ; then returned to Dublin his Men being 
Joadctl with Booty. His Zeal for his Majefly's Ser- 
vice was extremely well received by the King and his 
Englifl) Subjefts 1 of which Archbiihop IVclfey took 
care to let Kildare know, and it was no little Encou- 
ragement for him ftili to exert Hiimfelf ^ainft the E-

Jffidn^fVMK. THE Death of Z^/Jthe Xllth, 
*™«5' '^ ^- which ended the laft Year's Tranfac- 
* *' tions, made way for the Succeflion of 

R-oHfist I)uke of Falois, or, as fome called him. 
Count de j^goulefnu, who was a Prince endowed with 
all the QuaUties proper to make a great Monarch i in 
Temper miJd, eafy of Accefs, liberal and magnifi- 
cent in all Things ; of a comely handfome Perfon, 
quick Wit, true in Judgment, ftout, undaunted in 
Danger, inde&dgabte in Undertakings, ccHiftant in ill 
Fortune, a Lover of Learning, and had a great Value 
for learned Men : So that, with all thefe great Ta- 
lents, it was thou^t he would have carried his Con- 
quefts far and near. 

Lewis the Xllth's Queen Dowager, 
**"« ft (JSt °" ^^ ^^* °^ *^ ^"S' declared, 
Ir'Francc. ~^'' *'^' ^^ would retum to England. In 
the mean time Henry, her Brother, 
fent a fpecial Mcffenger to her Majefty, with Letters 
of Condolancc and Comfort ; and particularly advifed 
her not to enter into any new Contraft of Marria^ 
without his Knowledge and Confent. 

Archbifhop Wolfe^ wrote to her on the lame Sub- 
jcft, and concluded his Letter with entreating her Ma- 
jcfly to conform herielf to the King's Advice. 

, . , The Queen's Anfwer was this : ** She 

JnfZn^ " protefted, that if the King would 

*' have her marry in any Place, fave 

" where her Mind was, fhe would fliut herfclf up in 

" fome Religious Houfe." 

This Letter made fome Imprefiion upon the King ; 
and, as the Queen bad declared her Refolution to return 
to England, he was pleafed to fend the Duke of Suffolk^ 
Sir Ricbard fVin^ldy and Dr. Pf^efi to the Frmb 

Court. 
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Court, not only to congratulate the new Henrjr findi ^«- 
King upon his Acccffion to theXhrone, :?/"*",," 'jT' 

, O r I n 1 Ti . P'i'«'nl tie King 

DUE to attend and conduct the Royal i^ France. 
Widow to England, in a Manner be- 
■ coming her Dignity : And upon tlwir Arrival, they 
were introduced to his Majefly, where they performed 
the Commiffion they were chained with, and were re- 
ceived very gracioufly. 

The Duke had not long attended upon this beauti'- 
ful Qieen, before he obferved, that fhc ftill retained 
her former AiFetSion for him -, and, as they frequent- 
ly converfed together, flie at laft took Occafion to tell 
him, " That the Happinels of the Marri^e-ftate 
*' confifted not fo much in great Dignities, as in the 
" Love and Affeftion the Parties had for each other ; 
" and that, if ever fhe married again, /he would mar- 
•* ry where her Love was, or continue finglc the Re- 
** mainder of her Life." Thefe Hints CMivinced 
. him, that he would be w^tir^ to himfcjf, jf he nc- 
sieiSied to carry fo fair a Prize •, yet he confidercd the 
y^eat Diftance, between a Sovereign Princefs and a 
Subjeft, which made him at Times fearful of Succeis» 
and deterred him from declaring that fecret Af- 
fection he had all along borne for this amiaUe 
PrinceJs. 

The Queen however was refolved (though the 
Duke had not yet made her fuitable Returns for 
Jthc^AlFeiftion ihe had partly difcovered for him) to 
^accomf)iifh her Delire, and accordingly waited on the 
French King, and frankly difclofed her Mind to him, 
vix. " That her Defign was nothing lefe than to 
** marry the Duke of Suffolky and conjured him to 
" afliftherin perfcfting her Wifhes." His Majcfty, 
V without Hefiution, readily promifed to alTift her in 
what {he requefted. 

Some Days after this Interview, the Englijb Ambaf- 
fadors were conducted in great Srate to a pubUck 
Audience > .when the Ceremony was pver, and they 

retiring 
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retiring fram his Majcfty's Prefcnce, he was pkafed tq 
take the Duke of Suffslk into his Bed-chamber, where 
he exprefied the high perfonal Efteem and Refpeit 
he had for him ; and, in the turn of Difcourfe, told 
the Duke, " It was reported he was come over to 
" marry the Queen of France, his Mafter's Sifter." 
Suffolky with great SubmiHion, feemcd to deny it; 
whereto the King rejoined, '* I will be plain widi 
** you, my Lord Duke, the Queen herfelf has inform- 
*' cd me of it, and deQrcd my Affiftance, which I 
" have promifcd, upon the Veracity of a King, and 
•' I repeat the fame to you." The Duke thank^ his 
Majefty for his Kindnefs, and made no longer i Secret 
of his AtFeftion tor the Queen ; but added, " If this 
Matter fhould be known, and come to the Knowledge 
of my Royal Matter, I ihall be undone." Francii 
pleafantly anTwercd, " Let that aknie to me ; f(»r I 
*' and the Queen fhallfofollicityour Mafter, that he 
** (hall be content :" And with many other kind Ex- 
prcflions, his Majefty difmifled him. 
„,,,,, As Archbilhop IVolfe* had, upon 

It Woifey. leveral Occafions, fliewed himfelr the 

common Friend both of the C^een and 
Suffolk, the Duke in a Letter I^d before him the 
Subftance of what pafTed at, and after the Audience, 
concluding it in the following Words : 

*' I cannot but communicate to you, my Lerd df 
" Torky what has pafled on this Occafion, becaufe I 
" intend to hide nothing from you, and eameftiy de- 
" fire your fpeedy Advice, and whether you intend 
■*' to inform the King of tliis LetKr ? And I thank 
** God, faid he, that he, whom I feared moft, is moft 
" willing to be an Author of this Aft himfelf, and 
" to be an Advocate for me to the King, my Ma- 
« fter." 

Upon the Receipt of this Letter fFolfy broke the 

Matter to the King, and ufed all his Intercft to (often 

his Sovereign's Anger. At firft, refoKite Hrnty 

cxprefiea 
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tlenry cxprefled his great Dilpleafure at what was 
tranfai^ing in France \ but, by gentle Degrees, his 
Majefty's Refentment abated > which, when Wolfey 
found, he advifed the Duke to write in foft Strains to 
the King, which he accordingly did, and it was well 
received. The C^een likewife wrote ilrcnuoufly to her 
Brother on this pleafing Subject, and put him in mind 
of his Promife, and concluded her Letter in this Man* 
ner : *' That your Grace well knows what / did^ as 
" to my firft Marriage, was for your Pleafure; and 
" now, I truft, you will fuffer me to do what / like." 

By thefe different Proceedings Matters looked with 
a favourable Afpefb, and nothing Teemed to remain 
but the Marriage and Confummation. For the love- 
ly C^een at once declared to the Duke, " That, un- 
*' lels he refolved to marry her within four Days, 
" flie would never have him. " The Duke was not 
wanting on his Part, Ibr he immediate- m, n i > 
ly married her privately, in Marcb^- a- SMtntMrrf. 
bout two Mcsiths after .the Death of 
Lewis her Spoufe. 

As the Queen's Marriage with the Duke was pri- 
vately celebrated in France^ unknown to the King, her 
Brother, the wrote him a Letter, and took the Faille 
wholly upon herfelfj juftifying the Duke, her Hufband, 
by declaring, " That (he had limited him-to the Space 
" of four Days, at the lame Time protefting, thatun- 
*' lefs he came to a Refolution within that Space, he 
*' mull: defpair in his Pretenfions i which was the Rea- 
" fon that induced the Duke privately to marry her." * 

But the Queen, not immediately receiving an An- 
fwcr to this Letter, the Duke writ to Wolfyt wherein,

** their Bilhop with profperous Succefs." 

We find when Dr. Sampfon went in Bilhop Wolfef% 
Name, into certain Towns in Flanders, belonging to 
thlsDiocefs, in order to get in the Bifhop's Dues, 
he found tHil odd Treatment from the Officers of the 
Town. The tifliop Eleft, as he was then called, 
claiming the Property of what San^fin endeavoured" 
to colleft. Of this he wrote to his Lord, and, in the 
Conclufion of his Letter, lays, " That,, if his Grace 
*' would quietly enjoy this Adminiftration, he muft 
** get the French King to write to his Biftiop, not to 
'■'■- oppofe ; for if the Officers faw the French King's 
*' Letters in his Favour they would immedia^ly ob^ : 
*' Otherwife, fhould his Grace follow the Procefs of 
** the Law, and the Bilhop elefl: defend his poflef- . 
" fion,. it might be attended with infinite Inconveni- 
" ency to his Grace : And therefore, as they, the Offi- 
** cers, have defired to have a Day of Refpite, to advifc 
^ with die Bilhop cle6t, he had granted it till St, 
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** MartUi^ Day, and hoped by that tiinc the French 
** King would caufe the Bifhop Elcft to defift, with- 
" out which it would be impoflibk for his Grace to 
*' hold this Adminiftradon in any Peace. 
I Tho' ffifliop Wolfy had obtained the Popc*9 
Brief, to confirm him in this Biflioprick, yet the 
Officers, belonging to the Party of the BifKop £le£t, 
objected to certain Paflages in the Brief : To which Dr. 
Sampfon repfied, ** That the Bifhop Elect's Abfence and 
*' Deiertion of the Bilhoprick was fufiicient Caufe to 
*' juftify what the Pope had been pleafed to grant to 
" his Maftcr." To this it was anfwercd, ** That what 
" the Bifhop Eleft had done was in lime of Necef- 
'* fity, for his own Safety, the City being in the 
** Hands of the E^lt/b." Thefe Proceedings, Samf- 
JoHy by Letter, laid before the Bifhop, repeated his 
former Advice, and acquainted his Grace he would 
remain at^rw^M forfiirtherlnftruftions. 

During thefe Difputes, Dr. Sampfon had a deal of 
Trouble, and was at great Expences % but the grateful 
Bifliop took care to reimburfe the one, and handfomc 
ly Recompence him for the other ; for he forthwith 
ordered him a Supply of Money according to his De- 
fire, and fiwn after got the Doctor to be made one of 
the King's Chaplains, and Dean of St. Stef>beH\ which 
paved the Way for many other Dignides and Ftaces« 
as well as a Bifhopnck, wiuch he in the Conclufion 
obtained, (as our Church Hiftories teftify) and arrived 
at Jaft to be one of King Hemy*s ftiry Counfellers. 

Dr. Samfen was fo w?ll latisfied with the Favours he 
received trom his Patron, that in Return, he made 
him many handfome Prefents, one of which was a 
choice Piece of Tapeftry, wherein was woven an ex- 
quifite Figure of St. George: This Prefent Bi(hop 
H^olfey received very kindly j and the Doftor often in 
Return esqjreflcd lus great SatisfeAion with his Pa- 
tron's Favours, and frequently ftiled him, 72v F^brr 
$f bis ComtTj.

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' Whilft Sampfon was thus bufy in endearouring to 
procure the Revenues of Jwrnwy BiQioprick, AJriaiiy 
Bithop of Balb, the King's Orator at Rome, out of 
mere Hatred to Bifhop fi'olfij, fuffcrcd a Bull to be 
obtained in Favour of the iremtb BiJhop* in order to 
reftore him to the Biflioprick, which maic him much 
more troublefome, for now, in a peremptory Manner, 
he demanded the Kcvenues, threatning to excommu- 
nicate all fuch as refufed to comply with his De- 
ftiamis, inafmuch as the Bull was directed 'to all Chri- 
ftiim Princes, to affift him with their Forces, to put ■ 
him into PofTeffion of this Biihqpirck, under pain of 
tx communication. 

Upon this, Dr. Sempfon wrote to the ArchlMfhop, 
reprcfenting, " That, if fome cffeftual Care was not 
" fpcedily taken, to fupprefs, or get the Bull fet a- 
" lide, it was iiTipolTible he could any kmgcr be of 
** Service to his Grace in thofc ftrts." 

Bifhop JVolfiy was fiirprized at die ■ Receipt of tdis 
letter, fincc he had flo Accoutit from Reme^ of any 
SoUicitation at that Time in Favour of the Fretub 
Bifhop. 

This Behaviour of the Court of Revte was highly 
refenttrd by the King, who, in a Letter to the Pope, 
afliired him, " That hb Troops would by no Means 
'■'■ think themfelves obliged to execute fo unjuft- a, Sen- 
** tence j (ieclared the Pope's Proceedings to -be con- 
" trary to the Laws of God. or Man, and chased the 
" Bifhop of Bath not only with Negligence but IniV 
" delity ; and, in c^fe he did not take care tD pro- 
"* cure a Revocation of the Bnll, the Bifhop was: 
■ ** given to underl^nd, that he lliould be fopcireded

his indefatigable Induftry, both in Spi- 
ritual and Temporal Ai&irs, for a long Series of 
Years, his Health was very much impaired, panicu- 
larly his Eye-fight, which now greatly foiled Um, 
(and before his Death he was blind) he therefore 
thought proper to foUicit, and accordingly obtained 
his Majefty's Permiflion to retire for a Time ID his 
Diocefan Palace to enjoy a pleafant Retreat from the 
Noife of Bufinefs and Worldly Affairs : And thb he 
did after he had taken a kind Leave of his old Fliend 
and Chaplain, Wolfey, now Archbiftiop of Tork. Here 
he had not been long before he determined, bj the 
Advice of his Friends, to Found a College. 

His firft Defign was to have founded a Monofory, 
from which he was perfuaded by Klbop OUbam. Js 
for Motiafteries (lays the Bifhop) tbey have more dr^ 

' than tbey are iike long to keep. This Obfcrvarion loon 
caufed Bifliop Fox to change his Intention, and fet ar 
Jxjut Founding Corpus Chrsfii College, which he en- 
dowed with Poffeffions to the yearly Value of 401 L 
Bs. 1 1 iJ. and it has fince produced many learned 
Men, and b now in q flourjfliing Copdltij^, 

. In 
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' In the Year 1522 he was at the Expcnce of biiiid- 
ing a Free School near the Caftle m J^aoUatty and a 
neat Houfe for the Schoolmafter, of the like at Graii- 
tham, (where it was believed he was bom) of Cove- 
ring the Choir^ at fFincbefier, and the Prefbitcry and 
IQes adjoining ; of making a new Vault ; of new 
Glazing that Part of the Church -, of building a Par- 
ddoD between the Frefbitery and the faid Hies ; and, 
finally, of moving the Bones of fevcral Princes and Pre- 
lates, that were depofited about the Cathedral, inu> hand' 
fome Monuments upon the Top of the new I^rdtions. 

It's faid, Bilhop Oldbam was a Man -^ njaiam' 
of great Devotion i tho' fomcwhat (SaStr, &c' 
rough in Speech, yet friendly in Deed 
and Aftion. He was remarkable for preferring the 
Rights and Privileges of the Church, and for his Li- 
berality to the Vicars and odier Spiritual Men that 
- officiated under him ; and, tho* he was not much 
efleemcd for his Learning, he greatly encouraged it; 
built a fine Free School at Matubejier, and had Inten- 
tions of enlaiging Exeter College in Oxford^ and of 
increafing its Revenues .■ But being denied a Fellow- 
ihip in the College, which he folucited on &e Behalf 
of a Friend, it occafioned him to change his Mind, 
.and to bellow that Money towards raifing Corpus Q/rj^i 
College : So that he may be juftly efteemcd one of its 
principal Benefat^ors. 

Notwithftanding all this, the Bifbop died under EX" 
communication, procured by the Abbot of Tofoijtock j 
ib that he remained unburied for a considerable time : 
But at lad an Abfolution was procured from Rome, and 
then he was buried in a Chapel of his own Building, 
and a fumptuous Monument was raifed to his Memo- 
ry by Henry the Vlllth.

« fubfift." 

The firft EHforder in the Kingdotn, aroie frocn the 
Queen's marrying the Earl of A^us, which was no 
fixncr known, dian. the Sceteb-vtK relblved to pro- 
ceed to the EJe&km oS a cew Regent, during die 
King's Minority. Some gave their Voices for the Ead 
of Arranj others propofed the DtJce of jSia/tyt who 
was then in France. 

The King of Ei^lmd no. Ibooer heard of it, thxi 
he fent Lecixrs to the Lords of Scctland, as he had 
before done to the i^r^aob King, wherein he RemoD- 
ftrates'how dangerous it would be for tiie Stjue and 
the young King, if they (hould mskz choice of the 
Duke of j^atTf. But the Lords did jioc itaard 
H£Mry'& Retix>nftrance«, but doQxd the Duke afjS- 
iatrf Regent. 

jlktandir, Duke of j&mipf, hearing what had pof- 
fed in Scetland, made Preparations to repur thidicr ; 
.tho' he was a good deal uneafy that -the Kong of E^- 
Umd was {q much concemsd in the TranfiuQions of 
.Scotiami, and fomented the Diffendoos that had arifen 
there ; and as Uncle of the young King, took upon him- 
felftheTideofPrcitc£i:orofS«/ia«i; by Vcrtue whereof 
.'his AmbafTadors at Rome demanded of the Pope the 
Ecclefiailical Preferments of that Kin^lom, which his 
Hotlnefs was pleafed to grant -, but as loon as the 
,Duke of Jlbsf^ was arrived he writ, in tiie young 
King's Name, Iharply complaining of die Kuig of 
England's Encroachments, aod the Court of Rom/s 
Condclccniion, and even thicsmed the Pope in his 
"Letter, that be would not apply to him for the fatate, 
upon any Account whatfoevcr, if this Giicvaoce HH 
nor fpeedily rcdrefied. 

Tbc 
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Tlie Dufce of Mmy^ rfio' of Statcb Extri€tion; 
vas a Stranger to ScotUmd ; for this Duke was bom la 
die time of his Father's Banifhtncnt^ (which was in 
1483} and could not even fpeak the Scotch Language. 
But, as hc' defired, -in the beginning of his Regency^

of this Bqll, had he not been fopportcd by JlexanJer 
Hume, a potent Lord^ by whofe Credit and Authori- 
' he was inftalied at St. jAidrew's, having refigned 

e BilhOprick of Murray to Hefhurne, and promifed, 
him a certain Penfion. Hepburne gave the Regent 
fuch a . Charaifter of thme, that, when he came to 
Coutt» he was looked upon with a very ill Eye. HuHUy 
being naturally very proud and high fpirited, refolved 
to let the Regent fee, no Man Ihould flight him with 
Impunity, and went over to the Queen Dowager, per- 
ftiading her, that the King her Son was in Dangci",' 
and advijed her to carry him into England. The Re- 
gent, .bearing of this Plot, fuddenly went to Sterling. 
Caftle, and fecured the King's Perfon : But to hinder 
his Enemies from putting an ill Conftruftion on this 
Matter, he renewed his Oath of Allegiance to the 
King, and committed the Care of his Education to 
three Perfcms erf great Credit.

Ferdimnd of Spain was greatly aiarmed at theie 
Tranfaftions, tho' Francis offered to renew the Truce 
that had been made between France and Spain \ yet 
FerdtKand, in his Conference with the Swifs AmhaSz- 
dor, declared, (hat the only Way xo make France de- 
fiil from her Attempts in Itaif, was to attack the 
French in their own Country 1 and therefore was ready 
to join all his Forces with the Stoifs for that Purpofe. 
The Sivifs liftened to thefe Propofals, and readily a- 
greed : The Emperor alfo promifed to carry on the 
WaF againft the Venetians with greater Vigour than he 
had hitherro d<me. 

Whilft thefe Schemes were upon the Carpet, Frari- 
cis ordered his Troops to file off towards the ySps^ and 
the Sivifs, refolved to oppofe this Expedition^ feized 
■the only two Paffes thro' which it was judged the 
French could enter the Milanefe: But Ferdinaudy. in- 
ftcad of keeping his Word with the Swi/s, after he 
Was affured Francis was fet out on his Expedition, 
immediately difbandcd his Forces, and left the whole 
Burthen of defending Milan to the S^Ji. Francis 
m^ide ufe of this lucky C^ponunity, and marched 
his Army by a Route httle thouglit of and unguard- 
ed, and ibon came within Sight of MHatt^ which 
he found poffefled by the Swtji; to whom he offer- 
ed a Sum of Money, if they would deliver up' the 
Place- 
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Place and return home, which they at firft feemcd to 
agree to ; but, having received a Supply of 15000

France) they actually attacked Francis's 
Army, who lay encamped at A^rignatte, litde ejcpe^t- 
ing fuch a Vific, However, the French engaged the 
Swifs^ and defeated them, who loft above 10,000 
Men. Here iraafw commanded his Army inPerfon, 
having under him Zatttrecj now become a very expe- 
rienced General, and at this Battle gained great Re- 
putation i the King too afted in this En^gement 
fike an experienced Captain, whofe Refolution was 
fa.T greater than the Danger he was expofed to. The 
new Conftable of France and the famous Peier Navarre 
were alfo In this Engagement and behaVed bravely; 
the latter had entered into the French Service, having 
}eft the Spaniards, becauTe, after he was taken at the 
Batde of Ravenna, they let him lie a long time in 
Prifon for want of paying his Ranfom. 

This Vjftory was of exceeding Service to Francis, 
for the Refidue of the pennylefi Swift nude the beft 
of their way home, the City of Milan cajstulated, 
and the French King foon got FoOellion of the 
Dutchy. 

"Whilft the French were thus bufied, the indolent 
Emperor got to In/pruck, feated at eafe, without 
troubling his Head either for or againft the Swifs i 
and old King Ferdinand Only looked on, not giving 
the Swifs any fort of Affiftance, each Party feeming 
to have forgot, that they had To much as promifed 
{o to do. 

A^imilian Sforza, Duke of Milan, who had Ihut 
himfelf up in his Caftle, finding his Cafe defperatCi 
iurrendered it by Capitulation.

great Chancellor, in a Speech, dcHvo-ing his Matter's 
Sentiments, which were extreamly well received by 
his Holinefi. The Audience b^iOgj over, they fi«nC 
.three Days t<wether in one Palace, Ihewing kj each 
other maiafeft Tokens of the ftrongeft Amity, arid 
confira^ed, by repeated Promifes, the CX)ligations and 
Contnu^ before debated, [>erides confulung on m&ny 
Things touching the Kingdom <^ N^Us, the Kic^ 
having now Thoughts of attacking it; which Entes- 
prize the Pope priomifed to favpvu: at a ie^nable

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Time. The King new follicited die Rcftitution of 
Msdena and RfggUj to the Duke of Ferraray which 
Leo alfo promifed R> grant, upon being paid a 
certain Sum of Money. The Pope ^ain promifed 
to give the King Power to levy the tenth Part of the 
Church-Revenues of France^ for the MMntenance of 
(lis Army ; and confentcd, that Francis fhould have 
the Nomination of Benefices, which always had apper- 
taii^ to CoUeges and Chapters ; a Matter that felt 
out much to the Profit- and Purpofc of the King of 
fi^Hce, who had by tiiat Means the Difpofal of the 
■Benefices, but the Annates of the French Churches 
they agreed fliould be paid according to the trpe Value -, 
but when his HoKnefa's Deputies fought to proceed a- 
gzlnft thiofe that concealed it, they could find no Prooi^ 
Ibthat tbePope'sDefignswcre defeated in that Refpcft. 
The King on his Pirt promifed, not to take into his 
Proteftion anytof the Cities of Tu/catrf, yet afterwards 
he required to have Liberty to proteft the ■People of 
Lucca, (whojhad offered lum 25,000 Ducats^ faying, 
" He was bound to that Proteflion by the Obligation 
** of his Predeccflbr-: " but the Pope refufed to agree 
to it i the' he promifed not to molefl them in any 
fort. Laftly, they agreed to fend Fryar G;/w, Gene- 
ral of the Juguftines, and an excellent Preacher, to the 
Emperor, in the Pbpe's Name, to perfuade him to 
jcnder Vercnay &c. to the Venttiansy for an Equivalent 
in Money. The Pope on taking Leave, at the Kbg's 
Rcqueft, created Adrian de Botfie Cardinal, who was 
Brother to the Great-mafter of fraitcCy and one in the 
iiigheft Efteem with the King. 

. After ihefe Matters were fetded which were not in- 
duced iirto Writing, except the Articfes for Nptninaiion 
iof ' Benefices, W c. ihe King departed from the Pope well 
>&tisiiedwidi the Reception he^ad tnet with, thinldnfe 
ftow he fhould have a perpetual Friend of him. His Ho- 
-hnefs too fhewed as much outward Satisfaction at this 
IntervieWi but in his Mind nouiiflied other ImpreC-

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lions, for that two Matters were very grievous to 
^hn } the one, that the Dutchy of MtUsn fliould remain 
in the Fretuh King's H^ds ; the other, that the Duke 
of Ferrara flicmld be rc-invefted in Modena and Reg- 
gio i and indeed all thefe Promifes vanifhcd in Air : 
For, after Lee had been at Florence about a Month, 
the Duke of Ferrara declared, the Money was ready 
to be paid on his being let into PonefTion, and the 
Agreement was ibon after put into Writing ; but the 
Pope found Means to evade his Promife. 

In the mean time, the King returned to AGUn, dif- 
miffed his Army, except 700 Lances, 6000 Lance- 
knights, and 4000 French Voluntiers, whom he left 
to guard the City, and then the King fet out for 
France, (about the End of December) leaving behind 
him, as his Lieutenant, Charles, Duke of Bourbon, 
judging he had left his Affairs in Itafy in a good 
State, both on Account of the Alliance newly con- 
' trafted with the Pope, and becaufe as he had defeated 
the Swifsy he found Means to fettle the Differences fub- 
fifting between them ; " though, as Gutcciardin fays, 
*' contrary to the Perfuafions of the King of E^- 
'* lajid, who would have had the Swifi have profecuiol 
*' the War againft France. " Yet they jrrance Mim 
even entered into an Alliance with Fra»- inu m dlU, 
eiSy and bound themfelves to fumifh for ^"'f ■<"''* '*' 
the King's Service, and in his Pay, in and **"""■ 
put of Itahf, fuch Numbers of Footmen, as he fhould 
require, and that under their Name and Publick En- 
ligns, except againft the Pope, the Empire and 
the Emperor. On the other hand, the King con- 
firmed to them their aniient Penfions, with a Promife 
to pay them, within a certain Time, the 600,000 Du- 
cats, ^reed upon at Dijon, together with 300,000 , 
more, on their delivering up to him the Villages and 
Valleys appertaining to his Dutchy of ACiw ; but the 
five Cantons that poffelTed thofe Places refiifed to ra- 
tify the Treaty. Whereupon the King undertook to

' When Hetiry die Vinth heard the 

S'jS^'"" Siiccefs that had attended Francit this 
f 1515. ' CampMgnj he exprefled himfelf very 
uneafy thereat, left he Ihould becc»Ae 
too powerful ; alfo at hb entertaining in his Army 
"HicbarddelaPolty Brother to the Earl of S*/ffZt, who 
had been lately beheaded -, this Prince now pretend- 
ing, as his Brother was cut qffi to have a Right 
to the Crown. For thefe Reafons Henty b^an to look 
about him, and to prepare againft the woril. 

The Spanijb Ambaflador, who had fpefit his Time 
in London for fome Months but heavily, was on this 
Occafion carefled by Archbifhop Wolfey, which News 
Twas joyfully received by Ferdinand : And the Empe- 
ror, hearing of Hatry's Difpofitions to oppofe the 
Progrefs of the French in Italy, begun alfo to dread 
the too great Power of France ih that Country; 
Wherefore he fent an Ambafladot to Ei^knd with 
Jnftruftions, to agree to fuch Schemes as the King 
and the Sfanifi Ambaffador Ihoqld fettle. 
_ J.. ^, Henry on this fummoned an excraor- 
« Cw^l. dinary Council, At which the Archbilhop 

' of Canterbury, the Bilhops of Wincbe/ier 

^nd Durham, and the Dukes of Norfolk and Suffoik 
ainiled. WoU^ opened the Debate, and, in a pathe- 
tick Speech, laid before them, Firfi, " The Steps taken 
** by the French in Italy, and (hewed how FramcU 
*' had broke the laft Treaty, by fiivouring Richard de, 
*' la Pole. Second^, in aflifting the Scotcbt who op- 
*' pofed the King's Sifter, in withholding fever^l 
*' Jewels and Goods belonging to Queen Mary ; which 
f' feveral Aifts, faid he, ought to be refcnted in fome 
tt Meafure, and he knew no bct^Way to do it, dwn

Upon the btcaldi^ up of die Coon- iirw hfiruaioni 
ci], proper Inftruftions were fent to Sir fi^ '« «"■ Am- 
Richard IVtr^ld, the King's AmbalTa- *^^J '"' 
dor, to demand Redrefi from the French 
Ksa^ of the feverai Otters compJained of at the 
Cotmcii Board ; which the Ambaflador accordingly did; 
" King FroHcis gave him a Very favourable Anfwer, 
tiromimig all due Sztisl^dion Ihould be given co his 
M^% oi Englafid. 

Whilft our Ambaliador was thus employed in' 
Fi-Mce, Francifco S/orza, Brother to Maximilian, the 
late Duke of Milan^ ;^lied to Hemy^ co aflift him iif 
the Recovering of MilaM, in r^id his Brother was 
Jhut up a Priibner in France. The ' 

King tiftened to this Prince's Jlequeft, r'7«5'^'JS 
And cnta«J into a Treaty with him ; Francifco sfom. 
wherein it was ftipulated, '' That, in 
■^ cafe he recovered the Dutchy, he fiiould pay to' 
^* Eiegland a yearly Tribute, in Conlideration of the 
^ St^ply that Htmy -kis to ftjrnifh him with" for that 
^' Etjd i and that fVolfey, for his Part, Ihould have 
■*' out ^f it 10,000 Ducats yearly. " PoUdor fays 
18,000 : '' But, upon as good Authcmty, ( fays Dr.

*' babJe, PFolfy had the King's Authority for inlUting 
" on this Condition for himfelf." 

The prudent Steps that the Court of Enghntd had 
thus taken to provide againfl: the growing Power of 
France^ was io difagreeable to the &ge Rjtpiny that he 
breaks out, upon his Majefty and his Prime Mitufler, 
as follows : 

" Though Henry had not been able intirely to avoid 
" the Snares kid by the Pope, the Emperor, and the 
" King of Spain^ he had happily got clear \ but with a

" Change may 6e :^ibed to three fcveral Caufes : 
" The firfi his Jea^fy of the glorious Succefi of 
*^ Francis's Arms^'w liafy ; The fecond, to prevent 
" the growing Pdi^r of that Neighbour : The /bird 
" and principal, fFelfiy, his Favourite's Intereft, who, 
.*' thinking to have Reafon to complain of the King 
" of France, would be revenged. The two firft need 
" np fiirthcr Explanation : 'Tis well known that

The Commitment of the Pope's Deputy Colleftor 
to the 7«yw made a great Noife at Bjame^ and (at 
the Inftigation of Cardinal Hainan) at length the 
Pope, and Cardinal Julim de Medici interceded ftx 
him to the King, by Letters of Aig. 30, and Sept. 3. 
The Letter from the Pope is in a high Strain, in 
which his Holinefs takesNotice, ** That, in former Let-

think proper to refiife the Pope what he defired, and 
(hereupon Polidor was releafed out of the Tower^ after

eifure Hours in writing the Hiftory of England before- 
mentioned, and therein he took occafion to colleft all 
the Reflcftions he could poffibly get together, whether 
true or falfe, in order to revenge himfelf upon Welfey, 
from a Suppofition that he was the Author of his 
Imprifonment. But it will appear by and by, that 
Cardinal Hadrian was a mod wicked Man ; that neither 
the Pope, nor Cardinal Medici had any great Caufe to 
follicit on hb Behalf; and that Cardinal Baynbridge 
was not out in his Conjefture touching Hadrian. 

And as to Polidor Virgil^ notwithftanding Monfieur 
i?ij^i» admits, that he was a partial Hijiorian in refpeft 
to the Cardinal, yet he generally makes him his Au- 
thority, where he is the moft intent in blackening 
Wolfey's Memory. 

Though, for a good while, Archbilhop Welfey met

It belongs to the Chanccflor, Ratione 
Officii, to pronounce the Caufe of Summons at the Be- 
ginning of the Parliament, and to be prefent at all 
the King's Councils, and thither to repair uncalled % 
under whole Hands pals all Charters, CommllTions, 
and Grants of the King, with the Sandtion of the 
Broad Seal, without which all fuch Inftniments are of 
no Force ; and the Reafbn may be fhewn in a very 
few Words, bccaufe the King in Intendment of Law 
is a Corporation, and therefore palles nothing Brmly 
but under the faid Seal. 

The Chancellors in common have no Commiffion 
by Letters Patent 1 but Cardinal W^o^ declared, that 
he had a Commiffion for holding the Seal during his 
life ; which, neverthelefs was adjudged void ; and 
he was fo far convinced of it, that he gave up the 
Point as will hereafter be feen, and Cokfy 4th Inftit- 
Fol.

CM., ,V,..U^f^ 
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Dr. Colet was bora in tendon in the 
Year 1466. He was Son of Sir Henry ^ ^'^jf 
Coletj fomcume Lord Mayor of Lew/on 1 jj^,_ 4^* ' 
made Dean of St. Paur&, as fome fay, 
in the Year 1509 ; but others aver, that it was not 
till the Year 151 2, when he founded his School near 
St. Paul's, which he called after the Name of that 
Cathedral, and continues to this Day in a flourifhing 
Condition.* The firft Mafter vras the famous JViUicm 
Lifyy whofe Grammar and Learning is very well known 
to the Britijb Nation. The Dr. was an intimate 
Friend of Erafums's, as fuiEciently appears from the 
Epiftles that paffed between thofe two great Men now 
extant. He lived till the Year 151 9, and was buried 
in St. PauPs Cathedral, where a handfome Monu- 
ment was erefted to his Memory ; but, being much 
worn out by Time, was, fome few Years fmce, re- 
paired by the Mercer^ s Company, who were appointed 
Truftees of his Will, and have all along nobly and 
faithfully executed the great Tmft repofed in them, 
as well to their Honour, as to the great Service of the 
Gty of LetidoH and the Kingdom in general. 

Some little time after Archbifhop Wolfey was de- 
clared a Cardinal, his Royal Majier wrote him a moll 
afFeftionate Letter with his own Hand, which, for 
the Novelty of it, we (haJl here introduce.

FERDINJND was now grown 
'W'";""/Spa»i. ^j,j ^^j cj^.,j|y . ^ his Age and Sick- 

nefs increaled, he did not care to reft 
long in a Place, but condnually moved up and down. 

Charlei of MftrtOy hearing of his Grandfather*! 
Illnefs, fent Adrian, his Preceptor, into Spain^ to take 
cate of his intereft, with ' full Power likewife to take 
upon him the Government of Spain, in cafe Ferdir 
Hand Ihould fuddenly die, before he could othcrwife 
provide for the Safety of diat State. 

^i/rMw, purfuant to his Mailer's InftruiSions, fct 
out for King Ferdinand's Court ; upon his Arrival 
there he demanded an Audience of the King, which 
was at firft refufed him ; (tho' great Endeavours 
were ufed to prevail on his Catbolick Majcfty, to fee 
a Perfon who came from one fo nearly related to 
him) but after fome rime, as his Illnels increafed, 
he changed his Mind ( for, tho' at firft he could not 
be perfuaded to prepare for Death, or fee his Father 
ConfcfTor, who often endeavoured to get Admittance, 
he now found it was in vain to defer it, and that his 
End drew nea^a he then fent for his Confeflbr, re- 
ceived the Sacraments, and acquiefced with [he Ferfor' 

jnanc* . 
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hiaoce 6i odier Rites of the Church. He alfo fcnt 
for his Councils to advife with them, whether he had 
not better leave his Dominions in Spain to his Grandr 
fon, Ferdinand, inftcad of Charles, who, he faid, per- 
haps coald not come over to govern hirafelf. 

The Council unanimoufly be^ed him not to aliei* 
the Succeffion, which might occafion Wars and other 
Calamities. This Reprefentarion had the defired Ef- 
fcft, and Ferdinand, when his Council were retired, 
admitted Airian to his Frefence, and made his 
Wiil. 

On the 23d of Jar^ary he died of the DMih^KiMg. 
Dropfy, at a poor Inn at Mtdrigalego, in J^rdinand »f 
the 64th Year of his Age and 42d of ^^' 
his Reign. Many bclieVe the Potion, that his Queen 
gave himj in hopes of having Children by him, con- 
tributed greatly to deftroy his Conftitution. 

Ftrdifiand ordered his Body to be buried at Granada. 
An Aftrologer having told him he ftioold die at M»* 
drigaioy he would never go to that Town. 

Gttieciafdin relates, " I'hat Ferdinand was a King ex- 
*' cellent in Council, and fo fumilhcd with ail Virtues, 
" tliat he deferved no Reproof, if he had been con- 
** flant in keeping his Promifcs ; for, touching the 
" Charge of Niggardlinefs, it was not true, as appeared 
" on the Survey of his Eftate after his Death." This 
AudiOT further remarks, " That, to the excellenC 
** Virtues of thb Prince, w^ joined a moft rare and 
*' perpetual Felicity during the whole Courfe of his 
** Life, excepting the Death of his only Son ; " For, 
as to the Death of his Son-in-law, that added to his 
Greatnefs, the Kingdom of Gi/?/iH; reverting to him again 
thereon. Befidcs, fcver^ other Incidents contributed 
towards making him great ; he being Second Son to 
Jebn, King ofAragon, he came to the Crown by the 
Death of his eldcft Brother, and gained the Kingdom 
of Ca^e in Right of his Wife j after fubduing the 
other C(Mi^>etiioi3 to die fame, he annexed the King- 
R r a , dpm 
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dom of Granada to his Empire, as before obfeiVed ; 
(which the Enemies of the Chrifiian Faith haS ufurpcd 
almoft Eight hundred Years) Naples^ and the great Dif- 
coveries in the Weft-Indies^ with the Conqueft of 
Navarre, the Principality of Oran, and many other 
Places of Importance upon the Coaft of Africa ftill 
added to his Grandeur. He kept always the upper 
Hand of his Enemies^ and cloaked his Ambition and 
Covcioufnefs of other Princes Kingdoms and States 
under Pretence of Zeal to Religion, and an holy At 
feftion to the Common-wealth. 

By this Monarch's Death a Pope and Three grtat 
Kings, in about feven Years, went to their laft Ac- 
count, Julius the lid, Henry theVIIth,Z.««(j:the XUth, 
and Ferdinand. Tht fecond and fourth were, not unlike 
in Temper, each having every thing as &r as he could 
for his own Benefit. Henry, during his Ufe, made 
Ferdinand his Dupe to carry ihe Points he had then 
depending, whilft Ferdinand ihought he was made ufc 
of in Matters that were greatly for his own Intereft \ 
and He at laft perceiving the \J(t Henry made of him, 
in return made the fame Ufe of his Son, Henr^ 
the Vlllth, as his Father had made of him. But 
when the great Wolfey came to be firft Minifter, he 
quickly difcovered all old Ferdinand'% Drifts, other 
Mcafures were taken, and young Henry., by puribing 
his Primier's Advice, foon turned the T^les upca 
his Father-in-law. Witnefs the Treaty, in the Year 
1514, between Hiwry and iiw/j, concluded without the 
Privity either of him or Maximilian ; and Henry at laft 
learned to take as little Notice of the Spanijb Am- 
baflador as King Ferdinand and Julius the lid had be- 
fore of his, wiien they thought they had fcrved their 
own Turns, by obtaining the Retreat of Lewis the 
Xllth out of liafy in the Year 151a. 

Though Ferdinand was counted as faving as Htmy 
thtfVlIth, yet the Cafe was vaftly diiFerent at dicir 
Death, the iirft leaving hts SuccelTor, dioi^ he had 
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■no li^es to be fiipjrfied fcom, an almaft immenfc 
Sum in ready Money : Whereas the other, who had 
the In^es at command, died fo poor as to leave fcarce 
fufficient to bury him : But then it may be obferved, 
that Henry the Vllth kept himftlf fmglc, after the 
Death of his Queen ; whereas Ferdinand married an 
artful Wife in his old Age, who was a Woman of 
great Adtivity, and very likely was the Means of ex- 
haufting both his Wealth and his Strength. 

After the Death of Ferdinattd the 
whole Kingdom of Spain came of ^^J^J^'£^°'^ 
courfe to Johanna his eldeft Daughter j sZj^'!"' "^ 
but, by Reafon of her Defed: of Un- 
derftanding, Charles of Aufiria^ her eldeft Son, then 
in the Low Countries^ was proclaimed King of Spain. 
WhereupOH Adrian^ then upon the Spot, producai 
to the Council I-ctters Patent, whereby he was cai- 
ftituted Regent iri his Meet's Abfence : But JSmenes 
refufed e> acknowledge him as fuch on Pretence, that 
Charlts had no Authority to appoint a Regent, before 
he was received as King. However, to prevent Dif- 
turbances on that Head, it was foon agreed, that the 
Affairs of the Government Ihould be conduced by 
Xtmenes and Adrian, as Joint-regents, and all Dif- 
patches to be figned by both Parries : But, notwith- 
flanding this Agreement, Xi^enes left Adrian only the 
bare Title of Joint-regent, for he difcharged all 
the Fundtions of a folc Governor. 

When King Charles heard what had been tranfafting 
in Spain\ he Wrote to the Council of Ca/iile, alTuring 
them, that he would come over with all Speed ; to 
Cardinal Xtmenes, recommending to him the Care of 
the Govemmenti to Quetn Germane, comforting and 
*fluring her of all Honour and Refpcft ; and to Prince 
Ferdinand, affuring him, that he would be both a Bro- 
ther and a Father to him. But there were not want- 
ing Perlons, who endeavoured to ftt Charles againft 
JGtBt»eSt in which. tihey fueceeded ; though Charles 

did 
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did hot for che preient think proper to Ihew \ai 
Difpleafure. On the other H^nd, thoi^h the Queen 
his Mother, was diftrafted, fereral Perfons reforted to 
her, and inculcated io much lU into her a^tnft the 
King, her Son, that Ihe would never call him any thing 
but Prince. 

IteheUim U Upon the t>eAt\i oi King Ferdhutndi 
Sicily. ^Hitgo de Moncada was Viceroy of Siethft 

and rcfided at Palermo^ ■frherc the two Earls cf Ga»= 
€rofa and Golifano had fo far incenfed the Rabble 
^ainft the Viceroy, that they took Amis and be* 
fieged him in his Palace, from whence with much 
Difficulty he efcaped to Mefim. In the mean time 
rfiey Iwoke into his Palade, plundered it, and fet fcvc- 
ral Prifonen it Libwty. King Qforlts, upon heirii^ 
this News, fent the Ewl of MoHuUofit hia Viceroy 
over to that Ifland, with a Body of Troc^. Thefe 
Forces, with the Affiftance of fonne of the i^me No- 
bility, foon broke the Band of the Mutineen, and^ 
^ter taking feveral Prifoners, fortie were immediately 
execiued, and otheis were imprifoncd, infomuch that^ 
before tlie Year expired, the. Peace of the Ifland waa 
teftored. 

T5f opfn^iim <f The next Difficulty King ChdrUs had 
John d'Albert to encounter, on his fuccecding to the 
Crown c^ Spain, was thie, Jaim £Mm, the dc* 
prived King of Navurre^ got a Body of Troops b> 
gether, confifting of looo Foot and fbme Horle, 
and. put at their Head the famous NUrfh^ Peter 
lie Navarro, who he had prevailed with to eiuei' 
into his Service. Thefe Forces marched into that 
Kingdom, and King Jobn\ Affairs at firil feemed to 
bear a fevourable AfpeA, which ^ve great Unea-' 
finefs to Cardinal Ximents., the Kingdom being then 
in a defencelefs Condition. However, no time waf 
loft in raifing Forces, in order to oppofc King Jeim^a 
Projefts, and the Troe^ were no fooner railed, but 
diey marched to meet the Enezny, under the Com-. 

mand 
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piand of Colond Ftrdinand ife ViUahOy w^o fooa 
came up with King Jxikn'& little Army, engaged, and 
ftMally dcfeired them, tnd took Gene- p j, 
ral Petir Navarrv Priiqncr, who was feot f^t„ Prifiner 
^ito Spaitiy where he va? cloAy conBoed mJ din m^ 
for fome If ears, and u laft, through the »■«**• 
great Vezadon* 2nd v»ft Mottihcation of his afpjring 
Spirit,, as ic was &d, murdered himlclf in Fri&n % 
and thus ended the Life of this gallant Soldier. . 

King' John and his Queen, upon 
reviving the News of this Defeat of ^'fif^^ 
hii Army, died, ss fome thought, of %■ Q^y"^ '" 
Grief, wliichput an End to the Trou- 
ble in thofe Parts much fooner than was ocfK^ed. 

But this was not all the Fatigue the Cardinal met 
with, there was not wanting many difcontentcd Per- 
fons in Spain, who proceeded fo fiir as to take Arms , 
jig^ft idm, yet he found Means to quel thofc Dif- 
opders, and prelcrve his Command till the Arrival c^ 
bis Royal Maftcr into Spain, tho' it happened not 
this Year. 

As JSmenej and iVelfey were now ^ faralUl bi" 
fwo of the greateft Miniftcre in £aW ^'^ '*f^^^ ■ 
we flmll here endeavour to draw a fart ^4 Wolfcy. ■ 
of f^rallcl between them ; Xments, in 
icfpeft, to his Birth, -had the Advantage of the Car- 
dit^ of England. In their firft £0ays towards making 
their way into the World, they were under the feme 
l^&drancagcs, and, after they appeared more openly 
upon the Stage of it, met with, the like ignomi- 
nitjus Trcatmerit, th«u^ different as to the Dura- 
tion and other Circumftanccs of it 1 but thofe early 
KcbuHs produced ia the Sequel a Train of Events 
very fiivcairable to them both, fo difficult it is to 
make a Judgment of what may h^pen to us in fi> 
tute Time from any prefent Appearances. 
. The Merit of thefe two great Men could not be 
pblcu^d, QYBi under Cimim^ccs of DilgcatKi they 

ftiU 
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9c(& found generous Patrons, who did not think, 8 
Ferfons of little Merit in high Stations Ibmedincs do. 
That the Misfortunes of Men afford a reaibnablc 
Pretence why they ftiould not be encouraged or pre- 
setted : But yet their Manner, as to their Condu^ of 
life, was ibmawh^ different. JGmenei, after running 
^trough a Scene of Actions on the Stage t^ publick 
Affairs, which gave him a Diftafte of the World, 
made him chufe to retire to a Cloiftcr, 

The Temper of Cardinal tf^oljiy feems to be very 
^f^rent, for his Fatigues and Difappotntments rath» 
inclined him to the civil life and Converlatioa, 
though, as to the exterior and devotional Part of Rcr 
ligion, he always Ihewed great Regard ; he alfo was 
zealous in reforming fcandalousAbufe among the Mo- 
nafUck Orders, and the regular Clergy of all Difldn:- 
Aions, as will be hereafter more fiiUy fecn. 

The great Revenues of Ximents were employed in 
Works of Piety and Charity, and in anfwwing the 
End for which the Donadpn of them was ori^aJly 
made to the Church. The Poor, whom he called 
his Lords and Proprietors, receival one Moiety, the 
other was appropriated, neceflary Dedu&ions being 
made for the Expences of his Family, towards fbundr 
ing Monafteries and Colleges, and endowbg them 
sttcr a proper and liberal Manner. Among the reft 
he had one excellent Defign, which he lived to exer 
cute, and whereof the Learned Worki at this Day 
every where reaiw the Benefit i in order to adjuft and 
corrc<^ as txa& an Edition as might be made of 
the Hofy Scripiures, in Latin, Greeks Hebrew, and 
Chaidee, he bcAight up, at a vafl: Chai^ all the Ma* 
nufcript Bibles he could any where hear of ; a Copy 
of which, when iinithed, being prefented to him, 
with Eyes and Hands lift up to Heaven, he faid. 
My Goit, I return tbee immertal Thanks for grantit^ 
VTf Defires tf good Succefs to fee this ff^ork compUated. 
Then, turning to his Domefticks, be adds, Jt is trut,

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«^ Friends^ God Bath, hem pUafed to crown my Labours 
^itb ifuceijs, in ma^ impfrtant Affairs, for (be Good 
of the State ; but there is not any thing you ought to 
rejoice' with me more in, than the hap0 Accomplijhment

fottr Langu^es.' 

The Cardinal of Englbfd^iA hot lefe difcover the 
Greattiefs. of his Mind, in applying his large Reve- 
nues for the Advancement of Piety^ and Learning. 
■It is true, that, inftSad of erfdting, he deftroyed fe- 
Veral ReUgiotis Huitfesi (the Reafon for which will be 
accounted for hereafter) bt!t diiswas fb far from being 
tnconfiftenc with tht ^at and magnificent Things he 
had in View, that-it prapared the Way towards the 
Accomplilhmcnt of riiem : And as to the Republlck 
of Letters, ■ it may be affirmed, without derogating 
from the. Glory of XimAteSy that Cardinal iVolfey was 
no lefs a Friend to it; his Foundations were larger, 
. and his Endowmentsj had they been preferved upon 
- his Plan, 0»orc noble and opulent ; (o, which we may 
fotgoin, he hid fomfed a Defign^ as to the Char^ 
and Difficulty of executing it, not inferior to that of 
JGtneneSt in his Edition bfthe OWand New Tefiament, 
which was^ to caufe all the Manufcripts in the Vaticajt 
to be tranfcfibed for the Service of his Country, 

"While the Thoughts of thefc great Men were 
taken up ia promoting the Intereft of Learning artd 
Reli^on, they did not ne^c^ the Services of their 
refpSlive Matters, or the Affairs of State. They 
Vere indeiaogabk both in fuper-intending the civil. 
CEconomy, and in taking Care there was no want of 
military Preparations. It was a Handing Maxim with 
them both, that ntf Prince could be conliderable, cK ■ 
cept he was either in Aftion, or had rtiadc vifible Pre- 
parations for Aftion. 

JSmeaes's Humility did not exempt him from the 

. Charge of Afnbiuon,- nor his piotis Works from that 

<jf Avarice. The Wars,- which he advifcd his Ma- 
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fler to prolccute, and in fome of whicfi he peHb^ 
tia(Iy comm^oded, as we h^ve before related, gave 
ecGafioR of Cenfure to kis Enemies, who reproached 
him as aSeax^ unfiHtable to his Qiara^r, which, 
&e]^ judged, ihould have indined him more ec^ pad- 
fick Meafu^es than to War. " Nothing, cried they 
^ could be more abominable,, than Ic^ lea a ^dt, 
-*^ at) Archbifhop, and a Cardinal emvtie his Hantls 
** in human Blood." 

The Cardinal of £ff^ZiiWwasa)fo cenluredcm all thole 
Accoi]nts, e^Krept that of having a military Command i 
and though thefe Calumnies were encouiaged by the great 
Mefi in bodi Courts, lo whom the Power, of which the 
Cardinals wer? podeOed, had rendeced thetn inyidlousi 
yet th^ two Kings, theu- Matters, were ft> -ienfible <^ 
l^eir Inte^ity and Zeal i<x die puUick Snrice, that 
the whole Gefign, ppoje&ed to bring th«m into Dif- 
gnce, was impra^icable ; till Wol^^ indeed, at laft 
was removed ; but not fo much by the We^hc of alt 
his Enemies in Conjan£lton, which he had long with- 
Aood, as by the i^iEce and Infisuatiofi of a fingle 
Woman.* 

Aiffwa^J punilhed with Rigour wherever he could 
ditcover the Authors of Violence and Irijuftice, and 
fuch efpecially, who, in Breach of the Truft repofbd 
in them, had emhaezled the publick Moneys^ and the 
like Inftances of Juftice may provoke particulw Per- 

" fons, who feel, In one Degree or other, the E^ft of 
It; yet in general they reconlmend Ma^hates to 
Eftcem among thinking Men, for fuch necefl&rily 
love Order and Juftice. 

Cardinal H^elfey appears, upon the Comparifon, to 

■ have had an equal Regard to his Matter's Honour 
and the. Good of the Sute, it being allowed tm. all 
Hands, that, in his judicial Inquiries and Proceedings, 
he a£ted with a becoming Severity, of which we ihall 
immediately give feveral Inilancesi and this leads us to 

- attend the A^rs of England. 
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Th« <liflb>edl Biifibefi (he Cardinal was -4?"''^' 9^ 
«inployod in^ relBaDg.t»iMS ^Offices asweU ^f'^- 
ijarituai as temporat pMi.iiybiild think ^ ", 
might have fo j^n t]p4ii^TJhiej that be coukl not 
hiye jHadXttfurc M havt attended an^. cithei-, ftfettcri i 
j^et fu^h was his ><^:traile A^ipji^adon to the AffimS

diatetf prefide. Ftrfi, he began with: inquiring into 
die State-of &e ExcbefftTf and fihding it much e^ 
hauif^ thro' the King's Ltberalit/j and the Call of 
publiek Affiurs, it put him upon bringing eo a fltiiS 
Accoahc tiie deferent Perfons iritrafted with the Re- 
ceipt of the IhibHck Revemic. By the Accounts he 
jfeond feveial great Perfons. were indebted to his Mi- 
jcfty io faigfe Samsi the Gettjng^in of which, thro' 
^e Negligence pr Treachery of thfe Officers, had 
been. ncgl«ted. Among thcflk Debtors; the Duke of 
5t(^i£ appeared to be one: The Debt being dcr 
RUDided, and he then unable to answer it, he thoi^ht 
proper wircpre into the Country, where, by Irvirtg 
frugal, he hoped to enable hiffifelf, out of the Ih- 
(Xime of his Eftate, in Time, to pay it off.* Others 
initfiediaxely {wd into the Treaiiiry what they iti- 
ipeflitdy owed ; and, where Saiisfaftion was rrot f6 
he had l^' fair Means, Prolecutions were commenced, 
in order to compel Foment, which had fo good ih 
Effect that Money becrane more plenty^ and enabled 
his Majcfly to anfwer- the Exigeiiciesof thePubhck, 
without biirthening his Subjeffs at that Juncture.

were pubUckly punifhed, or feverely fined : InftMnucli 
that it was obferved, Per^iay in particular foon b& 
came much lefs frequenr. . 'In Aioit, the Cardinal, for 
exerting himfelf .in (xinging nomrious Ofienders to 
Jufticci -was- -then- much applauded (as Lord Herbert 
and other-Authors own) b««h by the King and the 
People: And, for the mora fpeddy puniflring the 
Crimes we have laft mentioned, a Court was creded, 
where the Lords of the Council, and jnany of the 
Nobility lat. The Court of Requefl was by the Cardir 
nal's Means infUtuted; and he ordained, as Godwin af- 
firms,, many other Thbgs in t&e Civil Government of 
the Kingdom, that were very acceptable to the Pcojde, 
jmd are in Ufe even at this Day,, by which he maT 
pifcfted his Wifdom and Love of his Country. 

EraJaus.upoR this Occafipn remarks, " That th« 
^* Cardinal proceeded in fuch a Way, as to. bid ftur 
** to render Britain a more gbrious Nation, than it 
" ever was before -, for he ib throughly purged the 
^' Realm of Malcfadors and'cvil Doers of every fort, 
*' that is was not more .fre« from Poifons and witd 
>^ Beafts, than from noxious Men. That, by his 
*'. Authority, he cut in funder.many perplexed Law- 
*' Suits, no lefs happily than Alexander did the Gardiax 
?* Knott ; and that with.much Wildom hojcampofed 
** the Differences amongft great Men." 
Wolfe m<^deL, ^^ Cardinal /TWyiy was thus 
rati i^^iJe. '' Worthily employed at home, his Ho- 
• ^ . Unefs was rcfolved not tn be behind 

.feaqd in diftinguilhing d»is;great Prelate. He conferred 
pn him the Title of his Legate a Latere; for the 
Execution of which Office the. King, by his Letters 
psfcrit, cbnfehte^.

his Heart being fet upon having a Prince. 

About this time Dr. Standifiy haV- 
&f S'g)^- '"S give« Offence to the Qeigy, by 
eati^. ' ""^ fome Doctrines he had advanced at 
St.- Paul's, was fummoned, before the 
Convocation ; Mid, in Obedience thereto, he appeared. 
Here the Doftor was afked the following C^eftioflS. 
. " ifit Whether it is lawful for a Tmporai Judge 
* to bring any Clerks before him in a Court of Jaf- 
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** tice, fcfc. 2iWy, Whether the firft Orders arc holy 
" Orders, or not ? ^dfy. Whether a ConftitutiWi made 
^* by the Pope and CIci^ is binding, in a Gountry 
" where the contrary Praftice has all along prevailed ? 
** ^bfy. Whether a Temporal Prince can check the 
^ Proceedings of Bifhops, who mifbehave themfelves, 
** in correfting thofc under their Jurirdiftion ?" Ano- 
liier Day he attended^ when Archbiniop Warbam 
delivered him a Paper containing the fame in effect 
■widi the Articles, and a Day was afligned him to put 
in his Anfwer. The Doctor, apprehending the Cort- 
Tocation would treat him with Rigour, becaufe he 
had pleaded for the King, in a certain Caufe between 
the King and the Abbot of ff^incheUomie, ap- 
plied to his Majefty for Proteftion. Upon this the 
Clergy made their Excufc to the King, acquainting 
him, that they had no Quarrel againft the Doftor up- 
on the fcore of his pleading againft the iaid Abbot ;

requeflcd, that his Majefty would be pleafed to (bel- 
ter Dr. Standijh from the Malice of d>e Clergy j ftJf 
that the principal Matter of their Kll againft him.

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and th^t which the Abbot d«fciitned on in his Ser- 
mon, were in effeA the ian;ie Thifigs, and tedded 
JbQth to maim the JurifiJiflion of the Temporal Courts, 
and exempt the Clei^ from Puoifhment. 

The King, having weighed the Requeft of both 
Parries, called Dr. Vefe^^ Dean «rf his Qwpel, to him, 
^nd commanded him, upon hb Faith and Allegiance, 
to declare the Truth, according to the bcft of his 
Knowledge, as to the firft Queftion put to Dr. Stan- 
dip. Whether the trying ef Qerksy in crimtaal CanfiSy 
^f/ore. temporal yai^w, jsdireSly contrary, to the L^w 
of God, Mid the Liberties of the hofy Churchy as fime ef 
the Spirituality pretended? To -this, after maaice De- 
liberarion, Dr. Vef^, with all the Sokoinity the Af- 
fair required, anfwered in the Affirmative, afligning 
feveral Reafons for his Opinion.*

• Before Htniy the IX^'iTime 
"the.Archbifliops of England, by 
ihe Pope's Encomflgenieht, or-

** for his Part, he owed all his Promotion to his

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Name of the Clergy, ** That, in ancient Times,

** dom in the Quarrel." On the other hand the Lofd 
Chief Juftice Fineaux repUed, ** That the Trying Clerks 
** in temporal Courts had been maintained in the 
•* Reigns of ievcral pious Princes, and that many 
•* holy Prelates had acquicfced under this Law of the 
•* Country, which, 'tis prefumed, they would never 
" have done, had it been fo contrary to the Laws 
** of God, as is now pretended : Befides, the Pre- 
*' lates have no Authority to try any Cleries for Fe- 
•* lony." The Archbilhop of Catuerburj anfwered, 
** They had fufBdent Authorityfor that Purpofe j" but 
brought neither Precedent nor Aigument to fupport 
his Affertion. Fineaux^ on the other flde, rejoined, 
•* That, in cafe a Clerk was apprehended for Felony, 
" and afterwards delivered to the Ordinary by the

The next Matter that arofe was of another Kind ■, 
the City-bajlitFs were endeavouring to break in upon 
the Privileges of the Univerfity j on which the 
Chancellor'sCommtlTary fufpended them, ab It^reffu 
EcckJUy for their Ojntumacy, in not appearing be- 
fore him at a Day and Place legally afligned -, and 
fuch indeed were the Infults of the Citizens, that the 
Convocation was forced to difcommon the' Mayor, for 
not fuperceding the Procefs of his Court, againft 
> privilcdged Perfon, on the Chancellor's Mandate. 

A Gentleman,* who has wrote the Hittory of this 
Univerfiw, takes notice, that this was not the only In- 
■ftance of the Townfmen's Rancour to the Vxi- 
vileges of the Univerfity: For they carried it lb for 
as to interrupt the Chancellor in the Correftion and 
Imprifonmeiit of Delinquents, and refufed to obey 
the Chancellor's Mandate' for impanelling of Juries ; 
they alfo impanelled on a Jury two of the fuperior 
Beadles of the Univerfity, and' other priviledged Per- 
fons, anticntly exempt from Juries ; for thefe, and the 
like Injuries the Bailiffs were impeached. But the 
Univerfity-Magiftrates, confidcring with themfelves 
how hard a Matter it wiuld be to punifh thofe Cri- 
minals according to their Demerits, arid that their Chap- 
ter at this Time was very difficult, which made them 
again apply to their great Patron, the Coronal, who 
immediately took them under his Protection, and ob- 
tained from his Majefty a Cliarter agreeable to their 
Wilhes 1 this was no fooner obtained, and fent down 
to Oxford, but the Bailiffs were, in Vertue thereof, 
fummoned to appear before the Chancellor's Com- 
miflaries, Proftors, and others in St, Mary's Church, 
which they accordingly did, and, on Examinatimi of 
the different Matters alledged againft them, they o- 
penly and freety confeffed the Crimes laid to their 
Char^ 
• Dr. J^nji. 
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Charge, and Sentence was pronounced as follows: 
f- That each of them, in St. MartMi Church in O*- 
^' fordy fhould, in a ftanding Pofture, hold in his 
** Hand a Wax-taper of a Pound Weight, from the 
V Beginning Qf the Gofpel to the End thereof \ and 
'* then offer their Tapers up to St. Martin : That 
" th^ fhould, in the next general ProcefConof the 
^' Univerfity, walk before the Cro6, from St. Mtr/s 
?' Church to the Place where the Crofs was taken, 
W and, feying fliort Prayers, fhould each of them re- 
f peat the Pfalter of the bleffed Virgin May for the 
*• good Eilate of the King and Kingdom." 

But the Citizens were highly difpleafed with this 
Sentence, infomixrh, that they immediately appealed 
to the King, in order to have their Bailifl^ excufed 
from itj and at the fame time laid before his Ma- 
jefty fevcraJ Complaints againft the Scholars ; parucu- 
iarly charging them with burning the late Mayor's 
Houfe, and putting him in Fear and Danger of his 
life ; alfo with aflaulting feveral Citizens : Whereupon 
chey prayed the King to order the Commidary, Proc- 
tors, and others of the Univerfity, to appear before 
him in Council, and anfwer their Complamt. This 
would have been done, had not Cardinal ff^elfiy 
inteiT)ofed on Behalf of the Univerfity; lb that, at 
laft, the BailiSs and other Citizens, Ibtliciting this Af- 
^r at Lendoity mifcarried in their Application, and 
were obliged to apply to the Chancellor of Oxferdy 
for a Revocation of the Sentence pronounced againft 
l^hem, which his Majefty was pleafed to grant, at the 
Inftance of the Cardinal, upon Condition of thnr 
' returning to Oxford, and there acknowledging in pub- 
lick their Offoices, and paying each of them 4^ 
Cofts towards making the Univerfity Satisfai3:ion, for 
the Expences they had put her to in this Applica- 
tion, which they complira with, and thus this Matter 
ended.

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But- it was not long before the Townfmen cnde^ 
"TOured H) elude tlie Force or die ^Charter, by the 
Advice of fome artful Lawyers, who endeavqvaied to 
fBm die Scnfe of fome Kxprcflions therein, This ob- 
liged the Univerficy once more to S^y tO Mjeir Pt- 
tmn, tViilfrf, for the ExpIanatioD, Au^etit^on, 
«&d IVefcrvation of their I^bcs, who re^iijr Jent vi 
Ear to their Complaijits, ^nd fome lime ^cer procured 
them that re[i)arlu^l£ Charter, be9ring ^tP ths 
ift of ^i7, 14 Hen. VIII. under the great Seal of 
JExgltVui, and fub&ribed per ipjkr^ R^fft ^ 4f data 
frediSta Aitboritate Paritatueitti. 

About the Time of thcfe DiJ^OS with the City, 
certain Members and SchcJara gave the Univerfity 
very great Trouble. Chie of the chief .of liem was 
John Morris, Dodtor of Qmmon Z-ne, wjjo was firft 
imprifoned, and afterwards cxpdJcd cbc Univecfltyf 
for pcrfuadtng others to refift the Chincellor's AiU^o>- 
,rity: From hence no fmajl Differei>ce arofc, ithro' 
the Complaints which fome of his. Friends rxiade so 
the King ; but, by Cardinal fVelJey's Means, JVfcrrtr 
was not reftored till he had acknowledged in IHibliclc 
Jiis Offence, and promifed, for the liiture, iSubmiC&gn 
to the Laws of the Univerfity ; and then, in Veiv 
tue of a Royal Mandate, he wgs received by ^ 
iblemn Congregation, and leAcvcd to Jiis faotXf 
Sttte. 

Thcfe and other Evidences, whidi we havemenT 
tioncd, of Cardinal fFeify's Care^ not only of-tbo

The Supcrfcription of the Letter 
was, ** To the Lord Cardinal's Grace, and to all the

The next Matter of Moment riiat h^ipened in 
this Place was communicated, by a Letter from the 
Cardinal^ to the Governor and Council of T^Knu^, 
dated Ai^. 21, 1516, and runs thus: ** That the 
** King's Highnefs wasadvertifed as well from Mafter

** fundry Spies out of France^ that the French were

This Letter was anfwered by the Goremorand Coun- 
cil with the highdt Refpedb, and jwoper Steps were 
taken accordingly.

** EttgUfimat were of as good Courage as any Mea 
" cfXiA be, bdng defirous and wifhing the French- 
** men would come, to the End his Grace might know 
** what Serrice they intended to do his Highnefs ; 
" and, laftly, they wld the Cwdinal, that the City 
*' was well victualled and fortified, and in a Condi- 
** tion to make a ftout Defence, in cafe of an 
Attack," 

The Cardinal, upon the Receipt of this Letter, 
dimmed the Governor, to pcrfuade the chief Offi- 
cers of the Town to come over into England, to wa^ 
on the King himlelf, and the Privy Council, to iatis- 
fy them of their faithful and true Obedience. The 
Lord Governor, purfuant to the Cardinal's Inftruftion, 
requFcd the chief Magtftrates of the Town to pa& 
over into England, which they did accordingly, and, 
lafter performing what was required of them, they 
returned to Toumay. 

Where they had not been long arrived, before a 
lecret and dangerous Confpiracy againft the Kingdom 
■was diitovered; which was forming,* and in which 
were eng^^ed France, Denmark, and Scotland, with 
ibme.

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with great Joy, and foon after P<j« wrote to the Car- 
dinal, to give him an Account of what the Emperor 
had projeffted, viz. iivt Attacking Milan, and, after 
its Reduftion, to make it fubjeft to the Crown of 
England: But Pace, in his Letter, exprefled his DiQike 
©f it, both upon Account of the Chaise of keep- 
ing'it, and for that the People would not be eafy un- 
der any other Government, than that of one of the 
Houfe of Sf^rta \ and faid, " That, from his own Ex- 
•* perience, little Regard was to be had -to the Em- 
** peror's Word." 

Thefe Propofals induced his Majefty to fend Sir Rich- 
ard Wit^field to the Imperial Court, where he had 
not been long, before he acquainted his Mafter of fe- 
veral important Affairs, which the Emperor, at a 
private Conference, had offered to him ; and thefe 
are f<Mne of Maximilian*% further chimerical Propo&Is, 
which for the Singularity of them, we fliall here 
introduce. 

" Firfii I defire you to make my moft ^ EtBp*nr*s

** Brother, the King, your Mafter, which

*' Swifs, nor the Pope, nor the Venetians, will con- 
** fent chat I, or the French King, ihould enjoy the 
" Dutchy of Milany I will, if my Brother confent 
*' thereto, that forthwith, upon Knowledge of his 
*' Mind, 1 will advertife the faid Pope, Swifs and 
*' Venetians, that, for the Weal and Pacifying of all 
" Cbriftendom, I am determined to give the faid 
" Dutchy of Milan unto him, with which I am fure 
" they would be all well content : And this is the 
*' firft of the three fpecial Things, upon which I de- 
** fired, as I faid, a fpeedy Anfwer. Howbcit I will^ 
*' that my Brother do know with the fame, that my 
*' Meaning alway is, that he do accept the Adoption,-

" my Refigpation of the Empire, and the Inveftitiir?, 
*' of the Dutchy of Mikn granted, but alfo there 
*' Ihall be an Arniy already prepared with Artillery^ 
*' and all other Neceflaries to enter into France -, with 
** which Army I would tity Brother fhould leave the 
'* Duke of St^olk, or fome other Prince, to be the 
*' Captain, having 1600 Horfe, and 3000 Archers } 
'' with which Army I will go myfelf as a! Superin,- 
'' tendant, and my Brother In the mean while to pafs 
" with 1000 Horfe and 1000 Arched through my 
'' own Country, till he Ihall come to a City in ' the 
** Moantains called Qyr, of which is a Bilhop that 
" is both my Subjedt and Familiar, through whofe 
" Bilhoprick my Brother mail pals,' till he come to 
** the I^ke of Comht^ where I ihall caufe Boats to be 
" purveyed in a fufficient Number, for his Paflage,- 
** and Cmtbe is but 25 Miles from Milan; where'y 
'* when he hath tarried a Seafon, I will in his 
*' Company p'afs to Rome, where he fhall be crowned 
*' Emperor; Which done, I doubt not but he fliall 
^' and maychufe, whether he will take the molt ho-, 
'' nourabte Peace with France^ that ever had any of 
*' his AnceftOrsv or proceed in War, till he hath reco- 
*' vercd the Crown as his proper Inheritance i which. 
** to altatny I efteem he Ihall have the Confent of 
*' 8he Popej and all Chriltiai) Princes, and the Aid of 
'' all itab/i which muft find Health by that Means, 
; Vol.- H; Y y , ^ 
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•* or clfe rot only Iialj-, but rather all OrrifiaidoMy 
*• (hall remain in War and Ddblation." 

Thcfc Propofals might have awakened the Seeds of 
Ambition in a Temper lefs flexible than that of out 
Monarch, if Cardind Wolfiy^ and the other Minifters, 
had not heard it with that Diftraft» they had for fbmc 
time entertained of ail the Emperor's Aftions. Even 
fuppofing there had been a ProbaKcy of making our 
King Emperor of Germatrfy what would have been 
the L'onfcquence, but reducing this gallant Country 
to a Province of the Emfwre ? There was not want- 
ing at that time Perfons who found Fault with the Ad- 
mi niitration interpofing at all in the Afiairs of Itaif, 
and particularly in that of driving the French out of 
Mil^fi : Upon which Occafion, Pace., in a Letter to 
fVolfey, ufes thb faithfid liberty, and plainly kHs 
him, " That fuch Perfons knew not what they fiud, 
** when they found Fault with our King's afliflihg in 
*' the Recovery of M'Ish from thcFrepcby and placing 
*' Francis Sforza , in the Dufchyy who wouHi, when 
" fettled, be aKe to fupply the King with i.ooo Men 
*' at Arms, and to repay him the [^cpences the King 
*' might be puttoon that Aceount;' AndiasaProof « 
*' his fincere Intention therein, this Prince (Pace dc- 
** clarcd) was ready to fend his Brother as a Iiioftage co 
*' his Majffty, for Security of Payment." This was 
afterwards confirmed by a particular tetter from Sfarza 
to the King. 

However, it is plain upon the whole, that the King 
.and his Minifter Wolfey. were fiir from placing any 
great Confidence in what had been propofcd, either 
in one Inft^nce or the other ; yet he oittered Pace, his 
AmbafTador with the Emperor, to fuppfy him with 
a Sum of Money, in order to cncou- 
neEmperwr rat- ,^gg [^ijj, jq proceed in thc Projcft 
tJl^.7i% "Attacking the Frmb in Il^fy, which, 
for riie prefrnt, would find- them 
work enough in that Part of the World. In fliort. 
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as foon as Maximilim had rtceived a Supply of Mo- 
xtcy from England, and other {'arcs, he loft no dme, 
but fet about colleiiHng his Forces together, being un- 
willing CO lofe the Opportunity that offered of mak- 
ing War upon France, notwithftanding he was obliged 
to aft alone. The Army he affembled upon diis Oc- 
cafltm was no lefs than 20,000 Men, at the Head of 
which he inftantiy marched, unexpeftedly entered 
the State of Venice, appeared before Br0a^ and re- 
took it. Upon which the French Army quitted the 
Place, and retired to MOatt. Maximilian followed them 
with lb much Speed, that he put the French into fuch a 
Conllemation, that they were ready to take to theif 
Heels, in order to make the beft of their way hohie, 
much after the Manner of theirCountrymen in Lewis the 
XUth's Time : But, luckily for them, juft as they were 
moving, 10,000 Swifs^ in Alliance with ir(j»«, came 
unexpeftcd to their Aid -, and, what was extremely par- 
ticular, as thefe Toorps refufed to fight againft the Swifs 
in the Ejnperor's Army, fo, on the other hand, the 
Swifs in the Emperor's Service became very importu- 
nate for their Pay, nay, they refiifed to fight, unlefe 
they were inftantiy paid. Maximilian had by this 
time, as he alledged) parted with all his Money, but 
promifed he would fpecdiiy pay them ; yet that did 
not do, they becMue more clamorous than before ; fo 
ch^t ManimUan, in order to avoid being further tea- 
fed, when the Army leaft expected it, _ ^. p^-^^^ 
he retired according to his ufual way, ^"efiL ^fiaiA 
as^ left them to fliift for -themfelves. 
Maximilian was no Iboner gone, but they difbanded, 
by which Means his fine Projefts upon Milan came 
tff nothing, at a Time when he had the greateft Pro- 
. bability of Succels. 

.This Departure, or rather Runmng-away, of the 

Emperor, and the Difbandiiig his Forces, fo animated 

■ ftbe French^ that foon after they marched to join and 

y y 2 aflift 
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aflift the Vateliam in the Siegfe ofBr^a^ whidi in a lew 
Cays lurrendcFcd upon Articles. Ericour^ed whh this 
Succcfi, they nejrt Jaid Si^e to Verona ; but here they 
found 3 fenfible Change of Fortune, bdng repulfcd with 
much Slaughter and Lofs, which caufed them to retire 
to their refpeftive Governments. 

Maximilian^ hearing of this ill Succefi of hisEnemies, 
recovered his loft Spirits, and talked big of renew- 
ing the War ; and firft he begun with founding the 
pcpe, but found that his private Views would not 
fuffer him to break openly with Francis. He alfo 
tried Cbarks^ but found his Council would by no 
means liften to his Propolal of joining againft France, 
allidging, for a Rcafon, that darks had much greater 
Affairs to fettle in refpcft to the Government of 
tlie different States lately fallen to him. His laft 
•T-Iopes were to engage Henry to become a Principal 
in the War, and therefore fijnt hk chief Minilta- 
to implore his Aid, and at the iame time to excufe 
his Mafter's late fcandalous Retreat, by laying the 
felame on the Sisifs ; who, mecring with a fevourable 
■ Audience, foon difpatched what he was charged with, 
and returned to hisMaftef. 

But Tace, in his Letter to the King, which was 
entirely agreeable to our MiniftcHs Sentiments at 
tlome, plainly fells his Majefly, " That the Empc- 
■ " ror's Negligence loft the Viftory, and that the Sol- 
" diers ran away without Caufe : That the Emperor 
■ " promifes to fet forward again into Italy^ but that 
" he could not believe hrs Words any farther than 
'f Deeds (hould confirm them." 

This-Letter, and what Sir Rohtrt fVingfield wrote to 
the King, prevented his Majefty's thinking to affift 
the Emperor in his Italian Expedition. — -" Notwith- 
' itanding the Emperor's prefent Negotiations for car- 
rying on a War, that he might not recede from what 
he had from the Beginning aftsd, he was then pn- 
yately treating widi France about a Pea<« j though it 
',. \ ,■„'„,, was 
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■fai not carried on fo fecretly, but the Cardinal had 
Noti«:e of it; of which he acquaints Tunfial, then in 
^e Low Countries, that, when this Intelligence was 
brought to the King, ic was not fuppofed to be 
true, though he well knew it was no new thing for 
the Emperor to aft a double Part •, and therefore ad- 
vifes Tw^d to enquire, whether there was any Trudi 
in the Report. 

^unfial was fo afTiduous in anfwering this Char^, 
that he immediately gave the Cardinal an Anfwcr, 
and latisfied him, that there was Truth in tht Re- 
port \ and withal exprelled his DiHike of a League 
propofed between the King and young King Charla, 
for this Reafon, be woul4 not have his Majefty itroohe 
bimfilf in foreign Affairs^ to matritain the Interejls of 
etbtr Pfincts ; * which he enforces t^ reprelenting the 
ill State of thofe with. whom, the King was to con- 
traft, and faith, " The Emperor is poor, and not 
f able to defend himfelf, and therefore his Affiltancc 
^ could not be of any Significancy : That the Ca- 
" tholick King was out of his Realm, and as poor as 
*' his Grandfather ; and that, if any Invafion Ihould 
*' happen, all the Burthen muft lie upon the King of 
^* England." Thefe Remonltrances had a good Et- 
feft, and ftayed the Englifb Court from engaging too 
deeply cither with 'Spain or the Emperor. 

Francis in the mean time wjs well pleafed with 
what had happened in Jta^, as the Emperor was re- 
treated from thence, though he had met with fome 
Dilappointment in the Siege of Verona -, and, as Fer- 
Mnand was dead, he begun now to form the Frojeift 
of conquering Naples ;'but, juft as he was going to 
fftit his Defign in Execution, he was difappointed : 
ror, apprehending he had firmly attached the Pope 
to his Intereft, by the laft Interview, he found him- 
ielf grofly miftaken, the Pope's prcfent View being

After this was obtained the Pope forgot t9 thank 
Frauis for the Semes he had done him. On the 
conttaiy, his Thoughts were taken up how he ccniM 
affift otl^ers in driving the Fracb out of lu^ \ mA^ 
to pave the Way for fiKiceding in this Defign* he 
fettled a fecrct Correfpondence with the Emperor, 
die King of Ejiglaad^ and tlw new King of Spaiit^ 
which, however, did not then take plate, thou^ the 
Pope carried on his Scheme againft FroMcis with the 
utmofl: Precaution and Secrecy \ yet FratKis got the 
Knowledge of it, though he pretenditd to be ignorant : 
But, as he was fiiUy fans^ed of the Ptme's Infin- 
cerity, and that he was not to be depended upon, it 
made him intirely g^ve over the Thoughts of the 
Conqueft of NftpUs. 

As to Cbarlesy his A^^ obliged him m go over 
to Spain, uid Francis, being thus dilappointed of the 
Pope's AITiHance, at laft caqie to a , RefoIuticHi ta 
enter into a Treaty with the King of Sfam, who, in 
the prefent Situation of his A£uirs, could not btR 
wifli to live in good Undo-ftanding with him. ThUg 
the two Kings being equally inclined to a Peace, 
without further Cereriiony they concluded a Treaty, 
which was iigned the 26th c^ Augu^; The

'* £w h« muft relbhre «riier to ratify the Treaty of 
" Njyim, and confcquantly reftore Veroitdy or defend 
"■ his Cooqueft widuiut die Affiftance of any Ally^' 
" To avoid both thefc Extremes he tried all poffible 
*' Ways to embioU Afiaits, and kindle a new War,-

But, to return, Henty coa\A nos but be alarmed at 
the concluding this Treaty at Noyou, without his 
being included in it^ which might expole him to be 
attacked by the Parties united by thatXrcaHyi This, 
no doubt, made Hmry ferioufly mdcavDur toxenew the 
Negotiation, that had been fome time vbut flowly car-" 
ried on at London, between the Einperor, himfelfi and 
young King Charles of 5pfli% for concluding a Treaty 
of Alliance, for the Defence of each other's Domi- 
nions 1 yet, as the Treaty at N^ori *» ctmduded,' 
both the former and the latter did not feem orcr 
fond of coming into fech Treaty : . However, at 
laft it was concluded uLomictfi on the 2^h.of O^d- 
ker, whereby thefe three Princes undertone to affift 
each other, in cafe either of their Dosninions Should 
be attacked by any Power whatfoever ; and jRcpoicon- 
fc(fes, " That, when the Engl^ Ambiflador; prefled 
** King Charles J to ratiiy the League of Lendaij hi 
*' deferred it on divers Pretences, bccaufe he wal 
•* afraid of offending the King of Framte ; :bui ratH 
" -fied it after fome Alttrations." 

As to the Emperor, he foon radfied die Treaty of 
Noyon^ and conchided a Truce with die Venetiatts^ 
■whereby he undertook to rcftore to them Verona^ fof 
the fake of the twohiKidred thouland Crowns. And 
thus the Reader may perceive, that all the Emperor's 
■fine Propofais to our. King, relating lo the procuring 
him Mtlofi, and getting liim elected Empbrory vani&ed 
■in 3 Trice. 

Whilft the differwit Princes m Earapg, concerned 
wirii Englattd, were bufying themfelves about drfh 
Temporal Affairs, the Council of Lateraa continaed 
-their Scffion, without anfwering tfw End they fcemtfd 
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to be called for ; fince that Council meddled neither 
with the Reformation of the Cburcb, rior with the Ex- 
tirpation of Herefy : Yet, that they might feerh to do 
fomelhingi they fell upon reforming* ibeKalendar^-which 
was become very faulty; and for that Purpofe the 
Pope caufcd Memorandums to be drawn up, and 
wrote to all theChriftian Princes, inviting them to fend 
their Jftronemers to Reme^ or at leaft to order thcni 
to examine what had been propofed on the did Sub- 
jeft : Add we find, in the Colleftioh of the publick 
JB$j the Brief addrefled to Hmry the Vlllth, wherein 
the Pope fays, ** He had adjourned the next Seffions 
*' to December^ m order to give the Mathemnticiom 
** Time to fend in their Opinions.'' 

THE EMPEROR, before the laft 4?^'-« / 
year was expired, accepted and ratified the ^^^'^^ 
Treaty of Neyoti, becafafe it iVas to bring ^'^' 
him a round Sum of Money ; and for the fame 
Reafon he cwicludcd a Truce with the Venetians ; and 
with joint Confcnt they fubmitied to leave all their. 
Matters in Difference to Arbitration. On the 15th of 
yanuary he riikde a new Agreement with them,' 
ivhercby it was fettled, that the Truce Jhould be en- 
larged for five Years. This being done, the Empe- 
ror aftually received the Money provided by th6 
treaty of Noycn ; and reftored the City of Verona to' 
them upon this fijither Condition, that they Ihouldf 
during the Truce, pay him yearly 20,000 Crowns. 

There is another Reafon affigned for Maxiniilta^& 
freeing with the Venetians, which was, as Lord 
Herbert afierts, " The Emperor could not truft Car- 
*' dinai Wdlf^^ in relpeft to obtaining Money froirt 
**■ his Maftcr ; " "frhich we think is highly to the Car- 
dinal's Honour, confidcring what fort of a Pai t Maxi' 
milian had hitherto ^cd.

enable him to do. The AfFairs betweeh the Empe- 
ror and the Venetians being thus concluded, Italy had 
an immediate ProJpedt of enjoying Peace, which, 
however, was interrupted for a Time, through the 
following Occafion. The Duke of Urbino, having 
been deprived by the Pope of his Dutchy laft Year, 
thought this a proper Time to aflcrt his Right, and 
recover it by Force of Arms j but did not ihold his 
PolTeflion long, before he was attacked by the united 
Foires of the Pope and the King of France^ which 
foon fo far reduced him, that he gladly accepted 
of the Propofals made to him, and figned an Agree- 
ment, whereby his Dominions were ceded to the Pope^ 
and he retired to Manttuty where we fli;dl for the pre- 
fent leave him. 

The War with the Duke of Vrbino Himiflied the 
Pope with a Pretence to fend to the difttrent Princct 
of Europe for Succours -, particularly he wrote a Let- 
ter to Henry the Vlilth, defiring his Affiftance againft 
his Enemies and thofe of the Churdi, dated at 
R^vie, June 26th ; tie alfo fenC circular Letters t<3 the 
Bifhops of England, commanding them to raile aii 
jendre Tenth upon their ^Clergy, in order to help 
him K> fupport the War of Urbino j and likewifc a 
Bull, appointing Cardinal IVclfey his Colleftor, em- 
powering him therein to excommunicate all that 
refufed to pay, and even deprive them , of thek 
Benefices, 

Whilfl: the Pope , was thus employed, he difco- 
vered a Plot formed againll his Life j but he had the 
good Fortune to get into his Pofieflion the prloci- 
pai AftoKs, amongil whom was his great Favourite,

When Calanucics bad thus purfucd and almoft ruin- 
ed the Family of t^e JJumes, ic was remarked, that 
Calamities aJfofell toyot^HtpkuTHs's Share, a profcffcd 
Enemy of theirs. 

After thefe different Proceedings the Affairs of the 
State foon becanle more quiet, which induced the Rc- 
gentr to Ix-ing' the King from Sterling Caftle to Edin- 
burgh. Soon aft<r this he had an Inclination to take' 
a Tour to Franti, which was very much oppofcd at 
firft l^ (he Nobility, tho' at 1^ they confentrd to it : 
But, before he kt out, he committed the Gofremment 
of the Kingdom, in bis Abfence, to the Archbiftiops 
erf" St. j4ifJre-it^s and Gla^vw; the Earls of^gus, Jrratii 
jirgyle, and HUntley, and Attbotrf Daa^i a Frenchnim, 
Governor Of Dunbar. 

As foon as t\ii Duke Regent was embarked 
for France, Queen Margaret departed from London, 
highly fatisfied with her Brother's generous Treatment, 
and was met at JSerwiek by her Hulband, the Earl of 
jhgus, whcf condufted her to Edinburgbi where Ihe 
was joyfully received by the People. 

The' Lord Deputy of Ireland continued -^/i"''-' <f

* <anld Irifif, and, to (hew he was as well, 
qualified for War as for Peace, invaded ima};f, and

£i^ O'Carol, where he was joined by the Earls of 
Ormendand Defmond with new Strength, and tliey bc- 
iieged and took the Caftle of Lemevany which he or 
dcred to be demolithed. Then they attacked and took 
the Town of Qomvell ; after which the Deputy clofed 
the Campaign, and returned in Triumph to DuhUn, 
where he was received in great State, about the End 
of December. 

It was obferved, that the ctedulous Irijb had great 
J Expedation of Advantage this Year, by reafon of 
a blind Prophecy generally believed among them, 
That the Poorefi and IVeakefi Jheuld become tbemofi Pow- 
trful and IVarlike. It's probable, , that this might pro- 
voke the Lord Deputy to make the laft Expedition. 
However this may be, Cox remarks, " That Super- 
" flition and fond Belief have been often fatal to the , 
" Irijh Nation." 

The Deputy, in the beginning of the Year 1517, 
-marched at the Head of his Army into Uyier, and 
took the CalUe of Dundrian, which had done great 
Injury to the Knglijh. Thence he marched agpinit 
Fylewf Macgenis, whom he conquered and took Pri- 
foner. Then he marched into Tyrone, and took- and 
delhxiyed the Caftle of DMHga/inen. But the Citizais 
of Dublin had not fo good Fortune ; for a Company 
of them marching to make an Incurfion into Jma^, 
they met with more Refiftance than they expeftcd, 
and were glad to return to Dublin, throw down their 
Arms, and take up the Trades they were bred to. 

The kind Fortune that attended the Deputy had 
ib good an EfFeiit, that Ireland v/a& reduced to a quiet 
Condition before the Year 1517 expiral.

Thele Accounts couJd not but alarm the 
Qsrijiian Princes, whofe Interelt in general, according 
to ^1 Appearance, was that of oppofing, efpecially 
on this Side the Globe, the Progrefs.of fo formid- 
able an Enemy ; and this induced the Emperor Mex- 
imiliattt (who continued fond of Treaty-making) as 
-he had (hut himfelf out of Ttafy, by his late Agree- 
ment with the Venetiani, to rep^r to his Grandfbn 
Charles^ Court, in order to concert Meafures with thaf 
Prince in Perfon, for the better Prefervarion of Chri- 
Jiendom, againft the InBdels ; and afterwards to pals in- 
to the Empire, to confult with the German Princes on 
the iame Occafion. 

In the Month of March, the Em- ^ Mmprnr ar- 
peror arrived at his Grandlon's Court p^'i*^ ^'^ 
m Plaaders, where they expreffed great 
Joy at feeing each other, and foon fet on Foot a Ne- 
gotiation, in order to form a League againft the Turks : 
This they communicated to the Kings of England 
and France, requefting them to join in fo pious a 
Defence, which was calculated, as they alledged, for 
no lefs End than that of preferving their boly Religion 
ag^nfl: Injidels, and the two Kings foon figniBed, by 
their Amballadors, their Readtnefs to come into fucfa 
Treaty. In Ihort, the Treaty was firft figned be- 
tween the Emperor, MaxiitUlian, and the Kings of 
France and Spain, wherein they left room for the 
King of Eaglandi which he foon after fupplied.

The Grant is dated 
at Ghtnt^ June die 8th, 1517, wherein the young 
King calls him, Our moft dear and Jpecid Friend. 

All Things being fettled on the Side 
Kin, CharlM of Flanders, King Charles, having made 
his Aunt Margaret^ Dntchcis or Sove-f, 
Govemeis of the Lo-ep Cemtries^ fet out, the fetter 
end of Jufy, for Spain, embarked at MidiSehir£, m- 
tend«l by a Fleet of eighty SaiF ; and, on the r^ 
of Augufi, landed at Villa Vieiafit in j^urias, where he 
was nobly received by the Gentry ; yet he was greariy 
furprized at the uncouth CuiWro of cfec Spomfi Na- 
tion ; for they affected a proud SingnJarity and peculiSr 
Obftinacy in obferving the old Forms and Disciplines, 
being above receiving Inftruftions finm M»y other 
Nation, looking upon all othcra with Contempt.

God made Man free, Fortune hath robl^. him 
of that Liberty when reduced under the Servitude 
of Great Ones, who are guilty of ravtftiing ^pm him 
what is moft precious, his Liberty and his Tii^c^W- 
lels they reftore them the Fruits of the one and theo- 
ther, by way of Recompence, in ample Rewards, wludi 
alone can repair the Lofi of this latter, being irre- 
coverable. 

To conclude, fuch was the Life, and fuch were the 
Actions o^ Francis Ximenes^ (fumamed, for the ££fq^ 
of his Prudence, the Cardinal of Spain) that his Cotm- 
fels are to this Day obferved in that Kingdom, and 
his Virtues ferve the World for Diredions in almoft 
every Station of Life. He was buried in his Collie 
at Acaht in a Tomb of White Marble, and his fir 
figies on the fame 'n fiill n> be ieen, with the fol- 
lowing Epitaph.

of ^eteio^ vacant by the Death of JGmeneSy on ft^l- 
iiam ■ de Qrey^ Bifliop of Camhray ; and, before the 
Hex ■ ei^ireid, j^drian was made a Cardinal, To this 
Pkce Anflbafladors attended on his Majefty from all 
the Courts of Cbrifiendom, to congratulate him on his 
happy Arrival in Spain; but the French Ambaffador 
had it alfo in Commifllon, to demand the Rcftitu- 
tion of the Kingdom of Navarre to Henry d'Jlbert, 
Son of the deceafed King : To which Charles anfwered 
in general Ternis, ** That that Matter Jhould be

Htf 
Holtned, as an Enoouragec^nient for Qfp^fkau t9 con- 
tribute cm that Occafton, gian^ thetp pleaary In< 
diligences, and caufed tlvsra to be iiild-at fo tpodo- 
rate a Price, that a Man muft hav< t^ecn vory cmv- 
lefs of his Salvation* not to pwchafe ^leni. Thiit 
the Monies, arifing from the Sale of thcfeindulgonce^i 
might be regularly coUefted, all Qrjf^^i^ was- di- 
vided into fo many Divifions, and io e9(Ji were ^' 
pointed CoUedors, and Prcachcis to caOol the Bene- 
fit of Indulgences, which extaided even tt> tbcDetd, 
whofe Souls, on paying fi> much MciQey» wew fo be 
iawiediately redeemed out ofPurgatoiy. 

Guicciardin afHrms, *' That the Poivt^ of relcwfing 
" Souls out of Pur^tory va» opijnJjr payed for in 
*' Taverns." -The People hatd liicewife, by thofe In' 
dulgences, the Liberty of tating Eggt^ and vjl^Mti^ 
on Faft-days. 

The Archbi(b<^ of A&ntu h«l ht$ Fart t^ On/^ 
dom afligoed him, for ^tpqinting ^vachen, wluclt 
was Saxav^ ; and for that Purpofcs he ^)|iointfd die-

S«BP of Joioi and Margeret Luther -, 
the.familyKlUte lying at Mmsfield, Jaba was cho- 
im a Ma£pftiue> and was honoured for his Inte- 
giiiy of Life. Ma-tia was firlt educated under 
dugt Emlius ; at 14 Years of Age he went to 
^^delvrgt , where he iived a poor Scholar one Year ; 
from thence he was removed by his Parentt to Iftr 
nftk I .from thence, in the Year 1501, to the Uni- 
vei&y of Errferdy where he profited fo much in die 
Knowledge .01 Learoii^, that the whole Univerfity 
. adioired his Ceiyus. At 20 Years of Age he was 
made A^er ef Jrts^ Profejfor of Ph0ck^ Etbkks^ 
oad ftfher Parts of P^hfoptrf. Then he betook him- 
. fii£ to the Study of the Laie ; but at the Age of 21 
. (being greatly furptized at the violent Deadi of a 
. &irit6il Companion, whtHn he dearly loved) he re- 
T tired into the College o(jhgt0iM Fiyars at Erifordt 
aad foon became one of their Order. 

In the Library of that College he met with a Copy 
of a Latw SiHct with which he was highly delighted ; 
he alio read over j^igu/iin's Works j but, falling fick, 
an old Pneft attend^ him, who often faid. Beef good

^icouried with him about Jufiifittuion £y Faith, and 
OEphuned the ArckJes of the Creed. 

LutheTt when recovered, diligendy read the School- 
10019 e^iecially Oceamus* in which Studies he fpent

* SflWBCd aa cmlBeat Writer among them. 
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five Yean. In 1507, he was made Prejfyier: And 
jfokM StMpieious, endeavouring K> promote the Uni- 
verfity of JVtuenberg (then iMcly ftwnded) knowing 
^e Learning of LutbeTy induced him to remove thi-' 
ther in 1508. He was fent to Remey on the Behalf' 
of the Convent ; and the Writers of his Life relate, that 
he took a Diftafte whilft he was there againft the 
Reman Clergy, and that, upon his Return, he vras 
plcafed to fay, *' Jl Rome I beard them fay Mafi, in 
** fucb a AiMtner as I detefi tbem for : At tbe CommU' 
** niM Table I heard Courtezans laugh and boafi «/" their 
*' fVickednefs." Then, fpeaking concerning tbe Bread 
and Wine of the Mar^ he faid, " Bread thou arty axd 
** Bread thou fisak remain % fVme thou AT/, mid fftne 
*' tbou Jbalt remain." 

Soon after this, he was made DoSor in Dtvatityy 
at the Chai^ of the £te£tor of Saxony, who heud 
him preach, and admired the Soundnels of his Doc- 
trines, the Strength of his Atguments, and the Ex- 
cellency of the Language he ufcd. He next pro- 
ceeded to explain the Epifile to the RomanSy and fome 
Pfalms, wherein he Ihewed the Difference between the 
Law and the Gojpely refuted Juftification by IVorksy &c. 
And fome of the Authors, who have fpoke concern- 
ing him, fay further, " That his Demeanour agreed 
" with his Doftrine v his Speech feemed to flow 
*' from his Heart, not from his Lips only." He alfo 
fhidied Greek and Hebrewy which were called the Nno 
Learning in thofe Days. 

By Luther's oppofing and writing ag^nft the In^d- 
gences, he drew upon himfelf many &iemies, which 
put him on fearching more narrowly into the Rea- 
lon and Authority of thofe Indulgences, and was 
at laft convinced (as it was faid) there waa no Foun- 
dation for them in the Holf Scriptures ; aod, being 
refle&ed upon, for making this Oppofitjon, apd even 
by many railed a Hereticky he publifhed a Paper, in 
his own Juftification, to the following Effeft: ** I '

•' Matter, I befeech every one, as I have often done 
" before, :by the Cferj^ftw Faith, that they. either fheW 
'* me a better Way, if it be revealed by God to 
** any of -diem, or elfe kt them fubmit their Sen- 
*' Sepce-itO' God ^d his Church's Judgment-, for 
** neither, am I fo rath, diat I would have my Opf- 
'• pion alone to .be preferred before all -others, nor 
•* fo dotifc, that J' wo«ld have the Word ef God 
" be placed after Fables devifed by human Rea- 
.Ton/ 

Pope Lto at firft did not much regard either Z** 
/M^ V^ritiogs, or the Proteftation he had fct forth, 
not Miu^ining, that a Angle Fryar could prejudice 
the Fap^ Authority, but continued to fell his hl^ 
Au^ettees \ and Luther^ on his Fart, wherever he came, 
took all pofflble Pains to ridicule them -, on which 
Occafiops he earneftly exhorted the People to fearch 
the Scriptures, by which he infiited the Pope had 
no Authority for ifitiing diofe Indidgmces ; and there- 
fore advifed the People to reject them,- ai not war- 
rantpd by Go^^ Law^ which ought to be preferred 
before any human Invention, Hence fprur^ the Re- 
formatiaity which fpread idfelf through Qenitairf and 
feveral odicr Parts' oi Europe.

•mas? To which his Lordfliip anfwered, ^hat it 
was -well arid quiet ; Nay, iaid tlie Cardinal, we are 
informed, that your young Pesph will rife and d^rey 
the Foreigners reading among you. No, furefy, rejoined 
the Mayor ; for I truft Jo to govern them, that the 
King's Peace fiall he preferved, and that I dare under- 
take, if 2 and my Brethren, the Aldermen, may be per- 
milled fo to do. 'Then go Home, faid IVolfey, mid wifeiy 
fook after this Matter, and, Jf any III is intended^ take 
care to prevent it. 

The Lord Mayor returned from the Cardinal, 
about three of the Clock in the Afternoon, on the 
30th of Jpril, and demanded of his Officers, What 
they had heard ? Some of them anfwered, "That the 
Voice- of the People was againft Foreigners, and 'bad 
heen fo for two or three .Days before. Upon this 

the Mayor fent for the Aldermen to at- 
iifZncilfl ^^""^ '^''" '" Guildhall; but it was al- 

moft fcven of the Clock before they met. 
Mr. Serj. Brooke, the Recorder, opened the Occafioa 
of their Meeting, by telling them, " That the King's 
** Council had heard, that the Commonalty intended to

The Aldermen faid, " That they had heard fo, but 
*' did not believe it, though it was very well to 
" be provided againft the worft," Then the Re- 
corder propofed to raifc a large Force from among 
the Houfekeepers, others objeded againft it; and 
fome propofed to iflue an Order, that every Man 
ihould Ihut in his Doors, and keep his Servants wirh- 
in, which was approved of.

After this Sir John Munday^ one of the f"^* Tumult 
Aldermen^ finding two young Men play- '""'"f"- 
ing at Cudgels, and feveral looking on, ordered them 
to leave off and go to their refpedtive Habitations, 
which they not obeying, he commanded one of them 
to be fent to the Compter ; whereupon the others 
cnedt .^^pretttices and Cluhsl which inllantly drew to^ 
gether fo many ftout "Lads armed, that the Alder- 
man thro* much Difficulty efcaped with his Life* 
Idttcelh immediately headed them, broke open the 
Compterj and let out the Prifoners committ^t^^t^ 
Rioting. Sir Thomas More attended the Lord l\^yj[y>; 
-and Sheriffsj who made Proclamation^ requiring every": 
Man to renjm to his Place i but that would not ' 
do, the Tumult was got to too great an Height j 
and therefore his Lordlhip was obliged to have re- 
courfe to Arms. In the mean while the Rabble fell 
Upon the Foreigners wherever they could find theni^ 
•killed fome, and ufcd others in a very cruel Man- 
ner ; broUe open their Houfesj arid deftroyed theii' 
Effefts. 

Th^ Cardihal having Notice of this Uproari by 

Means of Sir Richard Cbelmondeley, Lieutenant of the 

Tower, about 5 o' Clock in the Morning, the Earls 

fcf Bbre^uiyi Staryi and others entered London wiiht

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SiMre/Tidhitbe * confiderable Force ; but, before they 
ChhJm. arrived, the Lord Mayor had fupjaef- 

fed the InrurrefHon, and taken 300 of 
them Prifoners, among which were fereral Boys not 
15 Years old, and LtMcoln their Leader.

However, a Commiffiwi 
immediately ifTucd for trying thefe weak ftople, 
and, on the 4th of A^, the Duke of Norfirlk^ the 
Earl of Surry ^ and others coming into riie City, with, 
a Guard of above 1300 Soldiers, the Court was 
opened at Guild-hall before the Lord Mayor, the DiAe 
of Norfolk, and other great Pcrfonages, before whcm 
Lincoln with twelve more were tried and conviflwi 
«f High Treafon, and were immediately udered fot 
Execution, on which Lincoln ipoke co die Court.

primanded the Mayor and the other M^ftr&tes^ 
for not taking greater care of the Peace of the City, 
and to the Frifoners he declared, they juftly deferved 
Death. Then all the PrifiMiers cried to the King 
'for Mercy, the Cardinal with the other l^rds inter- 
ceded

no fooner made faiown to the Prifoners, than the 
HalJ rung with their Shouts of Joy i "Whercupcm 
they were fet at Liberty, and his Majefty, mth his 
Nobles, retired. This I^rdon hadfo good an Ef^ 
fcA, dm the Peace of the City was immediately 
reftored, the Traders carried oa. their Handicrafs 
and 3h(^keeping as ufual, which the Tumult had 
interrgpEed \ and the Citizens, for fome time after, 
called the jfcjJ of Ma^^ Evil Msj-day. 

One Circumftance at this Juncture was humorous 
enough, ^veral Otfenders, who had not been taken, 
hearing that the King was inclined lo Ihew Mercy to 
the prifoners, tPQlc the Opportunity, as they palTed 
on, to ftrip themfelves to their Smrts, and, liiving 
Ropes tied about their Necks, got into the Hall wita 
the Rifoners, where they likewife obtained the King's 
Pardon \ among whojn was John GelfoHy who was one 
oi the firft PromoterB of the Riot. 

The Peace of the City being thus reftored, and 
his Majefty at Peace with all the neighbouring Prin- 
ces, the Cardinal, throi|gh his Mafter's Encourage- 
ment, further attended tne improving Arts and Sci- 
ences ; (hough the Trade and Commerce of the 
Nation was not forgot ; infomuch, that every good 
Sdbjeft refted himfelf contented, as it were under 
i>is oivn Vine, and under bis own Fig-tree. 

In the Beginning of the Month of Jime-, his Mi^- 
jefty caufed a grand Juft to be prepared for the En- 
tertainment both of himfelf and the foreign Am- 
baffadors, in which our young Monarch appeared a- 
gainft the Duke of Suffolk (who came to attend the 
King at this Sport) having each twelve Noblemen 
^nd Gentlemen of a Side, richly habited according 
to the Cuftofn of ;hofe Times.

No Iboner did this infectious Diftertiper ceaft, bu^ 
it was fucceeded, as Stow relates, by fo great a Droughty 
that it did not rain from Tkcember to A% following* 
and the Frbft was fo l^rd ifi the Winter, that Horfea 
and Carts pafled over the Ice between Wefimmfiet 
and Lambeth. 

While thefe Calamities raged Sir Thomas Mori 
was pitched on for an Ambaflkdor to the Dutchefe 
of Savoy's Courtj to execute a Commiffion on the 
I^ of our Sovereign.
